Monsieur Carbonello, a Helglan, has 
Invented an apn;iratus, says the 
Youth's Companion, by means of 
which a picture can bo reproduced by 
telegraph In tho form of an engraved 
plate, from which printed copies may 
bo immediately taken. The picture 
to be sent I» printed with thick,- non- 
conducting ink, and wound round a 
revolving cylinder, over which passes

Harry Mnynani announced ie.ster- 
day that yielding to t'e Kolieltatlun.'^ 
of many of tlie Itixjiaytr.s in "Ward 2, 
he had decided to be a candidate in 
that v,'!ivf\ for alderman at tlio ap- 
proticlilng munictpul election.

He will be paid a wage by the slate, 
and all prmilH jjiiide mi alcidiolie 
drinks will \)v. devoted to a special 
fund, e[illed tlie iiublie house fund, 
wliich will be used w-holly and solely 
for the Improvement of rural schools, 
churches, Inllrniarles, roads and plan- 
tations, for agricultural show prizes, 
and for the purchase of prlae cattle 
for breeding purposes. 

He will not be allowed to sell ordi- 
nary commodities, but lie will bo ))er- 
mltted to provide non-aloohollo drinks 
such as tea, coffee, effervescing drinks, 
and to keep ;i restaurant, retiiining 
any profit made on his jiortion of the 
business. Tlio sale of drink.s on credit 
or foy iiayment in Icind Is strictly for- 
bidden. The innkeepc^r is also for- 
bidden to advance loans for ;iny pur- 
pose, and on .Siiiuhiys ;ind holidays his 
house will only he open between 11 
and S o'clock. Cambling and tiie sale 
of Inloxle.-iting drink to persons under 
IG ycais of age or to those already in- 
to.\'lcated are strictly forbidden. 

The bill .also proviiles severe penal- 
lies for drunkenness; for the lirst of- 
fi'iice, a line of between two and forty 
francs, for the second offence liniirls- 
.uiniclU of forty-eight hours In addi- 
llon, and for the third offe.ice In the 
same year tliree days' imprlsoninent in 
aiMUIon to the lini'. The ii;ijnes of lia- 
bltu.-il driiiilca:-ds will be placed on a 
"black list" anil jiouled in tiio public 
room of the coiniiiune.

CH.RISTIAN SCIENCE. 

Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy lias given 
$1,000,000 for the founding of an In- 
stitution in Boston where indigent 
pe ople may be taught tlie ijrinciples of 
Christian Science. Tliis cull is un- 
doubtedly growing in influence and 
the number of its adherents. Its 
progress in this respect is probably 
more rapid tiian any other movement 
inaugurated within the domain of 
Christianity. To claim that it is a 
mere fad would be absurd in the light 
of tiie hold it has upon the minds of a 
very largo mimber of highly intelli- 
gent and educated peoph'. It is stout- 
ly opposed by tlie cimrclies, and yo\ 
it claims to be the logical outcome of 
the doctrines wdiich the churches 
teach. It claims to be the truest ex- 
ponent of the principles which Jesu.i 
taii.ght, and to furnish a tlemonstra- 
t'on of powers willi whicli the Apos- 
tles were endowed. A claim of thif 
kind, sincerely advanced by right- 
living. Intelligent and prayerful peo- 
ple, is not to be dismissed as absurd 
until, at least, it must be been tested by 
its fruits. Uoubtlesa extravagant as- 
sertions are made on behalf of Chris- 
tian Science; doubtless many prepos- 
terous things are attributed to it; 
doiditlesH there are mountebanks, 
(luacks and fakirs who profess to bo 
able to demonstrate it. and to dlstin^ 
guish between the true and the false 
may n.)t always be easy, yet It is not 
only quite possible but very probablo 
that it may lie a legitimate step In tho 
evolution of Christianity towai-ds tlio 
exceedingly simple yet all potent faitl-, 
tauglit by Its Founder. To speak of an 
evolution liackwards may seem like a 
contradiction in terms, and [icrhaps it 
would be better to sponk of Christian 
Science as a stop in the evolution of 
l';cclesiasticiasiii into true Chris- 
tianitj-, which a pagan writer of tho 
first century described as absolute 

faith in Christ.

ILL-ADVISED PROPOSALS 

The Mayor proposes tliat the rate- 
payer.i shall bo asked to decide 
wliether Eilt Lalce shall be Improved 
and retained as the city source of 
water, or Sooke Lake shall be adopted. 
Tills 'Is thi^ siiljstiince of his pro- 
posal as tlu' iiiiitler now stands 
.Such a plan does not ajipear to us to 
hi- weli-advlsed, and for many reasons. 
.•\mong them are the following; 'i'iie 
ratepayers nr<i not in .'i position 
to, for many reasons, exiiress any 
ojiiiil in on the subject that would 
be of tlie least value. Thoy have 
no plan at present before them. 
.Mr. .Nda.ms has submitted a report, 
whii'h is clear enough as far .'>s it 
goes, but is utterly unlit as a lia.^is 
upon which people can Intelligent !>■ 
decide a matter Involving an exin n- 
diture of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars for a permaiii'Ml inirpose. Not 
one man in a thousand Is eomjietent 
to take that report and decide what is 
best to be tlonc. No private individual 
would think for n. moment of deciding 
upon sucli a work, if It were his own 
undertaking, witiiont very much more 
da.tJi. tlKiii .\Ir. Adams gives or is in 
a position to give. Indeed no .sane 
man would embarlc upon an enterprise 
of such magnitude without having lu - 
fore him the rccoiuiuendatiim of the 
best expert available, together with 
particulars as lo cost iind other do- 
tails. In a matter of. tills kind there 
is no virtue 'in liiinibers. Becau.so 
half the rafejiayers might favor the 
lmi)ro\-ement of I'^lk liake, it would 
noi follow that tais would be the best 
course to adopt,, for the very simple 
reason that ninety-nine per cent of 
the ratepayers are not in a po.siiinn- 
to form an opinion. Before they are 



asked to express their views on any 
given ciuestion, they ought to be put In 
possession of full iiiforniatlon respect- 
ing it. They ought to be told what 
tlio3e,cW,hO;^,are,:ln.,aj.posUlon to know, 
advise ■tvretn" Vo'^fe^'an&'^^ it "will 
cost to do It. Jloreover snrh a vote 
as the Mayor wants to have taken 
would be of no real value. The rate- 
payers will be asked, '.to clioose be- 
tween two indefinite' plans, and It Is 
.altogether lil;ely that tho great ma- 
jority of Uicin will refuse to express 
any opinlo.i whatever. But let it be 
supposed that a fairly representative 
vote is polled, of what value will It 
be? It wdll .simply be an expression 
of 0])inion from a certain number of 
people untiualitleU to form an opinion, 
and it ^y ill bind. no. one to anything. 
If tlic City Council should consider tho 
\ote a mandate from tho ratepayers 
to adopt a certain plan and should go 
on to projiare estimates and data re- 
saiding it, to be submitted for the 
approval of the ratepayers, It by no 
means follows that the money ■i>'ouId 
hi\ \-otcii for IIk: puniose. Wlia! tlie 
ratepayers have a right lo iuivo placed 
Ijoforo them is a definite scheme, tlie de- 
tail.s and merits of which can bo dis- 
cussed. It is to be hoped that tho City 
Council will decline to aut'.iorizo the 
submission of any such question, as 
the Mayor proposes, to the ratepay- 
ers. The proper course Is to prepare 
a detailed plan, and submit that, after 
full opiiortuniti- has lieeii j^riven to i!X- 
aniino into its details. Tho Mayor's 
proposal is not much more sensible 
than a suggestion to submit to a pojiu- 
lar vote whether a man should be 
oiierated upon for aiipemlicitis. 

Tho Mayor it; circulating a petition 
asking for the subniission of a by- 
law authorizing the oxiiendituro of 
$':00,UO0 on the city \\ atei' suppl>-, and 
AUlorman llenderson jir.iposes that 
the city sliall go .-ibead and improvii 
Klk i^ake on the line's suggested by 
Air. Adams. In view of tiie fact that 
in little over two weeks tlie munici- 
pal elections will be on, we have great 
doubt as to tho desirability of auli- 
iriiltiiig any such prop.jsals in the 
meanwhile.- Anything of the kind Is 
likely to be defeated, for the reason 
tliat tile ratepayers will not know wlm 
will expend the monc.w The Mayor's 
petition has biM'ii iircsentid to some 
leading^ representatives of city retil 
estate, who have declined to sign It. 
and we think their action is to bo 
commended.

The value of larchaeolog.v to the 
student as a link between tlie writ- 
ten record of history and the more 
remote one of geology was demon- 
strated by Prof. Burwash of Colum- 
bian College, New Westminster, In 
his lecture at the Y. M. C. A. tast 
evening upon "Egypt, the Land of tlie 
Sphinx." 

The lecture was illustrated wltli 
some 60 lantern slides tak^n from the 
llnils of Prof. Petrie and other arch- 
aeologists in the land of tho Nile. 

Professor Burwash referred to tiie 
value which Kgyptian civilisation ha<l 
proved to others which have arisen 
since. Ho pointed out how tho tJreek 
civilization wlilcli more Immediately 
followed it had merely Improved upon 
tne earlier conceptions of tlie iiigyp- 
llan ill art, in reli(;ion ami in ;iini(jst 
every branch of hunian kniiuieuge. 

The earliest iiebreiv reeunls, wiiicli 
at that arc but fragmentary, go back 
but L'.UUO years belore ('luisl. The 
ICgyjitian records availaiile give a 
fall ly coiii.])ie;e history of Kgy])tl.'in 
civiiii'.atiou from a Uale going back 
as far as 5,000 years before Christ. 
'Jills has been gradually compili-d 
since the days of the French occuiia- 
tion oC Egypt under Napoleon.' wiien 
tho discovery of tho "Bosetta Stone, " 
with an inscription in Greek,, another 
In hieroglyphics and a third in the 
ordinary running hand of the Egyp- 
tian scribe gave a clue to the alplia- 
bets of tlie latter two. 

Tho history is being compiled each 
year, and in tlie last twenty years 
under Prof. Petrie much progi-ess lias 
been made. Tho Germans have also 
been responsible for many additions 
to the sum total of the knowledge now 
availublo. • 

Various e^imples of hieroglyphics 
were thrown upon tho screen aa were 
idcturos oC the various Egyptian gods, 
etc. 

Prof. Burwash gave a brief account 
of the Egyptian religion, how from a 
system of totem worsiiip, a pantlicis- 
tlc creed of a high oraer was evolved, 
and liow this degenerated into a mere 
system of animal worship. Ho gave 
an Interesting account of tho Egyp- 
tian belief Willi regard to the body 
and life after death. Man was com- 
posed of si.K parts, tho liody, tlio soul, 
the breath, etc. The iiUlmato reun- 
ion of these six was believeii In, uiul 
liencu the iinportaiict^ of presevlugthe 
actual liody. l'"rom tliis arose llie rite 
of eiuba lining. 

Tlie .speaker In continuing showed 
how Greek art, botli that of sculpture, 
of architecture, painting, etc., was in- 
debted to the early Egyptian proto- 
types. 

Tlie lecluro proved of niuoli Intor- 
e.si to the rather small crowd In at- 
tendance.

for lack of jiroper treatment. 
, Much of the trouble comes from 
I lack of knowledge, ratln:r than imllf- 
I'eicnce. Overiitlenlion is olteii-o.i 
niucii at fault as neglect. We give 
too much wtiter; keep our house.i at 
the liolling point; allow coal or II- 
luniinating gas to get in their fell 
v.-ork, and aij.iolnlely deprive the len- 
der plants of a life-giving molsluro 
lii the atmosphere. 

'i'o keel) . our Clirislimis plants 
heiUlhy we should give tliein all the 
ligiit iKisslhle. Sel liieiii in llie warm- 
est, siinnii'st wiiiilow yon own. 

Then look to it that the tlieriiiDme- 
tor Is not .soaring in tlie eighties, as 
'-0 great heat will surely entail driiji- 
.ag leaves. Whether your hniise i,-. 
1. Jilted by furnace, steam or liol air, 
:;eo to it that dishes of w;iler are 
idacod in such a way on the radialor:^ 
or registers that a certain amount of 
moisture Is generated. W.atchl care- 
fully, also, that coal Is never piit oa 
with the doors loft open, as the least 
c-'caplng gas I3 injurious to plant 
life, ospacJally to that favorite Clilrst- 
mas plant, tho Jerusalem cherry, 
which makes immediate protest by 
dropping Its berrjesj . ^ 

'Water your, plants Judiciously. 
Ovorwaterlng Is the greatest fault o3 
tho beginner; yet. It Isj extremely diffi- 
cult to advise any. one on this p..ilnt. 
ii.s liou^e temperntures are so various 
iind different plant.s have such differ- 
ent needs. While waiting for the cor- 
rect judgment that experience iiiono 
brings, a good genertil rule I'orwuler- 
ii!.g Is to renieinber thai, when a pot, 
."■truck shai^jily willi some hard im- 
plement, gives forth a. sharp, clear 
sound, the iilant needs water; a dull,| 
muffled resi)Onse shows it i.-i wet 
enougli. Wlieii you lio water, how- 
e\-er. do it llior.)ughly, and .stoii; do 
not allow plants lo .stand in saucer.s 
of water as is now so often advi-sed. 

.\ constant light must also be made 
against insect-s by spraying with 
sonjiy water, , and weekly dips in a 
iiatlitiiiD for tho stronger, foliage 
plants. 

Then guard agaiiLst overfeeding. 
Most jilants sent out by responslblo 
llorlsts are in good soil, und to givo 
them extra nourishmeni^,at.once is-to 
o'jrt 'floral dyspepsia, and; shorteii;tlio 
lime of blooming. As soon as ".the 
flowers begin to ■ drpp, give some 
weak fertilizer to strengthen tbe 
growth - for next 'season's bloom. Fo- 
liage plants and palms that arc In a 
liealtliy conlition are benefited, how- 
1 ' cr, b'/ regular feeding'. 

One must do more than follow gen-' 
eral rules; each plant has its speciliti 
needs, and It is tho business of tb.e 
man or woman who would keep his 
floral Christmas gifts healthy to 
learn what -those needs are,

Ijoll making did not become con'

Ife was not 
slow to seine the ide;i. tho result be- 
ing the adoption of the dipping pro- 
cess, the Ihial toiiclio.s of color being 
put on with a camol'.s luiir pencil. 
Later on the movalile cyoH and closing

yesterday: "The Rush was rcirnierl.N 
a singularly fortunate vessel; In fact, 
she was. looiced upon as a lucKy ship. 
The seizure of the schooner Carloita 
G. Cox of Victoria last May, l.s Inok- 
ed upon by the ship's company a.'-, 
having been the cutter's hoodoo, .since 
that time 111 luck has seemed to fnlluw 
her. 

.■\fter seizing the sealer. May 26 last 
in the north Pacific, the Rush set her 
r.'U- ] course for Sitka. No sooner iiad .she 
^^■ay : .secured tlie towing haw.ser.s than a 
froMh brooze .sjirang up from the .'Jouth- 



I'liarlotto .■^mmd. wliile li;^lithig a 
vere gale, was ahnnst reiuierecl lielp- 
If'S.'i in a danserou;; |iositloii liv tlie 
lireakdviwu of her rjreulatintc jiiiiiip. 
When bul'Cetted b>' a storm encounter- 
ed the lli\st day out, ten tons of coal 
had to l,ie jetti.soned. The cruise of the 
ve.^.sel was marked with many Inci- 
dents, false alarms, of Japanese aeal- 
ralders, investigating an island's dis- 
appearance, and laying under the fall- 
ing ashes of an active Aleutian volca- 
no. One death occurred, Albert Ran- 
kin, a \"ict,)rla boy, Iiaviiisj siiceuiubed 

to pillMllllOIliu. 

The Rush left Sitka, Alaska, for Ju- 
neau, December 9, under orders from 
Washington to proceed to Victoria. 
She coaled at Juneau and got. under 
way on Sunday morning, December 
15, bound to this port by way of the 
outside passage, aa the vessel was 
short 01" commissioned ofllcers. The 
inornins she left Juneau she stood 
down Chatham straits, reaching the 
outer sea at about 11 o'cloclc of the 
same day. ' No' sooner had she struck 
tHe outside thaii a stiff southeast gale 
vvaa encountered. ' 

Ten tons of coal stored on the for- 
ward deck of the cutter went adrift as 
seas boarded her from windward. All 
hands of the watch on deck were 
called and an attempt was made to 
.iottii'on tile coal in order to prevent 
the scuppers from being choked and 
I lie vessel swamped In consequence . 
In spite of the efforts of the crew tlie 
.-euiipers were blocked, and the ves- 
sel shipped an enormous sea, wliich 
swamped her forward deck and tilled 
lier bulwarks waist lilgh on tlio quar- 
ter deck with foaming water. 

Realizing that it was impossible to 
beat against the Kale in a terrific sea, 
the olHcers ordered all hands to throw 
over the coal from the forward declt. 
i''roni 1 II. m. to 4 a- ni. f^leceinber Hi, 
the crew tuiled waist dei-]) in the 
v.-ater, until linall.\, shortly before 
eiglit bells of tiie inoriiing watch, tlio 
seuiiper.s were cleared. The v(!ssel 
then Iroed liorself of the swisliing 
seas, it was then decided to put back 
for shelter, as the Kush was uii.-ible to 
make an incli of lie.adway against tlie 
gale and lioa\y southeast sea. Short- 
ly before 'J a. in. the same d.ay tho 
Ku.sh was put about on tlie otlier tack 
and headed for .Sumner .^traits, whicli 
she made by noon. 

It was then decided to continue the 
\'.-i.\iige by v.ay of the inside passage, 
instead of the outside, and the Itusli 
proceeded to Ketchikan, wliere slio 
remained one night. C'.uod weatlier 
was experienced until the cutter 
readied Jllllbank .-:oiind, whore a 
heavy southwest swell and a stilt 
soutliwest gale was encountered. Tho 
vessel made good weatlier cros.^ing 
this sound, anu tliat night inado 
Safety Cove for slieiter. At r, a. m., 
December 23, the Rush stood out 
across Queen Charlotte sound, where 
very lieavy weather was experienced . 
Ail went well until ubont 8:30 a. iii., 
when a terrific southeast gale hlow . 
For four hours the steamer plunged 
' Into the gale, and In that time imd 
logged but two miles.' So strong w a.- 
the wind tliat the Rush, rising on u 
sea, would he thrown over on lu r 
benm ends, only to stagger, trembiing 
and shalcing like a live tiiln.g^, back to 
lier i-'oursc. Time and .again hIh- wa.s 
liuried licneath a seelllin.^■ inaelstr,>m 
of siiuiiio and spray- -\t !i:.')0 a. in. 
ollicers ill i.'liargc^ of the vi.-ssei de- 
cided tlint It was impossible to beat 
QBainst tlio wind anil sea, and tlio 
vessel was liauled up lo tho ieewani 
of I'iiio island, where a course w;is 
set for SiiiiKh!iil>' bay, and at 1 p. m. 
aiie anchored (here. . 

In sidle of the fact that the rtiish 
reached Sliusharty bay in safety it 
wiaS entirely due to the efforts of tile 
navig.atin.tj otileer and the engineer In 
ehari.'e of tile wtitch. as, when tlie 
\-cssel was .-ihreast of l^iiie Island, tlie 
engineer discovered tliat the circu- 
liiling liunip was out of order. For fiio 
next ton minutes the engineers In 
cliargo workod like trojans in an at- 
tempt to repair tho pump. Investiga- 
tion showed tlial seaweed had been 
drawn into the strainer at tiio vessel's 
side and sucked Into the Inlet of the 
inmiri. Tlie failure of the inimi) would 
iia\o seriously hampered the working 
of tlie engines, the full capacity of 
which was urgently needed iit tho 
tiniii when tlic ."liip wa.s forcing hei- 
way againBt tlie gale and the head 
.sea. 'I'lie breaking down of tho en- 
gine, which would practically havo 
resulted had . the engineers failed to 
clear the. clroulatlt}gilipump, would 
havo rendered hor, liable to drive on 
the Alexanijer. , reefs,' or other dangers 
«f the;.viclnlty,-iunle<s by a fortuitous 
circumstance she was drifted seaward, 
which ■ would ha-vo been a trying 
circumstance for the crew, owing to 
the supplies of tho vessel having been 
almost exhausted. '

black cloud was noticed off to tlu^ 
southward. Officer.s and crew of tho 
revenue cutter thought it nothing mon^ 
than a rain .squall and little attentlnn 
was paid. Hut shortly before 5 p.m. It 
was noticed tiiat ashes were dropping 
on the bulwarks and deck of the ves- 
sel. Soon after 5 o'clock tho entire 
sea to the northward was sunply a 
blaok void. To all points except the 
southwest there was a dense black 
cloud, but light .showed clear to tho 
southwest. To the northward nothing 
buL tiio heavy pall of smoke and ashes 
could be seen. 

Anchored to tlie northwest of Capt. 
.Makiishin the Rusli was right under- 
noiitli the volcano, whlcli had recently 
become active. As night fell the 
cone spouted a highly Illuminating 
fountain of spark-s, lighting up the 
entire range of mountains and the s^a 
for miles around showed a ruddy re- 
lleetion. At 7 p.m. of September 1 
tlie Rush stood out to sea until she 
was abreast of the Bogoslov Islands, 
whicli had suddenly appeared from the 
sea smoking while the T'err.v was 
cniisiiit; nearby during the ]>ie\'ioiis 
season.

Judge Hanford, in a Seattle court, 
on Friday, gave a decision tluit tho 
unseaworthiness of a vessel when 
chartered or the incompetency of tho 
ni.ister jdaced In charge by the owner 
are sullieient causes to rolea.so tho 
charterer from any agreed responsi 
bility for the uninjured out-turn of 
the cargo at port.i of di.scluirge. 

Judge iraufor<l ruU'd that even .-i. 
claus(! in the charter contr.aci (ex- 
pressly stipulating tli.at tho .iwner i;i 
lexeiup'ted from lliibllities for tho safe 
delivery of tlio cax'go la rendered ninl 
and void by the existence of tliese 
I'onditions. 

The (lecisicui w;is handed down in 
an action Iirought to secure damages 
from the owners of the Aniiadcan 
scliooniM- Jidiii (!. North for alleged 
damages to a cargo carried In thiit 
vessid- In reply to the suit tho de- 
fense was made that the contract by 
wliich tho boat was chartered . ex- 
pressly stipulated tha.t the owner 
should be exempt from liability for 
tlie delivery of the cargo at various 
portd of dUcl}arge. 

In making his ruling Judge Hanford 
states that "this suit is maintalnablo 
to recover compen.satlon for l(5sses at- 
tributable to the unseaworthiness of 
tlie vessel or to the incorniieteiicy of 
the master. If in fact siie was unsea 
worthy when delivered or if the mas- 
ter chosen by the owner 'I'as Incom- 
petent to navigate the vessel. 

"A coni)ii-tent master," .ludge Han- 
ford rules, "is one of the essentials of 
the seaworlliiness of a slilp, and by 
slljiulating for the right to choose tho 
inaater the owner must bo deemed to 
liave assumed tlie responsibility for 
iiis cbinpclcncy." 

The decision also states that "tho 
delivery of a vessel to llie charterer 
in ail uiisenworthy condition by rea- 
son of Inlicreiit wealuieases or by 
placing an incompetent master in 
charge constitutes a breach of con- 
'i tract which absolves the chartereu 
from the responsibility which ho 
agreed to asoume."

From Ketchikan the Rush limped to 
Seattle and after completing repairs 
wa.s ordered to Ounalaska. She ex- 
perienced line weather iintil siio left 
Queen Charlotte sound August 5, but 
on the ( vening of ttiat day drove Into 
a tcrriVile sniiUiwest gale.

BATTLE WITH R OBBERS 

Italian Laborers Kill One and Badly 
Injure Another— Three Italians 
Are Wounded 



Everett, Dec. 28. — As the result of 
an attempted robbery last night about 
7.30 at Snohomish, one hold-up man 
is dead, his partner seriously Injured 
and three Italian railroad laborers of 
a company of seven are in tUo hos- 
pital, victims of tho 'bullets of the 
highwaymen's guns. 

The dead man was killed by a blew 
from an ax, wielded by one of the 
Italians, and a spado used effectively 
left tho other hold-up man torn and 
bleeding and minus an oar. The 
wounded hold-up man recovered suf- 
ficiently to give his name as William 
Carroll and says his dead partner's 
name is George Miller. 

Shortly after supper timo at tho 
Italians' cabin a knock was heard on 
their door and two masked men step- 
ped Into the room. An 'order was giv- 
en the Italians to throw up their 
hands an^ turn their faces to the.ivall. 
,The Jta4i^s showed.fl|rht:ian.4 a. yolley 
was opened from ■■ the • Uighwaymen's 
guns. Tbreo men fell, and In tho mix- 
up, a spade and an ox were secured 
and for several minutes a battle raged 
In tho little room of tho cabin. Fin- 
ally the elder of tho two hold-up men 
was laid low hy a blow from the ax 
cleaving his akull and .spattering his 
brains over tho floor. In the uncciual 
contest, tho other highwayman was 
felled by a blow from a snade. 

Sheriff Beard was notified of the 
tragedy and placed the Italians under 
arrest pending an examination -by the 
coroner which will take place tomor- 
row. 



Tokio, Dec. 2S.— The 2Uh Diet was 
formally opened at 10 o'clock today l>y 
the . Emperor, who dolivored the 
speedh from the throne in tho Houso 
of " Peers, Tho Emperor laid stress 
on tho increasing cordial- relatiotis 
with' foreign powers, and tho impor- 
tant bearing on . peace in the Far 
East, of the entente cordial conclu- 
ded with Russia and Franco by Japan. 
Ho dwelt on tho importance of more 
careful deliberation on fiscal measures 
and said ho expected the concurrence 
of the Diet in the budget which 
would be presented by the government. 

Tho opening sceno In lb - upp, r 
House was ;i, brilliant one. The 37 1 
members composing the houso, were 
clothed in full regalia dress, while the 
members of tlio diplomatic corps were 
dressed In uniforms. 

Tho Emperor was driven to and 
from tho Diet in a closed carriage, un- 
der tho escort of a company of lancers. 

The replies of the two Houses lo 
the speech from tli'o throne will be 
short, and similar replies will bo pre- 
sented to Ills Majesty in the palaci? 
later in the day, after w-hlch the jiresi- 
dcnts of both tiout^es will i-epu;-t back 
to their ri!speeti\-e Houses thi; l::iii- 
peror's appreciation, and both 'Houses 
will adjourn for three weeks, at which 
time the business of the session will 
commence. The ovorwhelining major- 
ity of the government in the JJiet 
makes it Impr.ibable that there will 
be any exteiKiod debates, altliougli 
there may be somo of tho llnaiici- 
and emigration questions. Jt is gen- 
erally understood, however, timt all 
the leaders are practically agreed on 
the government's policy, looking to- 
ward tho restriction of emigration. 

It is probable that a motion of lack 
of confidence in the cabinet will be 
introduced, because of t/ic -projiosi'd 
increase in taxation, which is unpop- 
ular' with tlie masses. Tho motion may 
pass in view of the fact that ttii.s is 
tho last session of the Diet. The gen- 
eral elections will occur In tho spring, 
at which time a now Diet will be 
chosen.

CARDIN AL'S P ROTEST 

vigorous Pastoral, Letter Condemns 
Course Pursued by French 
Government 



ThrooQuartors of Maine's apple crop 
goes to Grout Britain and tl)e continent. 



Lyons, Dec. 28.— Cardinal Coiilie, 
Archbishop of Lyons, has issued ti 
pastoral letter in which ho de.'icribes 
in tho most vi.goroiis language whai 
he terms "the sacrilegious robbery" 
of tho church In i'"r;ince during tho 
first year of tho apidication of the 
separation lav,', lie predltds that the 
state will persist in its efforts to lai- 
clza tho hospiltils, suppress tho Cath- 
olic orders that still remain and tiut 
an end to the schools. 

Continuing, tho Cardinal complained 
that while a few gf the faithful havQ 
boon aroused to impotent indignation, 
the majority of them are wedded to 
their pleasures and business, and, de- 
ceived by the newspapers, have shown 
themselves Indilterent to what is hap- 
pening. Ho concludes with an appeal 
to Catholics to remain f^thful, and 
says: 

"The evil days will pass and event- 
u^illy wo will taste the joys of vic- 
tory." 

Vancouver's New Buildings 
"Vancouver, I>ec. 28. — The cost of 
new buildings erected in thia city this 
year is put. down at $6,710,170, an in- 
crease of $1,451,200 over the total of 
last year. An increa.'ie was shown in 
every month except yeiiteniher. 



Decrease in Customs Duties 
Toronto, Dec. 28. — (Jiistoms duties 
collected at tho port of Toronto so far 
this month would Indicate that a policy 
of retrenchment is being adopted by

LAKE-TO-GULF WATERWAY 

Big Canal Scheme Will Come Before 
Congress, But Opposition is 
Promised 



Washington, D. C, Doc. 28.— AVhlle 
it is not expected tliat tho leaders of 
congress will permit tho question of 
inland waterways to get further in 
this congress than a debate, enough 
of the situation has been uncovered 
to convince the advocates of the lakes 
to the gulf waterway that not only 
will their project run into .stout oji- 
))0.sltion but th.'it there will be a bat- 
tle royal before a decision i.s made 
which inland waterwtiy proiiositlon 
shall have tho first consideration o£ 
congress. 

Tlie formation of the Atlantic 
Deeper Waterways Association a I'ow 
week.s hcfoi-o the recent meeting of 
the national rlver.s and harbors con- 
gress In Washington i.s a case in 
jiolnf. Had it not been for tiic splen- 
did bit of advertising given the lakes 
to the gulf waterway ;is a result of 
the visit of President Roosevelt to 
tho west and his indor.soment of that 
lirojeet this organization would prob- 
ably never have been heard from. 

It took Us Inception from the boo.st 
given the inland waterway.? by tho 
president and in the course of a coiu- 
paratlvoly short space of time work- 
ed up a' highly creditable showing at 
a convention held in Philadelphia. Tlie 
speclilc project indorsed by tho At- 
lantic Deeper 'Waterways Association 
was the construction of an insldcJ 
canal along tho Atlantic coast, reach- 
ing from Cape Cod In JIassachusetta 
to Cape Uatt'ertLs in North Carolina. 

■When the rivers iind luirbors con- 
gress ni/^l In Washington this new or- 
giuiizatiou was represented by a 
hustling body of men who did not 
lose any opportunity to inform tho 
western men tluit there was more 
than Olio project to ho considered in 
a general Inland waterway scheme. 
There 'was every indlciition that when 
congress comes . to talio up the sub- 
ject the. east will . bo found arrayed 
against' the Vest unless a compronilsu 
is reached • whei-oby all inland water- 
way pi'6Je«ts can be placed on an even 
footing. 'The result of 'any compro- 
niiso, of course, will bo to delay the 
completion of any one scheme.

Studying the Divining' Rod 

I-iOtiis Probst, a Frencli .scientist sta- 
tioned ill Oloron Sto. Marie, in tho 
Hyi'eueei, thinks thorn la Momething .in 
the divining rod. Jli.s theory i.^ that 
It does not iioliit to water or a ])reclbiis 
metal, but thtit It.s iudion is controlled 
by any change In thc\ ileiisUy of tlii^ 
earth's crusL over which tho rod Is 
carried. 

Thus he believes it would make tho 
usual response if li were curried across 
tho line of ti subterranean watorcour.so 
which had run dry Just the .^iarne as 
It water were flowing in it, and it 
would respond to deposits of oil or 
natural ga.s Just as readily as to wtiler, 
ore of prcclou.s metal or coal. JIc 
tlilnl<s that an iiiipurtant change lii 
the earth's deiiaky sncli ;is is caused 
by a sijbterrancau rlv<,r mtiy he de- 
,'tiacted 'In-passing over it In a carriage 
or ev«n a railway train. If a .-iubter- 
anean watercourse crosses- tho lino of 
a Huperflolal one' he tKihks tlio line of 
the hidddn One may be traced with' the 
liod by a person operating it in a boat 
on tho • surface stream. 

The . fact that divining rod experts 
can operate subcessfully when tlu^ 
ground is covered with snow effectu- 
ally disposes of tlie . theory that they 
are guided, by; surface. Indlcatlong. It 
would bo possible, for . them, he thinks, 
to find a package of bank bills burled 
in' It ])!oughe(l Held jiist as easily as If 
their value in gold were tliero. i'or 
in reality It would be neither the paper 
blll.'i nor the gold thtit would attract 
tho rod hut the place where they wore 
hidden, the pkicii where the liomoge- 
neity of the soil w;is disturbed. IIo 
further hold.s that it is not during tiio 
time when It Is over ;i spring or a vein 
of ore that the rod is tllsturl.ied, but 
at tho moment when it passes from 
ordinary grinind to the site of the hid- 
den pocket or from that .site liack to 
ordinary Erouiul. 

Ho considers that the phenomenon 
is one of iritignct ism. The earth ;ii- 
tracts the rod difforontl,\-, ticcording 
lo the hidden features of Us .stnu'ture. 
If tho operator wears rubber shoos or 
if he {;ran)).s tho rod with rubber or 
.'.Ilk or other nonconducting gloves 
lothliig will luippoii. A magnetized 
rod, on the other luuid, will give far 
more positivo results tlnui ;i plain 
rod. lie has, ho says, authentlctited 
this by giving the t'>vo alternately to ;i 
blindfolded operator. Though ho 
never know which rod he iuul, the 
magnotl'/:ed one always .'liowed far 
greater activity. 

Really, liowover, it is Indifferent 
what material is used. Operators 
usually prefer a hazel twig, but M. 
Probst thinks wiialebonc or malacca 
better;^ but best of all is a thin rod of 
steel -about an 'eighth - of an inch In 
thickness with the ends wrapped in 
lino copper wire.

tho seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies. But on the. other hand, he was 
spared 'ono difllculty that has compli- 
cated lung'ungo movements in coun- 
tries Uko l^lnland, Bohemia, Hungary, 



literature, but, though I have no great 
love for definitions, I would define it 
in some such way as this. It is the 
wm-k of writers who are moulded by 
influences tli&t are moulding th61r 
country and who write but of so deep 
a, life that they arc accepted Iherc In 
tlie end." 

In another passa,!;o in the same arti- 
cle ho jileads elouueiilly the claims of 
pitre literature. 

"It will influence the life of tho 
country immeasurably more, though 
seemingly less, than have our proi;a- 
giiiidiiM., poems tuid stories. it will 
lea^'e to others the defence of all that 
can bo codified for ready understand- 
ing, of whatever is tho esiioeial busi- 
ness ot plays and leading articles; but 
It will bring all the ways of men before 
that ancient tvibunal of our sympa- 
thies. It will tncasuro all things by 
the measure not of things vlaiblo, but 
of things invisible. In a country like 
Ireland where porsonlllcatlons have 
taken the placo of lltei, men have 
more hate than love, for the tinhumaii 
Is nearly the saino as the inhuman, 
but literature, which Is part of tho 
charity that Is the forgiveness of sins, 
will niake us understand men ho mat- 
ter how little they conform to our ex- 
pectations." 

Mistral hiinself had little opinion of 
politics, and though he felt tho surge 
of '48, when in the revolutionary storm 
kings' crowns tumbled lo tho ground 
Uko overripe apples, and wore a red 
belt, drank red wine, and danced tho 
Carmagnole with tho best, the 'coup 
d'etat" of lioula Napoleon disgtisted 
him, and lu his own words ho "aban- 
doned, onco and for all, inflammatory 
politics, oven as one casts off a burden 
on the road In order to walk more 
lightly, and from henceforth I gave 
myself entirely to my country tind my 
art — my Provence, from whoni I had 
never received aught but pure poy." 



But aloofncs.s from jiolltlcs did not 
not mean laclc of patriotic fire, and to 
tho saying of Felix Gras, "I love my 
\ Ulagc more than thy village, I love 
my Provence more than thy provence, 
I love Franco more than all,' ho has 
added these beautiful word.? — 

"For tho brook must flow to tho .sea, 
and the stone must fall on the heap; 
tho wlictit is best protected from the 
treacherous wind when planted close; 
and tho little boiits If they .iro to na- 
vigate .safely when the waves aro 
black and liio air dark must sail to- 
gether. ]i'or It is good to bo many. It 
is ;i line thing to say, jWe arc children 
of France.' " 

In this notice iJIistral's career lias 
l-een considered chiefly from 'tho 
point of view of tho liiuguago revival, 
v.diicli owes its origin to his genius, 
but, though his greatest worlc, it does 
not sum up all his life. He is a poet 
from first/to last, as every ptigo of 
thcso fascinating inoinoirs shows, but, 
a.", jr. Marieton ray.-, -after ail his 
lif.-; iias been his finest poem." And 
today not merely Provence but Franco 
and all who love liLeratiire apply to 
him his own words written to cele- 
brate tho iilliance between tho I-'roven- 
cals and Catalans ratified m ISOS, 
when Jllstral, with Itoumieux, Paul 
Mover, and I5onaparte Wyse — a name 
familiar to Irisli ears— met I at tlie 
Barcelona fete in rcspohso tb.the call 
of the Catalonians.

In making the new 
scale every steamboat on Puget Sound 
was classified and wages were discuss- 
ed according to the vessel's earning 
power, length of route and hours of 
service. Passenger boats were divided 
Into four classes, tugs Into five classes, 
and cannery tugs and Sound tugs were 
sejiarated into two classes. Males will

The annual investigation of llic U.S. 
bureau iit labor Into wages and tho re- 
tail prices of food shows tliat in the 
princlijal manul'acluring and inecliiini- 
cal industries the average pay per 
hour In llKMl w;is 4.5 per cent higher 
tlian in IDD.'i, tlie regular hours of la- 
bor per week .5 ]ier cent lower, and 
Ihe number of employees 7 per cent 
greater. The average full-time weekly 
earnings per emiiloyeo In 1900 were 3.9 
jier cent greater llian in mOn. During 
lUOG wages increased generally in 
nearly all liidustrios, 40 of tho 41 divi- 
sions covered by the investigations 
showing some increase. The greatest 
advance w;ls In llie manufacture of 
cotton goods, where the average per 
hour in 1000 was 11.2 per cent liiglier 
than laon. In llie manufacture of 
electrical apparatus and supplies the 
increase was 10.1 jier cent, In street 
and sower work done by contract 3.7 
per cent, in iron and steel, liessemer 
iionvcrtliig, S.fi per cent. In the inid<Ing 
of cigars ,S. I |ier cent, in the manufac- 
ture of b:ir iron O.'.i per cent, and in 
tho building trades G.l per cent. As 
comparj-'d with the average for the 10- 
year period from 1890 to 1899, the aver- 
ago wages per hour In 1906 was 24.2 
per cent higlier, tho number of em- 
ployees in tho establishments Investi- 
gated 411.9 per cent greater, and tho 
average hours of labor per week 4.6 per 
coni lower. The average earnings p.er 
employee per full week In 1906 were 
is.S per cent higher than those of tho 
decade named. The ret^itlt prices of the 
principal articles of food, weighed ac- 
cording to family consumption of tho 
various articles, was IS.'T percent high- 
er In 1906 than the average price for 
tile 10 yoars from 1S90 to 1899. Com- 
?iarcd wllth tho average for the sai-ie 
10-year period, the purchasing power 
oC an liour'rt wages in 1900 as measur-

Tho Kaiser's Future Policy. 

In the Fortnightly Keviow, "Cal- 
clias" utters a word of wauning to the 
lf:iigllsh people regarding the Kaiser 
and the future. He asserts unhesitat- 
ingly that writers are ne*; very saga- 
cious or not ver.v honest who pretend 
that blind, unreasoning, and hysterical 
.lingolsni at the expense of Germany 
has played any serious part In the 
international transactions of the last 
f<;w years. On the contrary: 

"The movement for an entire re- 
vision of our foreign relations was 
not Irrational at all, but strictly ra- 
tioniil. Mere Toutophobia had noth- 
ing wdiatever to do with It. Wo felt, 
inecisoly as the Gernian.s now do with 
regard to their lleet, that we could 
not afford to remain at the mercy of 
any one ntitlo'h wliatever, niucli los.s 
of one r.iation v.diicli was showing it- 
self more inclined and potent to do 
us injury. 

"(.)iir ob.icct was not al all to en- 
clo.jc Cerni.any wltli an iron ring of 
biisiile alliances. Our ob.iect was to 
r'-storc the equiblbrlum of Europe, and 
to mako impossible a Continental 
coalition against ourselves. We were 
not only entitled to pursue these aims. 
\Vc shotild have been criminal had we 
not pursued them. The efforts of our 
diploniiicy were legithnate; they were 
vital to our safely; we have realized 
lliem; and the lu'o.spccts of peace are 
llie belter for it. 

"AL the same time, we have no il- 
lusions. 'I'here is an extraordinary 
lm)iro\emeiit iu llie slate of iiolitieal 
finding. There is no change in the 
sl.ile of political facts. Nations, in 
dispite of their best in tenlions. are 
Halile to change of mood, and if tho 
mood of the German people alters af- 
ter a certain number of years, they 
will have a new and tremendous In- 
slru'uent in their hands."

London Times Proposes Setting Aside 
Some Colonial Territory for 
iEast Indians 



London, Dec. 28. — In an editorial on 
the Oriental Immigration problem the 
Times deplores the breaking up of the 
Indian congress as tending to bear out 
those anxious to Justify the exclusion 
of Indians as well as other Oriental 
races from the colonics and advocates 
tho calling of a comiiiissloii represeii- 
taiive of all the colonics, India and 
tlie Ivlothcr Country, for a preliminary 
investigation to assist the next im- 
perial conference to deal with the sub- 
.leet. 

It sn.ggests that the eviilence taki-n 
before such a coinini.'^.'-:ion might coii- 
viiic..' some of too colonies of tln' iin- 
possiliility of banding aKiiinst Oriental 
immigration, and thinks liiat i-i-rtniii 
parts of Itritish (errilorles, most suited 
to Orientals and least suited to wiiite- 
men's lialiltation, might be esiiecialiy 
reserved for Oriental iiiinilgration. 

Tlie editorial concludes: "At present 
the Oriental races realize our dllUcul- 
tles, but a swarming inrn.?h of even 
unarmed paupers cannot be refjtrlctcd 
forever."

i;I ,It Is probaidy correct to say that no man 
jyn, the Empire enjoys the esteem and confl- 
jrderice of Canadians to a greater extent than 
;i.db'es Lord Strathcona, and the circnmst nm-e 
?that he Is acting as sponsor for ;i jiar; iciil.ir 
enterprise would ordinarily elicit a general ad- 
mission lh;tt no better guarantee of success 
could be given. Hut there arc factors in the 
situation in respect to ihe All-Rerl project, 
.aside from the ]irestige of i.,ord .Strathcona's 
conunanding personality and influence, \s-liich 
may be taken as surely indicative of success. 
It is a matter of general knowledge j:hat both ; 
the great political parties in England would' be- 
glad to render Canadtt a c]uid pro quo' for the 
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tariff preference i,enerously extended by this 
country, but they have found it difficult to 
arrange lo do so, owing to the rooted objection 

n[ the masses in Great Britain to consent to 
any departure from the principles of free trade. 
It is true that Afr. Balfour, as leader of the 
I'nionisis. has "burned his bridges behind 
him." and declared for ;i measure of tariff re- 
form \\ hicli. if endorsed by the country, ^v0l!!d 
enable his party to speedily arrange a schedule 
of duties which would make the Canadian pre- 
ference a not altogether one-sided affair. But 
■Mr. Balfour and his party are in the cold 
shades of opposition. The Campbell-Banncr- 
uiau nu'nistry, equally impressed as Air. P.ttl- 
fonr and his followers as to the necessity of 
rloing e\crything possible to weld the Empire 
cliiser tngetlier. finds itself absolutely unable 
to discuss for a moment the suggestion of 



we are interested In the All-Red project and 
the splendid case we can present on behalf of 
this Island. 

The strength of iho Irish proposal rests, in 
the main, upon the fact that the distance from 
Blacksod liay to ll;tlifa.-< is nearly a third less 
than the tlistance from Liverpool to New X'orlc. 
I'rom Blacksod Bay to Tiaiifax is 2,113 nauti- 
cal miles; from Liverpool to New A'ork is 
3,029 miles. The saving iii distance is there- 
fore 916 nules. By starting from Blacksod, 
therefore, and sailing to Halifax, the traverse 
of the ocean is reduced by one-third. True, 
these distances are what they always were ; 
but the ocean ferry boats are not wdiat they 
always \\ere. It was not always a considera- 
tion whe'.her the \oyage across occuiiicd a few 
(l.'iys more or less, and with plenty of tr;i\-<'!- 
lers it is not now; but for a certain part of the 



that might easily determine the success or fail- 
ure of the project. But that is not all. A 
twenti'-fivc knot ship, built to go 2,113 knots, 
docs not need to be as large as one that has to 
gf) 3,029 K-nnt,';, for the very good reason that 
it does not hiiNT to carry so much coal. It 
takes a tliousinitl tons a da> to drive these 
ships al that speed, and two days' reduction 
in the time ctf llie \'oyage means two thousand 
tons less coal — each way. This saving in 
space means that ships for the short route 
can be built for four, and a half millions, or 
three of tliem, enough for a weekly service, for 
thirteen millions, whereas the two Cunarders 
cost well up to fifteen millions. Then the sav- 
ing on coal, at five dollars a ton, comes to 
.Sio.oof) for I dice across, or $20,000 the round 
trip; and oilier sax'iugs, dur lo the diminished 
cost of provision for the shorter voyage, are

Already the 
go\ ernmeiit has placed itself on record as fa- 
voring the principle of the scheme, and Lord 
Strathcona has recently given us repeated as- 
surances thai adeipiatc subsidies will bt: forth- 
criniin!.;- from ihc Ilome go\-crnnietil. Sir 
Wilfrid 'L;ini'ier has pledged the support of 
Caiiad.-i to the scheme; and it would thus aj)- 
])ear, \\'hen all the factors of the situation are 
weighed, that there is excellent reason for sup- 
posing that at a cpmparatively early date we 
shall witness a consummation of the great 
enterprise. 

A few days ago the Ottawa government 

and public men in h'.;istern Canada were intcr- 
\ie\ve(.l 1)\- a dei)tilatioii from Irehnid. headed 
h)- llu: Bishop of .Sligo, wIk) were ad\'ancing 
the cl;iim.s of the Blacksod l'-!ay route in con- 
nection with the Alldverl project. Keeping in 
mind that the ]:)Osition of \''ancoiiver Island on 
the North Pacific scahi^ard is exactly similar, 
as a strategical point ft)r utilization by lines of 
transportation, to that of Ireland ' on the 
western, seaboard of Europe, we may find 
much in the arguments as set forth' by the 
deputation from Sligo to Indicate how vitally" 



ferry business, aiid particularly in so far as 
concerns ^be mails, speed counts, as to wdiicb 
no more con\ incing demonstration is needed 
than the building of such ships as the Lusi- 
lania and the .M ;iiirel ania. 

,Xo\v these two monster turbine ships iea\c 
Liverpool late in the attcrnoou, and it is not 
until early next morning that they are off the 
Cove of Cork, whence they start for New York. 
They reckon their time not from Liverpool 
harbor to New York harbor, but from Queens- 
town Rock to Sandy Hook. And they arc 
glad to l)c able to do that mticb an hour or 
two under fi\-(- ilays. From Li\'erpof)l to Xew 
^'ork it is five days and a h.'ilf. or sidiietliiiig 
more. I'rom Bl;ickso(l Bay. where a ship can 
go at full speed from the dock side, lo lialifa.x 
harbor, would trdce three days antl a half. If 
it is worth while to build the Alatirctania to 
bring tlic American continent within five and 
a half days, at enormous daily outlay for the 
coal required to make the speed, surely a pas- 
sage in three and a half days has much to 
commend it. That is the argument of the 
Blackso'l advocates, and it does seem to have 
much to commend il to llic.se of us who want 
to sec Canada tafre the jjalnt. 

The rajjidily of the traverse carrie.'-' other 
manifest ad\'anta,gcs with it. To begin wilh, 
the advocates of the route claim that it 
is just short enough to enable tbeni to give a 
Vvcelcly service with three sliips, whereas five 
would be retpiircd for a weekly service on the 
longer Liverpool route. With ships costing 
anywhere up lo eight million dollars apiece, 
the saving on capital outlay Is itself -an item

As indicating that in the most influential 
quarters in England a watchful eye is being 
kept upon statements of the promoters in re- 
gai-d to the free navigablHty of routes which 
are to be used In the All-Red scheme, it is to 
be'jioted that'^a few dayS/ifter speech by 
Mr. Sffion 'before' thie^ Lip'erail Club, a repre-.^ 
sentative'of LtO^^ds wi'otfc to the Times cor-S' 
recting some of his figures as to the number 
of disasters on the St. Lawrence in a given 
period. This incident indicates that a factor-:, 
vital to the success of the project is the ability 
of the promoters to demonstrate that ships 
will not be required to slow down because of 
intricate waterways, and tints lose all that the 
various governments are asked to' pay huge 
sums of money for — time. 

And it is when one considers this phase of 
the situation that he Is impressed with the 
conviction that the success of the All-Red pro- 
ject is likely'to have the most important bear- 
ing upon the future of A^ancouver Island in 
general and the city of Victoria in particular. 
That our good friends in the enterprising city 
on the shores of Burrard Inlet arc thoroughly 
cognizant of what their duty is in the face of 
the accumulation of conditions wdiich threaten 
a loss of prestige, is shown by the following 
dispatch, which we take from the colulTHls of 
the Vancouver News- Advertiser :

We must affect an ulcrtnes.s that is no 
lonBor oum, put on a gaiety we do not leel. slcip i>ur- 
sol\v.« thin, diet for bright eyes, massa^o lor u 
llsure; lliero is no end to tlie tiling's we are told to 
do. What time does llils leave lor better einploy- 
nieiits, more wliolesomo efforts, .nobler tliouKhls and 
deeds— ill short, for eliaraeter- inaUiiiK? But I"" 
silent! .Mas! whv slioiil.l a kind of reproach at- 
tach to silence, and speech be considered a normal 
healthv sisn? Wliat has become of the proverb about 
speech' lieing silver and silence golden? Of cour.se, 
it is fair and riKht, in fact our bounden duty, to make 
tlie best of ourselves; but charm (and charm includes 
absence of boredom) can never be arrived at through 
the beauty doctor. ''Charm" comes from the mind; 
It cannot be put on and taken off like a mask. There 
is a mystery • about silence, a.s there is a mystery 
about sleep and about death, which alienates many 
people— annoys tliem. in fact. They liu\c neilher 
the patience nor the time to interpret silence, and the 
i-c.-uilt is tliat the silent man is often disliked — when 
lU' is not fe;ii-o(l. .\s for the silent woman— she is 
known to o.vist — ^but altliousli men have from tlu^ 
time of .'^oeraies and Xaiitlppe. and even earlier, 
railed at women's tongues, the tacinirn woman does 
nnt enjn\- mur-b success with (dliier sex. Lot us bo 
honest and confess that, although we may talk of 
tlie iK'amv of silence, and in the abstract love it. In 
reality wi- arc afraid of it, or find It dull according 
to our temperament. The only use we have for It 
Is commercial — silence sometimes pays. The dilll- 
culty In approaching the subject at all, lies in the 
lliet that there arc as many kinds of silence as there 
are of speech. There Is witty speech, and foolish 
speech; there is tlie ter.se, diri'ct speaker and the 
discursive, rambling speaker; tliere are people wlio 
tell stories wlili a i]oiiit, and people who forget the 
point, lull tell the story! The silent ones are divided 
into classes as numerous and diverse. Some ]>eople 
nre silent from laziness, some from svilleimess, some 
from self-consciousness, some from policy, others be- 
cau.ie expression in speech is not natural to them, al- 
tbouKh they can express themselves with the tongue 
of angels in writing, in paint, in marble, perhaps in 
living mTT'M.v. in middle age and old age, the most 
successful are those who have always licpt their 
minds open to fresh impressions, and who, by ex- 
perience, have learnt to exercise toleration and a 
wide charity to others, be they either gay a^nd Joy- 
ous — or .silefit. Every year of life lived rationally 
sows new ideas, and weeds out prejudices. It Is 
naturally quite lmpo.sslbIe for the young and iintrled 
to bo quite so Interesting and companionable as some 
old people are. Al once the mind's eye calls up in- 
stances of charming personalities in which goori 
memory, a sense of humor, kindly manners, and a 
wan-n lieart miike an ensemble of fascination. i;>lii 
pf'ople, too, have leisure to take deep interest In the 
.joy and sorrows of others. AVe iiitiy 'loolc to tliem 
fof a symptUhy that is not likely to be affoideti by 
the young, wlio are just enterin.g life, and are ab- 
sorbed in their own futures and alTairs, The great 
thing to remember is, tlier(> is a time for speech and 
a time for silence, as also there is a time for laugh- 
ing; and alas! a time for tears. Perhaps of all won- 
derful things a silence that expresses more than 
speech Is the most wonderful. One notices this on 
the stage. The pause of the great actor conveys more 
than the most divine words that the great dramatist 
ever penned. That pause in the theatre is a symbol 
of those rare silences In life when eternity seems 
concentrated Into a second, and the meaning of things 
which speech could never tell Is revealed at last.

A Simple Luncheon 

Menu 

Poached Eggs in Sauce. 
Stewed Chicken. 
Salad. 

Mutton Cutlet.'; in aspic. 
Fruit Salad. 

Genevoise Pastry. 
Cheese Balls. 

Coffee. Liqueurs. 

Poached Ea.cs in Sauce, — Cook two ounces of but- 
ter with an rtiual weight fif Hour for a few minutes 
witiunU letting the mixture acquire any color; tli.-n 
pour in hv degrees half a pint of milk and r;Uher 
less than half a "[lint of veal stock (it should lie a 
llilck jelh) whicii lias boon nicely flavored with 
vegetables, ham, herbs and spices. When the sauce 
lias boiled and thicl<ened, draw the pan to a coolei- 
])nrt of tlie stove and season It with celery-salt and 
l)epper. Fry some round croutons, which should h<^ 
just large enougli to take a poached ogg, and at the 
"same lime fry (in another pan) some slices of to- 
mato in warm ■butter; season them with a little 
salt, pepper and nutmeg, and when they arc done 
place one piece on each of the croutons, and kec]) 
them hot In the oven. Poach the necessary number 
of eggs in salted watir, trim them nitli a rounrl 
cutter to the re(|iiired size, and arrange Ibi-iii on the 
projiared croutons. Bring tln' sauce tn l)ijlling point 
again, and stir Into It tin: .\olk nf a raw egg, which 
lias been beuten up witli a tablespDniiful nf (■r(>ani; 
reniovi- the ijan from the slove. tlieii add a siineezi' 
of lemon iuiee and pour It round, l)ut not nvcr, tlie 
eggs, anil put a, pinch of (■huiilicd parsle>- on tlli' 
top of the laltei-, if the sauce is care.fullj nuide it 
Hhould not require straining, but shiuild It do so, 
)i,iss it through a pointed metal strainer, which has 
been thorouglily heated. If iirefcrred, tin? yolk of 
ihn egg can be omitted from the sauce, .but in this 
I ate It should be faintly colored with a small quan- 
liiy of yellow coloring. 

Stewed Chicken. — Cut a nice, plump fowl Into 
Joints and neat pieces, and remove all the skin and 
as many of the small bones as possible. Pat stifli- 
cient salad oil (of the best quality » into a large saute 
pan to just cover the bottom of it, witli a few thin 
slices of Spanl.sli onion, and diri'etly it is lint (at the 
llrst sign of ri.iii!g s.mokc) put in tlic i)iei;e.', of fowl, 
season With salt anil pei)per and nutmeg, and turn 
Ihem frequently until they api>ear wliite, tlien re- 
move them on to a ilish covered with soft paper and 
leave them until liiey are rcTuired; it will usually 
be found more convenient to prepare both the bird 
and the sauce the previous day. Make a broth witli 
i;ie trimmings and bon.^.■^ of tlie fowl, adding a few 
sllflf.'; of veal, if possible, and a slice of ham, in ad- 
dition io a licornl .illowanco of soup vegetables, herbs, 
<ac. When the broth Is ready (U should be carefully 
freed from grease), convert it into a sriuce as follows: 

Cook an o-oncc and a half of Hour with one iitince 
,«f l)Utter for a few minuteK. but without letting It 
Ijocome brown; then aild b.\- d"gfees a pint arid a 
iialf of the chicken broth, and when the sauce is 
. Sfnooth and thici; neasoa 11 wltli salt an.l pepper ami 
'stir In a tflblrsi.ioonrul of tomato sauce, two table- 
rpoont'il.'; of ih.e lliinid, in wliich somi^ I'rc-ncli stoni"'- 
l"is cliarri-s b.'^ve been .nrcserved, and siifllei'in 
browning n;al;e it a good color. 

Put the ;deees of fowl into an earthen e:i J.si'ir.le, 
and pour the Piiuco n\'er, eo\-er witli buttered paper, 
put on I'.ie lid of tlie casserole and pUii-c it in .a inoil- 
( falo.v h'lt ovf.-n for not less llian two hours; jui;i lio- 
fove serving add two ttiblospoonfuls of sherry to the 
saiioc and a squeexe of lemon juice. If It seems to 
r<^(luiro it. The stewed chicken should be aecoin- 
punlod by a salad, made as follows; 

Chen-y and Celery Salad. — Strain the .lulce 
from some French stonelesa cherries (bottled), 
and arrange the fruit In a salad - bowl " with, 
a few tablospbonfuls of celery . (the whitest 
portion only), cut Into small pieces. Put a table- 
spoonful of castor sugar, 'then, whl|o beating the oil 



with a-' wooden spoon, nour in by degrees aibout a 
.quarter "of a pint of cherry juice, and when It is sat- 
■Vsiactorlly 'mixed, dip some pieces of walereress in 
round thefedge of tlie salad bowl; then pour tlio 
\3re8slng over the fruit. 

(Note. — This suilad should be kejit In a cool 
place until it Is required.) 

I'rult Salad. — Pour the s\ru]i from a bnlile of 
"ilesseil" ajiricots into a basin, ami Liicu add a vviiie- 
glassftil ami a half of sherry, a ilessi 'il s|ioon fill of 
kirscli, or any suitable liqueur nu, if it is inelerred, 
the liiiueur can be omitted altogether), ;i dessert - 
sijoonful of lemon juice, sulUcleiit iiowilen'd sugar to 
make it quite sweet, and enough carmine to make it 
a clear (but not dark) red. Take rather less than 
lialf the iiotlled apricots, divide the pieces. into two 
portions, 'and put them into the bowl (or dish) In 
which the fruit salad is to be served, add two Itirge 
bananas cut into moderately thin slices, two swin-t 
oranges cut Into small pieces and entirely free from 
all white skin, and six or eight ounces of \vliite 
grajies from which the skins and seeds liave been 
removed. four the prepared syrup over the truit, 
;ind leave II for fully two houi-s bi'fore il is lo i)e 
served; the last thing bel'm-e it is sent to the table, 
ascertain wliether the syrup r'-'quires either a little 
more sugar or a, little more lemon juice. 

An iissorlnicnt of dainty Genevolue pastry should 
be handed with this fruit salad, and a bowl of Iced 
whipped cream. 

(Xote. — The apricots left over can be utilized for 
fritters). 

Cheese Halls.— Pound some St. Ivel (dicese in a 
mortar witii an equal iiiiaiitity of fresh butter; sea- 
son It \\itli N'epaul iiepper and a dust of curry pow- 
der; roll it into little balls with butterpats. Arrange 
the balls 1)1 led up in the middle of a siasll disli on 
a iiaper doyle\ , and surround them with small cross. 
Thin toast and lioniemade water biscuits, v.dtli but- 
ter, should be handed round with the cheese. 

If more than four persons arc to he present at 
luncheon. It could be made more substantial by the 
addition of a brace of roast pheasants. 



Borrowing Books 



"Give every man tliine ear and few thy hooks." 
sliould be the advice given tfi cvi/r.v modern liook 
leiidi'r. Pi'ople who would scorn to tell a lie, iliinl; 
nothing of iippropriiitiiig other iicoide's literature 
whether 11 bi: the curriMit iiuniber of a magazine or 
tile novel of the hour. It is true tiiey invariably 
promise to return it, but alas ! how seldom is that, 
promise kept. SoincMnies the biiiding of a liook is a 
lirotectioii, and peojiie do not so light - Ilea i t edly biu'- 
row when book.s are bound in vellum, while tiie fact 
of a book belonging to a set is a gi'i-.it and good ex- 
cuse not lo lend it at all. Have no qualms in such 
refusals for the chance of a permanent yawning gap in 
the neat row la too much for the feelings of any 
book-lover. Cookery books are open to the ruthless 
borrower, wliile as to "enquire •within" that friend of 
our nursery days — It Is a certain prey. There is, 
however, great satisfaction In lending books to a 
friend who you know will return them — and quickly — 
but I feel Inclined to put my arms around my book- 
shelves to guard them selfishly from the depredations 
of the marauding borrower. Personally, I feel nlr 
iibout borrowing books. It Is like asking the name of 
il pet dressmaker or asking for a photograph, and no 
one should ask for the loan of a first edition or a 
ra.re cop.v. Let us draw a veil over tin- li gi iid — -true 
but terrible — of a book returned — a first i-dition too — • 
with ;i slice of cold b;ic<>,u between it.s leaves, inserted 
it is supposed as a breakfast booli marker ! — what 
fate is ttio severe for the borrower who turns down 
pages and leaves luckless volumes Ixd'ore a scorching 
fire, or face downwards on the table, ill! their backs 
are broken? Sundy he sliouid Ijc punished according 
to his deserts, .and ne\'er hi; alloweii to Imld an.\' save 
il railway novel, bou.glit for ten cents, printid in 
small type and bearing a startling picture and litli — 
all for ten cents. Someone Inis siiid that no bouk Is 
properly read until it lias lieen read :ig;iiii ami again, 
iiiid nii-irked. l.,iickily this I'lillistiui' iiabil lias goni' 
out of fasldoii. thougli. of course, the owinT of a bonk 
liiii do as he likes with ills own pro|jeri.v. The bor- 
rowing of books is something" of a neeessit\ in coun- 
try ijlaccs, Iiut neverllieless It is i)ositivel.\' In-artrcnd- 
ing to come liome and find That a lax'iuite buol; luis 
been bnrrowcil fluring one's :ibseni<\ 'I'o promisi' a 
swift return seems ;in iiggraviited insult, and rd'ten 
the borrower of the book has the base audacity to 
forget who the lender of the book might be! Avaunt, 
borrowers of Ijooks an-l leave them In peace on their 
owner's book-slu Ues. This sounds selfish does It not? 
But a lover of honks luis over.\- right to be selfish of 
his treasures, iuul guard them jealously from the 
thoughtless borrower.

I'm- Instance, you c;iii wear the' most jaunty loipn^ 
lilted on one side, or an enormous picture hat ',m I1 
on the biick of the liead. Vou can wear your liair 
severely ptirted, Madonnji fashion down the middle, 
or dress It with Grecian cin-Ls. You can wear u long 
tigiit sleeve or a full short rme, a kilted skirt to clear 
the ground or a long clinging snake-IIko one to trail 
on it. The best fashion shows a tendency towards 
length of outline and absence of frou-frou. This is 
especially apparent In the evening dress of the mo- 
ment, on which subject by the way I should be writ- 
ing, instead of wandering off to the subject of fash- 
ions in general.

When, nearly eiglUy-lln-ee years tigo ■\Villiain 
Thomson tirst opened his liaby t:yes in his home in 
Belfast, Ireland, no one could have dieamed of the 
Rroat chiinges that would take iilace in the world be- 
fore ho died. On land the few people who made long 
Journeys were tlrivcn .along in stage coaches drawn 
by four or perhaps by six horses. 

At sea, wooden sailing vesels carried passengers 
.and freight across the ocean. It is true the steam- 
ship had been Invented by Fulton many years before 
but It was still looked upon as a wonderful object to 
•which many people were afraid to trust themselves. 
The greater part of North America was a wildor- 
; ness and it took many weeks before the news oveii of 
j such great events as the death of a king or the win- 
I ^nlng of a battle reached its eastern shores. 
I '• . After numberless e.Kporinients begini'ng with the 
I .kite of Benjamin Franklin some of the uses of elec- 
pftrlplty and much of its wondrous force had been dis- 
:-;.oovered, but It was William Thomson who was to 
j -discover how to join two continents by that most 
r -sVonderful of all Inventions, the Atlantic cable. He 
was one ol the few men wliose hand was as skilful 
to construct as liis brain was able to plan. 

Thom.son Wiis educated at tlie Rrcat college nl' 
Cambridge in Kngland. He was very clever at malli- 
ematios and went as a })rofesHOr to tllasgow.wht-rr 
ho performed most of his experiments and wrote his 
books and where on the ITtli of December he died. 

In 188B he brought to perfection the great cable 
by v.'hich telegrai)hic messages are sent from . Ire- 
land to New York. For his services he was kniglit- 
ed. Since that time he has invented many useftil in- 
struments whicli are made use of l)y eleetrleian.s and 
lias discovered a great <leal about the way electricity 
works, but what it is neither he nor any one else 
knows. For tlie great work he did for the world 
Queen Victoria created Sir William Thomson Lord

In these 
days the victories of peace are greater than any 
gained on tho battlefield and Canadian boys and girls 
win have to prepare for a hard contest.

.school these winter mornings it la easy to see that 
they are well fed and well clad. It Is very much to 
be doubted If there are any children In this happy city 
of ours who know what It Is to bo really hungry. 
Some of them arc pale because thoy eat too much, 
but tho white skin, thin hands and tiny limbs of 
starving children are unknown here. Imagine if you 
can, what It must be to go to school without your 
breakfast and to have no luncheon! Yet that is the 
slate of nearly ll-'.OOO school children In Berlin, tho 
beautiful capital of Germany. The city is going to 
feed tliese Iningry children, but you may be sure the 
food will be of tlio plainest kind. It is no wonder 
tliero are a great many people In Germany who bc- 
li(;\-e tliere is something wrong in the laws which will 
allow children to go hungry. There is far more than 
money enough spout in European countries on great 
armies and powerful fleets to feed all who want. It 
is a sin to see ciiildren in Victoria throwing away 
good food whicli other children need so inucli, for in 
many cities, even in Canada, there is want In the 
winter time, if not in simimer. Tliat Is another thing 
you children should think about. For about two 
weelis last yciir we had such bitter cold v.ealher as 
those who li\'0 in other parts of Canada must < .vpect 
to endure for inonths at a time. You kn iw how hard 
it was to liear tin:' cold. Even Ihe schools had to be 
closed part of the time. It was worse here for our 
houses are not built to keep out the cold. lUit when 
you remember those days you will understand how 
tcrrible it would be to be scarce, at once, of fire and 
food. 

The cold weather, whether of tho prairie or the 
upper country is enjoyable to the children who wai-m- 
ly clad and well fed can frolic In tho snow. Their 
wits are sharpened by the clear cold air. The boys 
and girls on tho Coast do not find it so easy to work 
as they do and must take care that they do not get 
beaten in the race of life by these who have grown 
up in a country of cold winters.

To School By Boat 

One of the most renmrkable schools in tlie world 
is situated on a tiny Island in the middle of Lake St. 
Clair, the .smallest of the six great lakes of Canada 
and tiio United States. 

It has only lately been opened to serve tho needs 
of the children of settlers on tho islands in tho dis- 
trict. Some of the scholars live near at hand, others 
miles away, but each and all have to journey to 
school by water. 

No bell culls the children, but every morning from 
an eai:ly hour boats, jiunts and canoes push off from 
the various Islands and make their way to tho scliool- 
house. Not all of them go direct. Some of the boys 
are hunters and trappers, and these curry guns, to 
bring down any game they may encounter, and stop 
here and thero to examine the traps set on the pre- 
vious day. ' 

When the boats arrive many of them are laden 
with birds and other victims of gun and tok-p. These 
are cooked when the dinner hour arrives}^ and servo 
for the midday meals of those pupils whose homes 
aro too far to permit of their returning for dinner. 

There is something wild and adventurous about 
schooldays of this kind, and a further spice of ro- 
mance Is given by the fact that in winter, when the 
lake is frozen, the children go to school on skates or 
In sledges consisting of ordinary punts fitted with 
runners for the Ice. 

Says a Naturalist 

A naturalist has made some IntereBting statements 
concerning the rate at which various fish swim. 

Porpoises (he says) have been seen to dart round 
and round a steamer, travelling seventeen miles an 
hour, thus proving their capacity to swim at a greater 
rate than that. 

The dolphin may be placed on a level with tho 
porpoise, but the bonito has occasionally been known 
to approach forty miles for short distances. 

Herrings, In shoals, move steadily at a rate of be- 
tween ten and twelve miles; maokftrej swim- much 
faster, and both trout and salmon go at a rapid pace 
wlien migrating up a stream. 

Whales are not fish in tho scientific sense, but it is 
interesting to note that those monsters swim at a 
rate of sixteen miles an hour when excite^, although 
their ordinary speed is estimated at between four and 
five miles.

Built for Birds 

What would you think of a bird cage tliat stands 
four feet lilgh, has more than a hundreil rooms, forty 
balconies, towers, turrets, niinaret.s, a reception-room, 
and a clock'.' 

.Such a cage has been built by an Italian living In 
the United States of America. It is made entirely of 
wood an<l brass, und is' modelled after a catlunlral in 
tho builder's native land. Every panel, every floor, 
every balcony is lanlshe''. 'o the smallest detail, the 
dovetailing and joining being almost perfect. On tho 
interior aro double .swings, panelled food dishes, carv- 
0(1 water troughs, and a network of doors loading 
from room to room. 

The centre of tho cage has broad stops leading to 
a double door with a tiny lock. Aboye .the door is 
the clock, and above that).iaya^balcohy vjwlth brass 
railings and swinging doors.: The, balconies jut out 
all round the building room floor to tower, while tho 
whole Is painted In red and drab with green doors. 

Aipretty little trlijk that can be very easily dope 
iB^i to /thpJte a coin disappear from a table. Select a 
iooin of fair size but not heavier than a quarter of 
a dollar, and lay it upon a table In plain 
sight. Then tak^ a handkerchief and toss 



it info tho air, catching it as it comes 
down, and there will be no trace of tho coin. 
Tho trick ia very simple. Some place in the hand- 
kerchief (but you must know exactly wdierc) is stuck 
a piece of shoemaker's wax. As you lay tho hand- 
kerchief over the coin press the wa.x firmly down up- 
on tho coin. Of course it will stick tiglitly and, as 
you take up the handkerchief, the coin comes with tv. 
Thero aro several little things to be watched in this 
trick. In tlio first place, you had better supply tilo 
coin yourself instead of borrowing it from your au-; 
dionco, as you will find It hard to get olf from the.; 
wax if you have to return it. Of course the bandker- 
chloC must not be given for examination, and you' 
must bo sure to catch it when it comes down or the' 
audience will hear the coin strike with the handker- 
chief falls to tho floor. When you have caught the 
handkerchief place it in jour pocket. 

A 'variation of this trick is to have a piece of very 
thin black silk ^fastened to your coat, and., a small 
piece of ' 'shoemaker's 'wax on -'the other "end"" of " ;'the 
silk. When you cover the coin with the handkorohief 
press the shoemaker's wax 0:n £he coin. ¥ott must 
sit to perform this trick, and When you; place, "the 
handkerchief have It coine entirely to the edge' of the 
table. Then draw your body back slightly and the 
coin will be i>ulled from under tlio handkerchief and 
drop, being suspended by tho silk. You can then got 
it with ono hand and liide it in a vest pocket or elso- 
whero, Some one In the audience may lift the hand- 
icerchlef, but, of course, no coin will be found. In'thls 
trick it is well to use a table with a cover running 
entirely to the edge, as it Is important that the cof 
make no^jiolse when you draw It off 'tho table.

Pilate" wa*' used in the Roman sehocds to instruet 
boys in tlie nllet^ed Siillaeies of the Cliristlan faith. 
Tuaeltus. tho blstoriaii. who was born about A. D. 
Ti'i, relates the story ed' th(_. exeeutlon of the founder 
ot tlie Oliristian faith by Pontius I'il.ili'. and declares 
that this "deadly .siiperstiti'Ui" was for a time i-iush- 
ed; but that it spranpr up as^ain, not only in Jmlea, 
"btjt even in Rome, tlic comnmn reservoir for iill the 
streams of wickedness and infamy." . The Younger 
Pllny, who ll*ed within a eariltiry front the birth of 
.Jesus, in a letter to tho ICmiaerbr Trajan spoke of the 
Christians and of their ab;x)lute faith In Jesus. This 
was leas than a hundred year.s after the Crucifixion 
and is absolutely impartial testimony to tlie belief of 
the Christians of that time, some of whom must have 
talked witii those who taliced with .lesns, tiK'.t the 
i''oiin(ler of Clirlstiiuilty was not only an liistorieal 
character, but proof of the substantial accuracy of the 
story as told in tile eiospels. Jc^seplius, the ),'reai .Jewish 
historian, who was born about' the date of the Cruci- 
fixion, lias three references to Jesus, and althoui^h 
they seem to have been iiltered in the later editions 
of his worlds, there can be no reasonable doubt that in 
the original version tho ver.sIon he specifically re- 
fers to Jesus "who is called by his followers the 
Christ." There is considerable othor evidence to the 
same effect, but wliat lias been eited is <_-iionKb to 
.siiow thtit wlien we say "Auuo Domini" we are not 
dating an era, as some would have u.s believe, from 
the mythical blrtli of a mythical person. 

Space forbids more than a passing reference to 
some of the other chronological eras. The Olympiads, 
SO called after the Olympic games, which were cele- 
brated in Greece every fourth \eiir date back 776 
years befl»re the beginning 01 our era. when Coroebus, 
tho victor in the games of that year, was honored by 
having his name inscribed on the walls of the Kym- 
riasiuni at Olympia. 'I'lie Roman I'h'a, dist in^n ishrd 
by tho letters A. I'. ('.. is ..d' uncertain oi-if;in. It re- 
fers to tlie foundlui^ of the city ami the a-ilborilies 
anioiu; the ancient Konuuis themsi lves ilis,if;ret; as to 
tlio true date of this event, althouKii they do not 
vary by more than from one to six years. The Jewish 
Era, as at present' In use, is of comparatively modern 
origin, having been adopted about the 15th century. 
It assumes to date from tho creation of tlie world, 
which event It places at OtitiY year.i ago. The Itiblical 
chronology wliieh v.-.as worked out liy .\i-clibiHhop 
1,'ssher to show tlial creation occurred 4001 > ears' be- 
fore Christ, is of little value, as 'he Hebrew, tin; 
yamarjtan and tlie lireek versions of the t)ld 'I'esla- 
ment are hopeles.sly div(.'rK''nt in ri-spect to time. 
There are at least two liundred diffi-rent ealcnl;uions 
liasei'; on sacred ebronoloK>'. wiiieli vary in assi^'ning 
the date nf creation iroiii :Ms:! years before Christ to 
G9S4 years. The lOra of Constantinople, used ijy the 
Greek church and until the time of Peter the Great by 
ail Russia, professeis to date from creation, wlilcli it 
assigns to T-lie years ago. The Alex.-inilrian l-:ri, 
adopted by tlie Christians of Aloxundrl.a and .- till useil 
in .Vbyssinia is, similar to that just nnuuioiii-d rxeept 
that it places creation nine years la,t.-r, Tlie lO.-a of 
Amioeh WHS also of the same iiaturi', but ii l>rous;ht 
creation down to a still more reei-nt d.ite. There lia\f 
Ijei/n nian\- other lOras, wliich have fallen Intii disus.-, 
such as that or' .Vabonassr whicli oriprlnated In Baby- 
lon :ind was adopted in Kgypt for astronomical cal- 
culations, and began from an arbltrasy date about 
747 B. C.j the ISra of Alexander, which began with the 
death of tliat great monarch; the IJra of Tyre, which 

■ faegan at an arbitrary date in 126 B. C; the Julian 
Era (which' must not bo confoundeil with tlie Julian 
period — a jiurel>' arbitrary affair) dating from tlie 
reformation of tlio Iloniaii (.'alendar lie .lulius I'aesar. 
The I'^l'a of Spain, wliieli dat'-d from :::> 1!. 1'. when 
Augustus coiiquired .Spain, and ei)iiilnu<-d 111 use in 
bpain and i-orlURal until IIkj !■ i ; p^ ntli Ceulury (d! 
our bra. fMliers 01 h ss im'Mn-| 11 nc<'. am: now rils- 
u.scd. mitrht be mentioned. \\ e pass on ;o othors In

WHAT. TO READ 

It IS much easier lo ask what to read tlian to an- 
■ iver the iiuestlon/ tspeeilic advice can only h.i given 
ill specific oases, ana then it may not always bo 
good. In those duya fiction constitutes' the great mass 
'C'' popular reading matter, so much so that, wlioti one 
says tlKit he roads a. Rood deal, it Is usually .^i.-if,. 1,, 
.assume that lu' uieain! that he reads niaii.\- iiincls, 
magazinc.i and newsp.ipers. The reading of the. lat- 
ter Is a niiittor of daily roiitlii(\ so wlait is gunerally 
meant is that tho jutsoii speiikliig keeps tip with 
current literature in tho shape o£ fiction. It Is not 



possible to lay down any general rules as to fiction. 
Tho old .saying that "wliat is one man's meat may be 
another nian'.s poison" ajjpUos to nothing so much as 
'fiction. .JMost of tho recent novels which are on sale 
'in Canadian bookstores, arc harmless enough In them- 
selves; lull they form an exccediiiprly jioor intellectual 
fond. ^\'.. would lie sorry tie advise tinyolii' to reject 
all fiction, beeaiisu a briKlit, wludesonie novel now 
and then is an excellent recreation, and wi> aro 110110 
the worse for being taken out of 'ourselves fi->r a little 
whi)« to follow the fortunes of some character croatcii 
by a clever writer, but much novel-reading is bad 
Intellectually. Tho effect of it seeina to be destruc- 
tive to the memory. Vsry ffvv people read a novel 
except to pass tho time, and what l.'< road is not half 
taken in; the subllo analyses of motives, tli'' pr('lty 
liits of descript Ivi^ writlntr ai'' slurred ox er with just 
suffU'ieiit atleulion to kee]! lae ll lead of ilie story 
in mind. Tliii.s a habit of ciueless reading is ae- 
iiuired. but what is much worse, the memory, not be- 
ing'-called upon to Icoop a rccoi-d of what is read, lets 
it slip, and grows weak for want of iiractice. AVo 
advise all J'oiing people to I'lok upiia fiction simply 
;ls a r'ocrctitioii. 

There are many lists of books, which are reconi- 
mi Hiled as a cours<> (d' reading, but most of tliem re- 
ipiire that tlio reader .sliall own or ha\'e access to a 
lllirary such as \a by no moans comuKui, and it is 
also exceedingly ilifficult to pediil out to ari.\ p.irtieu- 
lar person what lie or she can read with pleasure ami 
profit. Speaking to beginners wo advise that tho\' 
read with simie definite object. On a book shelf 
before IIS is a long series of volumes containing all 
of Darwin's works, tjn another are Herbert Spen- 
ser's, (hi anollier are Itus.iin's. We wo'.ild not ad- 
vise an.\ lieKimier in a. t'oiirse rd' roudliiK to start at 
oni' end of oithei' of lliesi- rows and K11 through with 
them. fin another slielf is an encyclopedia, and in 
tliese days of cheap encyclopodias every liousehold 
should, have one. Kor convenience we do not know- 
any better one than Chambers' or the New Interna- 
tional. The iJritannlca Is too expensive and too vol- 
uminous for most people. For a person who wishes 
to enter iiikui a course of iiitellig'ent reading, an en- 
ex e'opcdia is almost essential. No jierson can tell 
.mother person what liiU' td' reading will be most at- 
tractive to him, but any one can find out for him- 
self by the use of an oiieycloiiedla. Suppose, for ex- 
amjile, tlial a student Is of the ouini>n that tho biog- 
raphical side of history would be Interesting, and It 
is vastly so, let him take his encyclopedia and pick 
out some I'haraeler. lUiving read wiiat i.; tai'l about 
bim, li t him re.ol n]j the various references in tho 
liook to till' samo person and also tlie contemporary 
historx of the country 'n wbieh he lived. In thia 
wax- it will be easy to usee) tain if historical Idog- 
raphy is a subject In wliicli the student is likely to 
ho interested, if It is, the %vay Is open for a course 
of reading which cannot fail to be highly beneficial. 
There Is possibly no more wholesome reading than 
such biography. It gives an Insight Into the springs 
of human action, and it is full of tnspiraton iind eii- 
eoiiragc :i:ent. I'osslbly the student max' feel attract- 
ed 10 some branch id' seieiiee, and in siu'li a c;ise 
the encyrloiiedia will bi; of the greatest use. it will 
assist him to the first steji.s in his researches and 
fiirnlsli him with a guide in his reading, that is, the 
articles will suggest to him the line that he ought to 
follow, and he can purcl£h.se books accordingly. So 
in all other lines. The great thing Is to learn what 
is likidy to interest you. 

In view of the jjrogi'i ss of i:-vents the world over, 
we beliexi' a great dfal of good wiiuld be accomplished 
by the general reading of Idstory. of the re- 

sults of the modern system of school teaching lias 
been to confine the attention of pupils very largely 
to the records of their dwn country. This .catne as 
a revolt from thf> extremely classical school, wlilch 
did not eonei'rn itself willi much that happened aftiT 
llie .Middle .\ges. I'nder tliat s.vstein ,1 box- began to 
.•.^tmly lii^iorx li.arniag tiie story of Itumuhis and 
lleinus and thi- founding of Uome, and by the time 
lie was leaving school be had finished with Rome, 
obtnlnoti a smattering of the history of Greece, and 
was able to rattle off a lot of dates in English his- 
tory. During the last generation the idea has gained 
a foothold that children ought to be taught first thl^ 
liistory of their own country, and tlnn, if tln re is 
time, tho history of other lands. Perhaps this is tho 
better plan, but one result of ii i.K tiiat most liox.s 
and girls K-ave school with onlv .-i ver.x- nieagre idi-a 
of tl:e progress of tho world, and tliorel'ore, if wo 
are to be able to deal intelligently with the great 
probloms pre.sented by tho rapidly moving succession 
of modern events, we must devote some of our lelsuro 
to the reading of history. We look upon this as of 
special importance, because of the fact that there 
are ni.inx' writers, whose works deal with great so- 
cial proldems. wlio are xvi<lel\- read and are having a 
profound cfii.'ci upon jiublic opinion. The judiciou.s 
leading of history will enable us to see that we In 
this Twcntuili Century aro not the first people to 
grapple with many of these problems, and wo might 
learn much from the successes and failures of those 
who have preceded us, and be better Judges of tho 
tiieorics ami social nostrums so much iirescribed 
tod.i.x. 11 is well io add that the consecutive reading 
of hisiorv as a task to be accomplished, .mi that one 
max' be able to say ho has gone through with it, is 
likely t'l prove exceedingly uiiinleresliiig and not very 
profitable. Historical reading ought to be undertaken 
according to some definite plan and with some de- 
finite object. For example, there is a history of 
I'liailes XII of .Sweden, by R. .N'isbet liain, xvbkli 
i rails lilii' a romance. It gives one an .'oimiralde idea 
of ihe condllion of I'^iiroiie two centuries ago, and 
after the reader has comjileted it, he may ii-el that 
he ought to get some good life of i-'eter the Gretit 
of llussia. Tlion he will undoubtedly wish to know 
.something about France In tho days of le Grand 
monarque, and his successor, I,ouIs V. Here is a 
subject of .surpassing interest. Wonderful figures

]io\x'ii's o|' intrigue. .N'othiiig in fiction i.'aii compare 
'vxilli file slory of Frani'e ip iliosi' tinns, and when 
the reader has gone through witli it, lie will be eager 
to know the story ot the French liovolutlon, that 
awful event which oven today la exercising a pro- 
i found influence over tho minds and actions of men. 
Then ho will want to know something of tlu- men 
whose teachings inado the rovohitlon pnssilde, and 
among iIh'Iu, perhaps, Jean .lac<nie.s liousseaii, (d 
xvlioni if lias Iii-rn said that tlie flioiiglits, which lie 
l>roelainied from Ids attic, arc still reverberating 
around tho world, liy tills time he 'Will Imvc begun 
to understand more of tho Inner "Arorklngs of human 
•society than he had even ^Imagined, and he will see 
that a Napoleon wua necessary, and will bo eager to 
know tho real story of tho marvollou.^i career of this 
man, .As he fiillous this .'ilong and ; ces how 0110 na- 
tion after another siiccuiiibed to his genius, ho will 
nolo that 0110 power only seeniiMl independent of 
him, and that, at every iiuini at which Napoleon 
camo Into contact with it, 1„, met with defeat 
until at last at Waterloo his eagles fell before 
the Union Jack. Then the student will be In a 
position 'to iippreclato tho' prosaic details of 
Kritlsh history and In understand what 1.-: 
meant xvlun we siieak of Rrltlsli traditions and 
the l;rili^dl cnnstitiilioii. We have suggested that 
,'i begiiiniiur should be made witii the life .-jtory 
01 (.'liarles XII. hut there are olhers that xvonlil do as 
Well. \S'o hax'o. cdioson this Iiocauso, by starting a 
long way off from our ultimate goal, we get a better 
Idea of how lilatory la Inlorwovon than we would ICl 
wo began at home. To pur.iue such a course of read- 



ing as jias jiist been sngge.-ited, it wouia be nocos- 
sar.v to road a good many books, but not iilways the 
whole of each book. It is bettor, indeed, to read only 
those parts which have a bearing upon the special 
line you aro following. 

These suggestions may bo of some service to tho.so 
who are desirous of imrsuing' a course of profitabb' 
reading. if ymi have grown so used to fiction that 
\ou need some of the elomeiit of slory-tolling to 
make things interesting 10 you, it niiglit be well to 
begin your historical course with one or more of Alul- 
liach's lilstorical novels. These aro substo-ntlally ac- 
curtite, and the talented author has reproduced many 
actual conversations from letters, diaries and so on. 
The same general phin that can be followed with ad- 
vantage In historical reading ma.x' advaiilagcoiisly be 
adopti'd in regard to scientific subjects, liegiii with 
;i. liopular work on tlic .siilijeet xvhieli xoii intend to 
read up on, and take nii the eh'inentary scientific side 
of tlie suliject only as you feel tho need of it. If you 
begin Willi tho elementary book, your Interest is very 
likely to flag before you have gono very far. To 
sum tho matter up; Read systematically and for a 
specific object, using fiction us a recreation. 




WITH THE POETS 



MADAME DE SEVIGNE 

In her lifetime tin- name nf .Madame dc Sovigno 
was not associati'd with literature. .siu' jiroliablx' 
never w role anything for iniblical ion. .She was tlii' 
beautiful and accompli.shed 'wife of Henrx', .Maniuis 
de Sevigne, and after his death in her twenty-fifth 
year, she devoted her life to the care of her son and 
du.ighter, mingling In tho highest society of Franco, 
and emiiioni among her contemporaries for her attrac- 
tiveness, her devoiion lo lier eliiidren and her un- 
sullied virtue amid tlic teniptations of that aban- 
doned period. Her m.'ildeii n.ime xvas Marie dc Ra - 
l.Mitlii-Cliant.'il, and Ici- fallier was the IJaioii de 
Cliaiital. She was born In I'aris in lli^iG. Slio was 
left an orphan at the age of six, and the care of her 
educiltion devolved upon her undo, the Abbe Clian- 
tal, wdio liad her liistriiclod In l^atiii, Italian and 
.Spanish. The best teachers of the time wore p!ocur?d 
tor her by the ,\bbe, who entertjiined for her tho ten- 
derosl af fi.-ctioii. At tin.' age of eighteen she was mar- 
ried, but the union x'vas not a hapii.x- one, iter liusbaiid 
being a<idicted to tho vices of the time, and meotlng 
his death in a duel because ot them. , In her early 
widowhood "he had many lovers, among them such 
distinguished men as the Prince de ContI, Turonnc, 
Foquet, the groat finance mlnlBter of his flay. Of- 
fers of murriago were many, but she declined them 
all, and lived a lovely, x'lrtuous life, secure In tho 
affection of her children, and It was. indeed, largely 
because of her letters to lior daughter, Madame do 
Grlgnan. that her faino has been preserved. Madame 
de Grlgntin Inherited her mother's beauty and intel- 
ligence in a very higli degree. Madame de Sevigne 
died at the age of 70, frotn niallghant smallpox. 

Her fame rests upon hor "letters," which wore 
written during a period of twentv-fivo years, and 
aliouiid in exceoilliigly Inlorostiiig and valtialdc in- 
formation coiieeniing the history of lier times. They 
have been described as 'one of the finest literary 
nioiuimonts in the l''reiich language." .Many of them 
wore written to her ^daughter, as has boon said 
above; others were to "her cousin, Mons. de Cou- 
langes; and yet othei^s t'o others. They aro charac- 
terized by a simplicity of language, a directness of 
oxprossion, a l)eaut>' of thought that make them un- 
excelled as literary modids. Her conception of th<! 
humorous side of things w;is exquisite. AVlion she 
sets out to relalo some court incident, she catches 
the attention of the reader almost with tho first 
word, and holds it firmly, yet with so light a touch 
that one does not feel It. She has a delicious way 
of postponing the climax of her stories, keeping ex- 
pectation on tip-toe with amusing d.Mails. Her best 
known lotter.s aro those in xvhich she tells of the 
suicide of A'.'itel, and a brief extract from iine ol' 
tlieni will illustrate her st.x le of writing. Tile letter 
is to lier daugiiter, and it begins thus: "Here, tlien, 
I make up my packet, I had Intended to tell yon that 
the King arrived yesterday at Chantilly. He hunted 
a. stag by moonlight; the himps did wonders; the 
tireworks were a little eciinsetl by tho brightiuss of 
our serene friend the moon; but tlie evening, ihc 
supper and the entertainment went off reniai'kably 
well. kUil Willi t do you think 1 learned when I came 
liero'.' i am not yet recovered and hardly know what 
I write. \'atel, tiie groat Vatel. late maltre-d'hotel to 
M. Foquet, and in ttiat capacity with the prince, a 
man so eminently distinguished in taste and whose 
aliilltles were equal to the government of a state — 
this man whom I know so well, finding at eight 
o'clock tills morning that ilio fish he sent for did 
not com<^ at tile time he exiiected it, .'iiid untible lo 
liear the disgrace wlilch be thought would inevitably 
attach to him, ran himself through with his own 
sword." In her second letter she gave fuller details, 
and mentions the interesting fact that the banquet 
hall, whore the king was entertained, was thickly 
strewn with jonqullle.s. Her letter of December 15, 
11)70. to M. do Coul.'inges, in which she describes the 
bothrotlial of tlie Daupblnes.s- to .M. do I^.'iuxen, is 
one Id' tho most amusing- things oxer written. It is 
mui'h too long to be reproduced here, and to ai- 
teiiipl to condense' It would be liojieless. .Sjic'iking oC 
hor work, Gaston Boisaier says, "There is notliing re- 
markable about it except its simplicity and natural- 
ness," and he goes on to say that we are hardly able 
to appreciate their <|ualltle.s until xve read works in 
x'.hiili they are laclJng. Her wit xvas remarkable, 
and it must be conlesscd that she herself f.illy ap- 
Iireciatod il. She ex'idenlly tried to make lior letters 
daiiit.x', elegant and witty, and when she liad ac- 
complished something to her satl.sfactlon was in- 
tensely pleased with It herself. The liUest editions of 
her wttlngs contain over sixteen hundred letters, but 
a considerable number of them were written by oth- 
ers to her, which renders the serie.- of greater value 
in tho light It casts upon contemporary liistor.i' liian 
It could ottierwise have been. 

These letters are almost iiivaliialde from a his- 
torical point of view, because they give an insight 
Into the real life of tho court of Louis XI^^ Tho 
habit of historians has been to represent tho roign 
of that uionarcli as one far removed from any lliat 
preceded or suceeed.ed it. but as Hoissler says: "Tlie 
seventeenth ceiiiurv in ilic hislories is 0111.^ thing, anil 
:;eeking lo become ,'iciiuaiiiteil with it by retu-llng oon- 
teniporary letters is .'inotlier iiii.l a far difl'erent 
thing." The latter is what .Madame do Sevigne en- 
ables us to do, antl It 1« well that she did, or wo 
might not have been able to understand Franco of 
the Eighteenth centur.v, arid without tho latter know- 
ledge, we would bo unable to undorstand aright tho 
tiwful tragedy of the Rovohitlon. Therefore Madame 
de .Sevigne not oiilx' I'urnisliod posterity Willi t«harni- 
ing letters, \vlili;li lii their xva.x' are models of prose 
writing, but she held tlio mirror up to a court con- 
cerning wlioso real character wo might have reinalned 
largely In ignorance but for her. This Imperfect 
.sketch, may be concluded by an observation made by 
Saint Simon In' his Memoirs. This not very cliarit- 
ahlc observer of men, women and events said: "Mad- 
ame de Sevigne, so amiable' and of such oxcelleiit 
ciuiipany, died some Hole after at Urigntiii, at the 
house of her daiigliter, her Idol, xvho merited so little 
to be .'-■n. Tills wimiaii, ))y her natural 'graces, -tho 
sweetness of hor wit, coniiniiiiii'a ted thostjli ti'uiilUlea 
to those who had tliem not. ,she was, besides,, ex- 
tremely good, and knew thoroughly many things 
without ever wishing to appear as If sho knovv any- 
thlijs."

Not a great deal of business was transacted. The 
league appears to be hard up, and Its laclt of funrhs 
.handicaps Its activities for the present, though It will 
probably be able to obtain help from the unions. It 
was decided to hold a public meeting within a few 
(la.va, and there was a long discussion over means of 
extending the agitation throughout British Columbia 
and then to the Middle West and the East. The 
.speeches, however, consisted for the most part of bit- 
ior and indiscriminate denunciation of officials and 
IHiblic men. Threats of secession from the Canadian 
Confederation in case the Dominion government re- 
fused to accede <to the "demands of British Columbia" 
were made. Of reasoned argument there was none, 
except In one speech. The olher.s wore illogical in- 
vective — tlie sort .if tiling lli.at makes ono wonder 
Whether, tifter all, tlie "edLuation" that the working 
man now ol^taln.s l.s (iolng liim any good.

tt.ip. lie is iiessessed of great enci-gy, is an exe.dlent 
.siieakei-, and i.s quite etipablo of organizing agit.ition 
all over the country. This reverend gentleman Is an 



Atiierican citizen, though a native of Nova Scotia. 
He was for. some time a missionary In China, and 
then' came to California and became pastor of a 
church In Oakland. Recently he moved to Vancou- 
ver, where, hois pastor of a .Presbyterian qhurch. In- 
stead of sermons on Sunday evenings ho gives anti- 
Oriental lectures. . - 

As I came away from the Labor-hall, where the 
elorgyman had been telling hla fellow-agltators that 
til.' city ougiit to bo divided inio wards for' the pur- 
po.soa or tlie agitation, and' that leaflets oiight to bo 
distributed to help to spread the movement against 
the "Oriental menace," an Incident that made a deep 
impression upon some few people In the West half-a- 
dozon years ago somehow came to my memory^ Af- 
ter the Boxer outbreak the Buddhist priests of Japan 
sent a letter to tile Christian communists of the Occi- 
dent imploring them not to demand damages froia 
tlie ('iilnese for the missions that had been destroyed, 
as siii li a demand was not in harmony with the spirit 
o!' r. ligion. .\n(l I could not help contrasting this ap- 
lii al liMui 111.- Ii. allien with the attitude of the Chri.s- 
lian ill Vaiieouver — iiiinister of a religion whoso 
I''oiinder pri-aciie.l goi.dwiU to all men. And, if any 
one sliould object tliat it is not ijhilosophleal reflee- 
tion.s of this kind, but practical suggestions, that are 
nei'dcd in iin arliele dealing with this Oriental (pics- 
li.oi .III Ilie Paiifle coast, I woiil.i reply that liie atti- 
linl.' i>{ the idi.rgy and the t..-aclier.s l.s u( the very 
gi-. al.si liiipiirt.ince, that so far as can lie seen the 
only possible means of dealing with the violent a.gl- 
talion is lliiiiugii a coiimer-agitation. thai the only 
liojic lies in the erf.a-ts of those whoso duty it is t.i 
teacii and enlighten the iieople. 

iKiioranC? has been at the bottom of the violent 
event.* on (lie I'acifie Coast — ignorance played imon 
by tlios.^ wli.i see in tlie cry for the expulsion of the 
Asiatics (it Is no longer merely exclusion now) an 
otipoi-tuiiity to further their own end.s; ignorance 
wbieli lire, lis liystericai foiir of competition in labor; 
inaliiliiy to realize that the rough labor which tlio 
Orientals siipiily, and wliioh the whites do not, is this 
on.' tiling wlii. b is at tli.;. present time an absolute 
neressil.'.- in tins woiiilerful now country; inability to 
rotUizi: thai every hard-working Chinese, or Japanese, 
or Mindu who n.iw comes to tlie coast makes It pos- 
sible for more white men to siKtlo hero and prosper. 
White Labor Unobtainable 

A Journey through British , Columbia, and then 
south through the states of Washington, Oregon, and 
California, is one of the most remarkable experiences 
imaginable. The richness of the oounrty Is Inde- 
scrlbiibio, incredible to those who have not seen It. 
In no otiier part of tlie world has nature been ."o 
l.ivisli of all lu'r gift"^. Sunshine and flowers, snow- 
eiplieil iiioiintains and sjiloivdid rivers, fruit and lum- ' 
b.'r. plateaus f.n' grazing und valleys for corn; gold, 
silver, copper, coal— even to oatalOgUO the products 
of this marvidlous region would take a column. The 
ricliness of ("•aiifornia is by now generally realized 
abroad, but tlie potential wealth of tlie cntmtry to tho 
north is, I believe, almost unknown. Tho wliolo Pa- 
eifii' shipe is awaiting development. Even In Callfor- 
iii.i tbei-i' is room f.ir millions of people, while tho rest 
of till- i^omitiy has liar.lh' been touclied. As if to 
.•.iniplete the tale of g.iod gifts for tiii;- part of tho 
u'.ii l.l. tlii-r.^ is Jusl aeros.s the ocean a supply of ox- 
cidb iit. clie.ip, e.iiiy oblalnahle Uibor. If lhat labor 
is not provided the Pacific slope cannot be dovolopod 



—at any rate, its progreas win be retarded Indeflnite- 
ly. This is no haphazard statemeht; It Is the result, 
of Investigation. The simple truth Is, white labor 
canot be obtained. Ask the f.'ult growers of Fresno 
county, California, or of tl»e Okanagan, Columbia, 
Kootenay, and Frasor valleys In British 'Columbia. 
They will tell you that enormous (juantltles o£ fruit 
have been wasted because white men will not pluck 
and pack it. Why are proprietors of orange groves 
in California cutting down tlielr trees? Because tliey 
have eomo to the conclusion tliat the labor probioiii 
is insoluble. ..\sk any ulilelal of a rtillway mainten- 
ance of way department on the coast what he woulil 
do witliout Oriental iaburers. Aslc the proprietors of 
lumber mills why thoy have not been able to keep 
pace witli their 'irders in recent months.* 

Mr. Alexander .McLaren, a well-known mlllowner, 
tells tho story. He says:-^ 

"We employ Chlniese, Japanese, and Hindus In our 
mills. Wo. are forced to employ thonni*' for tjiere is 
ver.v little common white labor to be had, and what 
there is is little bettor than the "hobo" type. What I 
mean Is, they will work a little while,. Just long en- 
ough for us to get them broken into their work, and 
tlieu the.v will move on to some otiier joii. On the 
other haml. we liave the Oriental day In and day out. 
He tloes his work well and we liave no trouble. Tliey 
are Ih ln^: in lioiises thai we liav.' built for them, pay 
their rem regularly, am! usually the Chinese and .lap- 
!ims,. arc far more cleanly than the eonimon while 
laboi-. IS. W.' have ('liiiicsi' and .lapanes.' wlio liav.^ 
bci'ii in our einploN ineiil for. seven y.-ars, some of 
ill. 'Ill having l.e.-n lioni.' an. I back ai^-aln. If any of 
til. Ill uaiil t.i gel aw.ay f.ir a while: tliev arraiig.; to 
hav.' ..th.TS t.ik,. th.-ii- ..laC's; tli.'v show s..iii,' .'..n- 
sidiT.iti.m for the Inl.T. sIs of their iMii|.loeer. While 
men ari' holding all 111.- Imporl.anI aii.l bigli-wage iio- 
silliuis In our mills. 'I'h.'se iiiiui are all i-iglit, (hey .are 
the skilb'il lalior.'rs, but it is the eomiii.m while liibor- 
ers (hat w.; have thai ac no g.iod. 'i'lie I'hineia' sup- 
ply neeess.iry ialior wiiii'h I could not .get white men 
to (in. Nor are we the .iiil.\- om-s dependiuit iiiioii this 
foreign labor. 'I'iie Chines., ari; widl suited for laiiii- 
dry work and other tilings which a white m.-in will 
not take up. .Many li..us.di.il,ls ar.' dependent upon 
the f'liinese and .Japanese f.ir iloiiiestic work, 

"I^i.dyard Kliiling sjieaks alioiit iiourliig wiiile 
peopit! into llio country, and 1 ;un agreeing with hiiii. 
We want to sec this grow to a wliite nian'.'^ country, 
bill In the meanlinie tin' business of tlie country lias 
to go on. If the ideas of tli.. nienilKU's of the JJomiii- 
lon house from Britisli t'.dunibia and tlio labor unions 
had been carried out, our mills would probably have 
Hhul down, and in any case would he seriously crip- 
plod. This applies not only to tlie aaw mills, but also 
to the fisheries and the agricultural industries. I 
Raw fruit going to waste upon the trees, and It would 
have been sent down through the eastern provinces 
If anybody had been there to pick it. A friend of 
mine saw 210 white laborers reading tho papers In the 
Carnegie library at the period when every ono was 
calling for labor. You can, eqe from this how anxious 
the white laborers are to helj solve the problem-" 

In tho nature of things It Is, with the exception of 
the "drifters," only the mote enterprlzlng cliiss of 
immigrants that arrives on. the Pacific coast.' When 
.such Immigrants. do consent to dn rough laib'or or work 
regarded as unpleasant llicy stay ut it only until they 
have saved enough money to start in some Industry 
on their own account. All bjong tho C9a8t, for In- 



stance, white 'ddme'stic servari{^'"1&:rii,5i)taot:ic^^^ 
obtainable. Girls who ari-I-ve her6:>froni Europe' are 
not tempted by''the."vvage8 «ffere&"to them^ — wi'ia^eres 
which' would seem alniost fabifloui at home. A nood 
white servant can earnytrom £'12 'to ■£ 15 a mo/nth 
and obtain all Horts of privileges unheard of in il.tur- 
ope. Next to English servants, Chinese are the Ifccist 
in tho world. What has been the effect of the ox- 
clusion policy of the United States, and the alaiiost 
prohibitive he,-<a tax ($.''iOO) in British Columbia? ;In 
the latter country the wagi's of a <?lunc-se cook before 
the .Net raising the tux y.'OO w.as passod ainoij.rted 
to from U ;>' to.sjr. ,a month. N.iw a Clilnese cool; in 
Vanouver ensls ,Cij to Ula a nionlh, and he n.'fuscs 
any longer to .'.o .general housew.erk and sometimes 
demands an assistant. in .San l'''raneiseo a .good 
CMilncse h.iuseh.ild cook is paid from -CIO to iifl a 
month. An hotel cook can obtain .CiO. 

This Is the labor situation. What, In tlic face ot 
it, Is ihe attitude ot the people, or, at any-ratje, the 
attilnd'i of those who are making tluimsclves Iicftrd? 
It was exin-ossed by the Kan Francisco Call In a lead- 
ing article yesterda.v, a rejily to an article by Mr. 
.l..aiiuiii Miller, Uie iioet, in which lie told how hr; had 
recently seen frulL roltln.g by the linndrt'd.s of tens 
In (;ir.-gon, Washington, and Idaho. The Csiil said: — 
"We do not want .another raci' problem on wir hands, 
even if iliere Is ni vi'r to be an.Uher stewnj pvune in 
C'allCoinia." Which is v.a'.v much more to the point 
than most of what has heon written on the riuestion. 
Til.' fall, and the people whom it repre.sent"J, would 
maiie .if the Pacific coast a great Tom Tiddler's 
gr.uiii.I. 

-Vow, there is nothing in wlileh I havo w'rilten in 
til., f.ir.'g-oirif,' \vhi"li is iuteii.le.l as an iixpreasiun of 
opini.Mi on the chief iirobliun ill conect-'ion Willi this 
most dllli.ullt of international nuetdions. Wliat 1 said 
ab'iiit 111., results of ignoi-.ant liysteri.a was meant to 
apply only to Urns.- dciilorable acts of violence which 
iiave been occurring reenilx- in tie,' Cnit.-d States 
and Canada. Since llie San i'laneise.) boar<l of edu- 
cation a year ago, by Issuing its utterly indefen.sl hie 
order excluding the handful of Japanese who had been 
attending the public schools, drew tho attention of 
the world to what Is called .the "race problem" on 
the coast, thousands of articles have been written on 
the subject, statesmen, officials, and writers hjive boon 
sent to Investigate it, legl.slatures havcj debated it, 
chancelleries have corresponded about It, and tlie 
not result nf it all has been — whal'.' 

Fears of the "Yellow Peril." 

.V certain el reiimst.mcc in connection with tliG 
situation in Vancouver, hitherto, 1 believe, not re- 
marked by those who hav.' written on the subject, 
sei-ms to me t... throw some light on the prolileiu. Be- 
fore tile middle of .Seinemlxn- there wci-e, outside the 
Iioliticians. only two classes in the c.iiiiiiiiDiity which 
took any active Interest in tho Oriental qu.'stion. The 
capitalists, the leaders of industr>-, the eiriiiioyers of 
unskilled labor, the men, in short, who are respon.s- 
Ible for tho development of, British Coliunbia, wore 
anxious for the iramlgratlQn of Asiatics, well know.', .g 
how powerless they "^themselves virero to accompllsii 
their objects if only white labor wore available. The 
labor union element,, led ,by Canadian and American 
agltatoTsi and with a following .of .ttie usual ragti'.g 
an^ bobtail, of a l?aciflc coast city, wanted the ex- 
clusion of all, Orientals. The mlddld ^classes -wtsre 
neutral taking no rnore Interest in the question than ■" 
d^ tbo pfeople of Winnipeg or Calgary todav. 



■Then came the riot. One would think ihat thi* 
unprovoked attack on the Asiatics ••wottld • Hp.'Vfe re- 
smted;in a great voutbreak of sy«»p4thy'f<Jr.xtri*m-:on 
tiie;:paf£ .of all the unprejudloed/peopte inWdWOT^ 
Just 'the ;■ reverse occurred, ■andt'the:'iJ«a80ti'i^Ss.'?thl8. 
A few hour? after tho riot iall.:the^JdiJa;i<dae^Iri> town 
bad.-^organlzod 1 themselves :f or Sp'toteitto^ 
tliat the' Japanese quarter.' dbuld'haViaiae^feiideid Itself 
against an army. There were' afniSdi-.'guards every- 
where, pickets ^were '4tettltfn'«!d«at?ialltHte ' approaches, 
the entire quarter was an arriiod camp,''niodolled after 
the most- approved methods. And the people of Van- 
couver have become frightened. This extraordinary 
"ixhlbitlon of efflclency stdrt'led them,' "and sof them 
thinking. After all, they arc asking themselvos, Is 
there something in the. talk of. a "■'Vcllow Peril," of an 
Asiatic power with houndlc.ib ambition, whose sub- 
jects, wherever they go, strive aUvays for " the honr 
and glory of their fatherland and lose no possible op- 
portunity of serving it, each one of them becoming -: 
an unolHclal spy, each one of them ready at tlio word 
to commit any act of treachery toward the Avhitos? ' 

But this growing suspicion ot Japan arid the Jap- 
anese on Die part ot thoughtful people is another 
attest Ion. It is In the air. To the Inhablta'rits of tho 
Pacific coast tlie Gorman Kaiser's famous cartoon 
has become a reality, the "Yellow Peril" exists. The 
agitation against the Chinese was Industrial entirely, 
and now, after It has siuccecded, a good many pcrson.s 
can be found In every part of the coast who are will- 
ing to admit th.it the exclusion of the Chinese was 
one of the most foolish things ever done, and ono of .•^', 
the most di.sastrous. Even as far ea.«;t as Win- .'1 
nipeg the p.'ople are askini-; why they cannot get • 
Chinese for domestic service. •'■ 

Industrially, there ought to be no "Asiatic prob- :'. 
loin " Surely it is significant that the „two most 
prosperous and rapidly growing cities ortStlie coast, • 
Seattle and t..os Angele.-, are the two cities of which, 
so far, the inhabitants iiave resolutely ojiposod anti- 
Asiatic agitation and in which Asiatic labor ' i.s ' most 
encouraged and Asiatics are best treated. The cry 
that tile Orientals arc coming in so qulckly'that the 
Pacific coast is in danger of becoming an "annex of ■'; 
-•Vsia" Is absurd. The recent Immigration tlgiiroa havn 
doubtless been published In London, and doubtless, 
too, they have caused many an astonished exclama- 
tion at the little cause which has led to such largo 
results. 

The true peril Is the racial distrust and hatred, 
which is, being fanned in every possible way. The 
press, decent and "yellow," not only liere but in Ihe..' 
oast, Is doing Its best to encourage It, the magazines ■ 
are aiding it, the agitators carry It to the houses of . 
the humble. Before long the entire Pacific -coast,.;,;;; 
from San Diego to Alaska, will be affected by it. The ',' 
coast is putting Itself In an attitude of defiance of . 
Asia, at a time when Asia, rousing herself from her 
long sleep, is beglnlng to realize her strength. And, 
while we are about It, we might as well be perfectl.v, 
honest. - At the bottom of the ^feeling towards -Japan,! 
Is nthe -liellefr^thtiuBh jtiot 'one ^ihah In a thousand on'^.-; 
the coast would be' willing to admit It — that -tho 
whites are In the presence of a civilization more ef- 
ficient than their owm. 

"No one on this earth. Sir Wilfrid, Is strong en- 
ough to settle this question," said a recent visitor to 
a well-known statesman. Lot us hope that he was 
mistaken. But it Is evident that It the problem la to 
*p solved; the solution must come from Tokio.

THE DIRIGIBLE AIR-SHIP IN WAR 

It Is quite easy to tako too seriously the suocess- 
ful performance of the Nulil Secundus, the British 
army airship that astonished thousands of London- 
ers tho other day by sailing over tho c4ty, and obey- 
ing tbo will of Us hclmsniian like a catboat, says a. 
writer In the Toronto JIall and Empire. That the 
feat of the Nuill .Secundus was a remarkable one 
must be admitteii and th.- contrivance can hi' saluted, 
as the greatest balloon ev.-r d. vised; but it is nol 
ea.-,\- to see to what practical uses the airship cm be 
lint.

We did not need tlie Nulli .Secundus to lu-ove that a 
balloon fitted with a motor could be built, to fly 
through the air at a great rale of spe-.-d in calm wea- 
ther. That the army airship had diliicuity in keep- 
ing an even !n>(>l In the moderate brei;-:'.e lhat was 
blowing is rm-ealed In the telegnipliic despaleh. A 
sudden sijuall put the Wellinaii airship that was to 
reach the north pole out of commission; and it was 
fortunate for the Intrepid essayist that tlio disaster 
occurred at the beginning of tlio proposed trip. Oth- 
erwise his fate might have been that of poor Andre. 
Wore there no such thing as a wind, we might now 
freely admit that the question of aerial navigation 
has been solved. 

The cable tells us that the wind In wliicii liie 
Nulli Secundus made her trial was blowing at the 
rate of ten miles an liour, a velocity which is above 
the average on tho .surface of the earth, but not 
half as high as the average winds at tiio altitude in 
which the airship may be expected to perform. Even 
at such a modest height ds the Klffel tower, the av- 
erage velocltj* of tho wind'' Is eighteen mlXeB an hour, 
and, as the old saying goes, "tho higher the faster." 
To be capable of flying a little higher than the Eiffel 
tower, a dirigible balloon would need to be capable of 
forty miles an hour In calm weather, or twenty miles 
an hour against an average head wind, ' for, as tho 
London Spectator remarks, no smaller speed is por- 
missibio for a serious aid to locomotion in these 
days. 

At forty miles an hour the resistance of the at- 
mosphere becomes a very serious factor, as every 
motorist knows, and tho conoeinsus of experts Is that 
there Is no material of which gas bags might be 
compo.sed that Is capable of retaining Its shape or 
texture for any length pf time unfler such a pressure. 
It noods metal to .stand up to take the punishment ot 
wind resistance at forty miles tin hour. It is con- 
tended that Ihe foreiiiiing facts relegate the dirigible 
balloon to the scieiidfle toy class; and (hose ^vhn 
know l est belie\e ili;it in tlie direction of aeroplanes 
or kites- the real solution ot the gretit problem wdll be 
found. In natur.' tin n. Is nothing like a balloon; 
every flying creatiir,. Is hejivier than the air, and in- 
ventors seem to be oil the wrong track when tlioy 
siM'k to iin|iro\-i. on Ilie frigale bird or the hawk as 
models for aerial iia\'igal ion. ^

E VIE WING the new book. Just Issued ."The 
Letters of Edward Lear," . .-the London 
.Standard says: ■. ' : 

Apart from tho immortal "Nonsense 
Verses" and the' droll arid Inltlmable pic- 
tures with which they are'lllustrated, curi- 
ously little is known by most' people 
-il'out the shy and attractive personality 
of h:dward Lear. Lady Strachey has 
therefore done well in tho absence of any biography, 
liowe\-er slight, to puldish these Letters willi just a 
suffli'ietit thread of narrative, to link thom togellier. 
.She herself is one of the fortunate poople whose 
childhood was made glad .'it a iieriod wlujn humor 
was not much in e\-lileiu'e in hooks for the young, by 
wliat she c.'ills liis inimitable fun and frolic. Like 
till' m,-ijorily of humorists, there was in Lear a dis- 
liu. l V. in o|- sadn.-ss, jiarlly due to .".rj inlierited ten- 
ilem-.\-, but .luite as mu(-h owing to his hai-d struggle 
I'.ii- a li-.-eliho.iiI rliii-iiig the friendless days of his 
own youth, ll is mn eas.\- to gel at tlie facts of Lear'i^ 
life, even with th'e help of this volume, but a rough 
outline of Ills career is .it leasl possible, lie was born 
In ISIU' at Highgate, ;uid died In 18SS at San Bcmo. 
Me was of i;).inis;i e.xiraction, though tho family had 
been n:ilur,-ili;;.-d in 1-higland for n generation or two. 
The youngi-si of t weiit.\--oiu' children, l^ear, as a mere 
lad, was cast on liis own resources. Al rifteen ho 
was already earning his living by painting pictures 
of birds, and coloring prints, screens, and fans, witii 
his fanciful designs. As far back as 1832 he brought 
out an elaborate collection of colored, ornithological 
drawings. His pictures of parrots were so exquisite 
and accurate that they attracted the attention of tlie 
experts of the British Museum, and particularly Mr. 
G. A. Gould, who put* fresh work In his way. Life 
often turns on a fortunate chance, .jind/It was so In 
the case of Lear. He was still, a strug;gllng jroung 
artist, liard at work painting- the birds: at the Zoo- 
logical Gardens, when lie attra'cted. the'Iattendon of a 
casual visitor. The -story Is p^rbapis.'-best -told In 
Lady Strachey's own words: ' ^. .•' -r

Kdwavd Lear had then the honor of giving drawing 
lessons V> Queefj.jVlotoria. Ho used to tell two stories 
ot his experiences in regard to a position of vyhich hei 
wa.s naturally-proud. It seems that he had a habit 
wherever lib wont of striding up to the hearthrup, 
and' quite unconsciously at Windsor ho followed his 
usual .'course; — "Ho observed that whenever he toolc 
up this position tho lord-in-w.aiting or private secie- 
tory who vva.s in attendance itcpt luring him ayvay, 
either wltji a pretext of looking at, a picture of some 



object of Interest. After each interlude he made 
again for tlie hearthrug, and tho same thing was re- 
peated. It was only at^terwards that ho discovered 
that to stand where he had done was not etiquette." 
On another occasion the Queen was showing hini ' 
some priceless treasures in cabinets in the Palace, 
and explaining their' hWtory to hlrri: \ 

'■'/Lear, entirely cairied -away by the wonderful in- 
terest and beauty of what he saw, became totally ob- 
livious -Of all -pth^rsXacrto,' -anddn-nhe excitement and 
forgetfulness of''the;momSnt igjciclalmod, 'Oh!.. how did 
you get all these beautiful tbitnBs?.' Her.MaJostir's 
answer, as he said, was ^an -wccellent -one-^JdBa..'.!^yet 
terse, and full of thie dignity of a :.gub,en, ,'Itlnherlted 
them, Jlr. Lear.'" 

Now as to the Letters themselves. Lear's -humor 
apparently .spent Itself In his droll rhymes and gro- 
lesojiG pictures. In the latter of which his knowledge 
of ornithology was turned to admirable account. We 
say this because, with all respect to Lady Strachey, 
the great majority of the Letters wliich.she prints ', 
in Uiese pages, tiiough tiiero is plenty Of sln'owd ob 
servtilion In them, reveal very little humor,, unless, ' ' 
indeed, we are prepared to throw up our caps at that 
form of it which consists in deliberate and excruclat- • 
ing freak's of spelling. We confess that we are not 
greatly allured by constant allusion to his friend as 
"•lOscuo" or diverted over much by verbal absuvdillos 
liko "pbits of coffin." A little of that kind of thing; 
goes a long way, and grows more than slightly fa- 
tiguing by constant repetition. From 1864 to 1876 
Lear spent his -winters in Nice, Malta, Egypt, or 
Cannes — flights towards the sun which were dtie 
partly lo his love of travel and as much to bad health. 
His summer.s were spent in I..ondon or in visits to 
country houses in different parts of England.- His 
last years were .passed at llio little artistic retreat ho 
had made for lilmself In the Kivera, and at San Reiiio 
he died. He always had the vagabond instinct, and 
•vra.8 as much at home -in Italy or Greece as i»> Pic- 
t;adllly,-but be nevor returned from his foreign ' travel 
without portfolios of beautiful sketches. Palestine 
was one of the i)laoe8 which early a^^tractledVhim,. for 
he was always' responsive to the rpoetry of ' asspdatlon 
and nothing dellghtcd .hlsi more tban to wander 'about 
with his sketch book ln.'cU<sa1c lands. - .';;» ..-',-'i V--.- ■ 
Amongst his Irlends In England- he' numbered-,-. Al- 
fred Tennyson and his wife. Tho latter ho- always 
regarded as a perfect woman: — - . • . 

"My visit to Farringford was very delightful in 
many ways. I should tliink, computing moderutely, 
that fifteen angels, several hundreds of ordinary wo- 
men, many philosophers, a. heap of truly wise and 
kind mothers, three or four minor prophets, and ,1 
lot of doctors and school inistresses, might all bo 
boiled down, and yet their combined essence fall short ' 
nf what I'huliy Tennyson really is. And the two 
boys are complete little darlings. Alfred T. went up 
to town Friday, and I hope the 'Idylls of the King' 
will come out very soon. You will bo more delighted 
with Kialne and Guinevere than you can imagine." 

A good many famous people come into view In 
these pages, but for the most part only in tantalizing, 
p;i.ssing allusion, and chiefly In .a qulKnicai manner. 
Chichester Fortescne kept him posted up with tho 
latest poilllcal news, and from tlio ends of this earth 
came back Lear's dr.v coiiimeiits on the cut and thrust 
of iiollllcs In I'lngland ti.s liis friend reportod them, 
spliced into lelti is descriiitivo of his own atlventuroH 
with iiriguiuls and all sorts of alrango catt?o. Lc.ir, 
like most men who live alone, had a plentiful stock 
of robust, prejudices, and was, moreover, not exempt 
from mortal antipathies, though under his passiu;; 
snarls' at/men. and things there always runs a vein 
of £uh,ahd :good'hum'or. Tho Royal Academy was not 
at airitofbls;p>lnd. He is writing In 1863;-^'!I wish 
the whole-thinffjwiere abolished— for as- It is now It is 
di.sgra;Ceful;,vi;.ThJrjty -Tniehsselfrdeql^^ a& the; thirty 
greatest palhtii's "in Enjglahdi 'yet having In thelu- 
body unheard of nonentities, while Watts, Linnell. 
Hunt, 'Mafldox Brown, and many more are condemned 
to btndal extinction." Hero is a glimpse of ono of 
the painters just named who, happily, still 8ur\'lvo3, 
and with it we must end this notice of a breezy dis- 
cursive book: "Holman Hunt writes very amusingly 
from Oxford, near which he is painting In a field. But 
he has been discovered, and people send him out 
luncheons, and troops of ladles trudge across fieUlB 
with their albums for his autograph." There are 
many pictures in the book, a few good stories, sorrie 
fine descriptions of scenery abroad, and a great deal

Potted plants in flower fu-o preferable to cut flow- 
er.s because they last longtf and many of them can 
be kept over until next Christmas. The brightest red 
color Is seen' In tho*polnsettla„ but its endurance Is 
short once. It Is taken away from hothoiise condl- 
tlon.s. 

The Most Profuse of Flowers 

For the greatest profusion of flower, the Ololre do 
Lorraine begonia Is the best plant, but the flowers 
are pink, not red, yet-^they have sufficient suggestion 
of warmth to make them acceptable.- Biit it Is chief- 
ly because of tlioir extraordinary profusion that they 
liave become so popular.

Cut it down after the flowers fadfe and encoucage a

The Cheapest Flowering Plant 

The most easily grown and the clieupest flower- 
ing plant of the -=;.-^ason is the gcninliini. .•\ii,\iHiily 
can keep it growin;; after the flowers liave I'.idcd and 
can confidently count upon a succession I of flower 
heads untH the weather becomes warm enough to set 
the plant outdoors. 

The geranium is one of the best subjects foi' tlie 
beginner in gardening to . play with, and mucl.' 
pleasure can be derived from raising new plants fiom 
cuttings. These arp made from the ends of the 
; shoots, and taking them off will ,make the parent 
plant more stocky. _The removed shoots can be put 
Into any light, well drained soil and are almost sure 
to 'strike" and in,i!;e roots. 

In the more modern kinds, llie individual flowers 
are often about two Inches across, but the best Newt 
Tear's colors are still found In some of the older fa- 
vorites. 

Amateurs who want to have their geraniunTs hi 
: tlower on New Year's must .start the plants into 
growth earl.v^ in the summer, not letting tliem flower 
before the winter.

A Side Profit From Geraniums 



T.,ast spring I sold a lot of geraniums for ten 
cents a iiiece or one dollar per dozen. Theae plants 
were grown from cuttlii.gs and were wintered In a 
hothed. Tlie.v were larger than the plants that could 
be bought from tlie nedgliljoriiig greenhouses, wore 
■better tilde to stand cold imd could be planted out 
earlier ;iiid were so \igiirous that h:id I cared to, I 
ciiuld h.-ive sold the entire stoclc. 

.After saving ail I could use in in.v own garden 
T sold enough to more tlum pa>- for llie slight trouble 
of caring fo]. t;,,. ..-ijpH during tlie winter. Last win- 
ter was niiki, i)Ut even in a cold winter the plants 
are much better when growing in th.o hotbed than 
ill tiie in'crage house. ' 

Just liefin-c the lirst frost comes L prepare a hot- 
lied ill which to grow niy geraniums for next stnn- 
iner's Mower garden. I make the hotbod 3x9ft. The 
soil is removed to a depth of eighteen' Inches,. which 
is deei) enough in this climate. • • . . . . ■.'. •■-: 

Equal quantities of fresh horse manure and leaves i 
are mixed together and put In a shed -where they 
will bo protected from the weather, and" tramped 
down to allow of fermentation. After three days the 
pile is thoroughly stirred with a fork and again al- 
lowed to remain undisturbed for two or three days, 
v/hen it Is ready to bo made into a hotbed. 

A depth of twelve inclies is filled in and .thorough- 
ly tfitinpcd down. A wooden frame eighteen Inches 
high in the back and twelve in front, sloping toward 
tlie south to catch tlio suiisliino, is placed over the 
bed. 

A length of old matting is now put over the 
fr.iine and the bed is allowed to stand two or tlireo 
days until tiie manure reaches a temperature of 
abliui 'JO degrees. Tlien six inches of light mellow 
soil is ])iaced over the manure and all geranium 
plants arc taken from the flower garden, made into 
cuttings and planted in the hotbed as close togetlier 
as tlicy will stand. 1 u.sually get about three hun- 
dred in my :!x9 bed. 

1 cover tlic beds with the matting to protect the 
cuttings from frost at night, leaving it on during 
the day if there is danger of freezing. Of course the 
weight of the matting must not fall upon the plants, 
and it must be securely fastened all along the edges 
so no bri'cze can lift itiand aUow .a, draft ;to .blo>v '

AVben the really cold -weathei;. comes .the matting 
is replaced by iHStbea'sashesj'and.-^the . usual caro-'lrii 
regulating hotbeds'- given; '. • ■•■ ' . 

The matting Is covering enough in this climate 
for most of the vvlnter and makes the plants 'less 
lender. 

T^asi winter, having need of all sashes on other 
la ils, I used onlv the matting covering with a rub- 
ber lilaiikct on top during hard freezes. In February 
the weatlier bureau warned us that there would be a 
ft w days of intense cold. Taking a barrel of leaves-; 
1 tilled "the hotbed until the tops of the plants: were 
well covered, replaced the matting, but not the rub-- 
her bla.ntet At the end of the COld spell 'the leaves 
xvcre removed, and idtliough many plants In pits and 
ill bouses were frozen, my geraniums- came' through 
in perfect condition. ■ ' " .' '.'':' 

1 always have sulllclent leaves for suo'h.' emer- 
gencies bi;ciiusc a great many, raked up from our 
lawns in tb(? fall, are put In 'burlap sacks oir barrels 
and stored In the woodshed for use In hotbeds; cov- 
ering plants, and putting under melon and cucumber 
vines In the spring.— 51. C. Wood. . ^ 

Orchard Fertilizers 

Prolilenis relating to tiie fertilization of fruit lands 
■ire very local and ciein'nd upon tlic physical' condi- 
tions of' tlie soil and liie amouuL of available plant 
food wliicli it contains. Generally speaking fruits re- 
iiuire large quantities of iJOtiish to liring tlieni to 
their liigliest stale of development, but liberal sup- 
idies of'otlur plain, fooiis are also essential. 

'i'he onl\- wa.\- of deteriiiining wiial is neces.sary Is 

10 iiilelligeiitiv 'study tin; belun'ior of the trees and 
lie go\a;rned thereby. A series of experiments in . 
whicii ilil'ferent comliintitioiis and different quantities 
of plant foods are used is always of great assistance 
in determining noon an ocopomlcal use of fertlllssers, 
ill fticL such a line of experiments is the only way of 
getting deli.ltc data upon the subject. . 

The fact needs emphasis, however, that the pro- 
duction of heavy crops of fruit isa severe drain up- 
on ilic fertility of the soli and unless some means are 
resorted to for the purpose of maintaining It, soil ex-, 
liaustion win sooner or later follow, resulting in un- 
liroductive orchards. 

The economical use of fertilizers is based oin the 
natural producing capacity of the soli. It. follows 
then from this that a combination of , plant foods 
which is suited to a particular orchard is not neces- 
sarily suited to any other. In tact it would not be 
unless the condltioris of soli fertility were the same. 
Such a series of experiments as suggested., above 
would reveal In the best ■way possible, 'what; these oon- 
dltlons are, thereby making an economical use of for- 
tilliser possible. 

The use of cover crops in cimncction uilli thn 
growing of fruits is closcdy allied to the ferliiizer 
problem, inasmucli as they arc both fundamental fac- 
tors in soil fertility. 

The producing capacii.\ of the soil Is as much ds- 
pondent upon its physical condition as it Is upon the 
amount of plant food it may contain. 

The chief factor governing the phy.sical condition 
of the soil is the , amount of humus or decaying 
vegetable matter It .contains. It is in this connection 
that cover crops may be made to serve so important 

11 jinrpose. 

Cover crops .are of two (dasse.s: Legunien which 
have the power of gathering nitrogen from the air, so 
tiiat when they are iiiotiglied under and decay thn 
soil is actually riclier in nitrogen than it was before 
and tlie iion-nltrogeii gathering jilants which wlien 
Llicy Ijeconie' iiicorjiorated witii the soil leave it littla 
rielier in plant food than it was before, though tho 
presence of the decaying vegetable matter tbu.s added 
lo the soil improves its pliysical condition and mnlcc.i 
it n\iu-e prodiudive. 

ijf tli(^ leguminous cov.'r crops the various kInd.'J 
of clovrrs are i:i''rliaiis of greatest value, though tha 
(inestion of value is soiiiewlial deiicndent upon locu- 
tion and otiicr cfinditloiis. (.)tlicr crops of. th{^i cla.i,"! 
freriueiitl,\- used for the purpose in (|ue«tlon are 
vot(dies, field peas, etc. Rye, liuckwlieat, rape and 
the nice arc the more cominon iion-loguminouH plants 

Other tilings being e(|ual the best time to sow the 
cover crij)i is at the last cultivation of tlie orchiU'd 
for ilic season — at about the middle of .Tulj' — allowing 
it to reniiiiii upon the ground until the first worki'rvgl 
of the soil tile i'ollowing spring. A^nrious factors, 
.however, will influence tlu! dcttill.'^ of management. 
If in the .iudgmeni of llie grower tho soil needs more 
nitrogen one of tlie Uguniinnun crops should be 
sown. If only the m.alntenacc of tlie hiiinuB Ik ni;- 
cessary, together wltli the iirotoctlon of the aoW dur- 
ing winter then one of the non-lomumlnons crup.1

A New Poultry-House 

I HE nature and habits of tlio donii'-stu: 
lien lie iifit rcqr, iro tliiil her Khelter 
1)0 voiy oxiK'ii.sivc. U is doubtful Jf 
any two j)oull.ry-lv('Oi)or.s would be 
iinpressud in .exactly tin,' .same way 
by any given style of bouse, for no 
two people are alike. Ileus will ntit 
thrl\-e in dark or danip places. It is 
tliercffore iinperat i \(> tliat a ponltrv' 
lioase slinuld be cli \-. And if the birds 
arc obllKi'd to remain indoor.s for Ions' 
j/riiulii. Clio floor-space should re- 
ceive the direct light of the sun for 
a portion nf the da;- at least. 

HiMis are exci'oilinKly sensitive to drafts, anil will 
certainl.N- suffer it' not slilclded from tlii-ni, especially 
while on the roosts at nlKlit. Ueing by nature an 
outdoor animal, I lie hen will not long retain good 
hoalti! it she is deprived, day or night, of pure air 
L'luuxed with o.xy;,-cii. 

Different eliiiudi.-s ileinand different eonstrnetion 
of poultry luiiises. 'Phc rau.i;e of temperature in 
wliich ben.s are eoiti fi irtalile is ureal. A liealtiiy, 
well-fed ."icratehiUK lien will imt feel cold with ti'U or 
twelve decrees of frost, ljut she will be decidedly un- 
comfortable at eigluy de.^:roeK of ileal. ICxci'Ssive 
heat ruins more luiis and more viss records than ex- 
cessive eidd, and .'^hould be Kuarded ayainst witli 
equal care. Tlierefcire, our poultr.v houses should be 
so constructed that the confined hens will be as com- 
fortable as possible day and night, summer and win- 
ter.

The i^artition between the twu roost 
rooniH divides the liouse into two etiuai jiens, tlie lu 
hy 12 ft. space nt each ending beins; a scratcbins- 
shed, Tlie roost rooms each have a closed front, in 
vvliich is ii window. At tlie bade of each roost room 
is a dropidng:s platform. - inches fi-om tlie floor. 
About one foot above this are the mosts, two in num- 
ber, level, and distant about one foot from each oth(>r, 
and about the same distani-e from tiie n^ar wall and 
tlie front ed.!,'e of tlie platform, respectively, 

'i''liat jiortion of tlie roost room occupied b.v the 
roosts is roofed <n-er at a liei.crht of live feet from the 
floor. This makes it possible, in sections where winter 
temperiilures fall to below Kcro, to shut in the rrxisi- 
ing birds at niglit by means of curtains, makiiif,' a 
.small, closed apartment that will held the aninuu 
lieat'of the birds during- the lon^. colil winter nif,'lily, 
Tlie boards ovt-r the roost rooms slitaild l)e iiar- 
I'ow boards, and about one incli apart, and the sjiace 
between tills roust ing-a])ai'tnient roof and the roof of 
the main liouse slioidd be filled with hay or straw 
during tlie winter inontlis, and removed in the spring 
tQ the floor of the scrutchiiig-shed. The openings 
may be covered with netting in summer to prevent 
the birds getting from one pen to the other, when the 
straw Is removed. The front of the seratching-sheds 
is closed as follows: The first IS inches above the 
sill is boarded, the next 30 inches are glass 'windows, 
and the remainder of the space to the plate i • curtain, 
fvhlch can be raised at any time, and should be raised 
all ^hp time in the sunjmer montl\s, when the win- 
dows of the scratching-shed should be removed, and 
the space may be covered with netting. The roof, 
■which slopes to the front, should have a projection of 
J2 to 15 inches, but will do without any projection at 
the endE or back of the house. I like this sloping 
roof to the front, because, while the floor-space in 
the scratching- slied gets the sunlight In the winter 
months, when tlie sun run.s low, it Is shaded by the 
projecting eavo durins tlie summer, when the sun 
runs liiprli. I am aware nearl.\' all iinultr.N'nien do not 
favi.n- this stylo of roof, but 1 do, as experience teaciies 
that tins style, witli low front and high bacic, is 
cooler in suninior and warmer In winter than any 
cdher st\ le nf house that I have seen; and the low 
front and ibo projeetiiiR: eave— if it project.s ciiousli — 
Will keep the rain diit of the bouse when the curlains 
are ur and the windows out in summer. 

The (ipen spac-e ovia- the roostin;,' apartments at 
the back provides a constani fl'^w uf fresh .-lir from 
i'>ne Kcratchins' shed rir i'n(jm tn the otiier. that thor- 
oughly ventilates the lii.i;b rear portion of the house, 
and yet causes iio drafts alons tlie bottom of the 
liouse whore the binis are. 

The house eim lie bnili of wood or cement. A 
six-inch cement ivall wouUl be all rig-lit, or. if built 
with lumber, first board id-i^se on tlie ouisble of thi' 
studding-, then put on two or three ply of / f^nod 
liuilding- paper or felt, then finish with niatclie'd siil- 
ins. 'i'he roof should be close-boarded, then two or 
tliree jjiy oi prood roofint;- paper or felt, and llnislied 
witli sonio kind of waterpronf roofing. All insldo 
partitions should be of niatehed, dressed luniber; al- 
so all doors, ;is wire- neit in.- ])anitioiis in all <-aseK 
can.se drafts, as il.i also .-ill bouses ImVI v.llii .-ilh'V- 
ways. Tlie.N- m-f far le-liind the present n|)-lo-iIate 
style of poidtr.\' house. The nests i-an be plnced under 
the roest lilaffoi-ni. l-'eed li..ppei's ,-ind .yrit bo.\es 
may be |ilaeed on tile w,-ills of tli,. front iinrt of the 
roostiim' room: ulso the water l)iu-kel rif,dit on the 
floor ill llie iiarlition betu-ei-n the two p>-ns, and sei-\-<> 
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shod, on ttU! north siile, at the i-,)ad v. a \-. Thi.-^ do;ir 
win bo ver.v coiiveiiieiii for jiutliii.t;- in and talilnj; out 
scratching matct-ial oi' s(-ratehin.t;-slieii..;. 

I am aware tlial there are poull ri uien— ami man\- 
of them — that will laUKli at the st.sle of this poultrv 
house. But to all wdio may criti(dzc- tiiis style of 
house, I have to say, build the liouse ,-ind place 10 
hens .in. it, and sive tlieni proper feed and care, and if 
they do not get more eggs in both wiiiK r and .summer 
than they can set in any other stvie ot house tlior- 
my name in not Denis.— A. Daupc. 



Care of Setting Hena. 

1. At first when T had several hen.~ settin.!:,', I bat' 
lots- of trouble wiih other bens laying in llieir nesta; 
■ to.ayold this I had a .scheme lust spriiic; wiiieli worked 
io perfection. My nests were common wooden boxes 
.of small size; I tacked small sticks to the sides rif 
: these- boxes, the tallesf near the huildiiiK, tiien grad- 
ual ly shorter until I reached the out.side of the ijox' 
then I tacked a. common bran sack to tiie bniUiii - 
just behind the ihox and brought it over the pen thus 
allowing air at the two sides. Tlio sack is caught 
over two taclcs at the bottom of the box, one on each 
.side; thu.s the hen could not get off until I allowed 
lier to, and no other hen could get in to bother her 
.\.l)out sundown each iiislit X llttod the sack froni 
oacli hen's nest, and took her off the nest. Throe or 
fmir nlKlit.s after that llie hens ciinie ol'f themselves. 
1 fell tluMii .'Uid in aliout one-Iialf hour they went 
back; usuallv- i-acli hen to lier own iiesl, but" if not, 
I cliaiiKed thoni carefnll.\'. 'i'lius I saved bd.s of csga 
from beins- .siidINmI and !,'ot many more cldclcs then 
1 wouUi have linil otherwise.', so I am convinced ony- 
v/ay. Perhaiis this is an old procedure to some far- 
mers and hen- men, but I have never hea.rd of it 
before. 

When a licn hatched her brood .she was placed 
in a coop of my own niakhig, whlclu 1 presumo is no 



better than lots of others. It was tnaue like a box 
wiih a small half-rouf extending out tar enough in 
front to iirotect tlic opening into tlie coop. I used 
.sumo cheap roof paper for roof, which will last onc^ 
season and costs very little. The coop I .set so that 
the back Is a little the highest, thus giving the roof 
a. siani, aL^preventing the rain from running Into 
the coop. 

The food for the chicks was corn meal mixed up 
in nillli; and milk curd, also every tljree days a warm 
mush composed of bran and meal, and for dry feed 
they had a mixture of wheat, oats and barley. They 
Avero allowed free range from the coop until they 
began to scratch a good deal, then they woro fed 
fruit together wdth their other rations. 

The yard Is large enough so that thoro is plenty 
of grass upon it even wdtli all the chicks, and I con- 
sider this very important. 'iVie feiiC" Is six feel 
high ami is made of two striiis of wire netting-, eacli 
three feet bigli, one above die otii..T, It. is iiuudi 
easier to build than if the wire is in a ti-foot width, 
,ind vou can get it up in better shape. It does not 
kink "and bend like the 6-foot strip.— Harley S. Her- 
rick. 

The Red Mite 

This pest Is th(^ scourge of the poultry bouse and 
the source of more trouble and annoyance tli.an any 
otlier hindrance to poultry keeping. Tlie buililings 
and liirds often beemne literally alive with them Iie- 
fore the owner Is aware of their iiresenei.'. They sap 
the life blood freini the fowls, reiluciiig them to skele- 
tons; d«d)ilitating a flock to such iUi extent as to 
maki' the s.Mson unprofitaide. W^a-kiiiB only at niBbt 
tliey are ajit to <-scai)e notice and iiaie things gener- 
allv their own wa.\-. 

liens that are sitting upon eggs an- seneriilly llie 
Kreatest stifferei's, for these lice InstinctI vel\- seek 
out such birds as arc about to hatch out broods, ami 
many a ben with her chicks is .sacrificed to their ra- 
pacity. . ' 

In this case the ben becomes sallow in face iiiid 
,.oinl)— actually bloodless, in fact, the lice having con- 
sumed the lilood to Hueii an extent as to cause deatli 
iind many fowds, the loss of which has been attributed 
to disea.se, have been killed by these creatures. 

The fowl houses should be constantly watched in 
order to detect the mites as^ soori as they appear, and 
stringent measures should thon be taken to suppress 
Ibein. 

As a preventive it Is a good plan to mix powdered 
sulphur in the dust boxes provided for the dust baths, 
but if the vermin are strongly established the most 
effective remedy Is a mixture of four ounces of ])> re- 
thrum and one pound of phenyle powder. This should 
be puffed well over the i)OUltry house and the birds, 
every night for a week, with an insect powder l„-l- 
lows. If thoroughly done it will exterminate the 
mites and an occasional application afterwar<ls will 
prevent their obtaining a foothold.— The Farming 
World. 

Testing and Classifying Eggs 

The old methods of testing, eggs wa^ (o drop them 
in water. If they sank they were: good; If tMer bob- 
ble about uncertainty they had better be buried than 
broken. It was the same test used for witches .cen- 
turies ago, and almost ai^ decisive. ' 

Then the i'dahdllnff", Jproeess caine into existence ■ 
and it was cainvinclng.- 'Gltisp your hand tightly about 
an egg and hold It against a brilliant light — electric- 
ity, gas, a keroKone lamp, or even a flame of a can- 
dle, lu'ovidlng it sliine'i directly through the egs. 
■i'ou may find a full, clear ball, rosy red and clean 
shelled. This is a perfectly fresh egg — an egg wlilcli 
is o."'able and wholesome enough may h.avc thoclear- 
ncs ind roslness of the llrst one, but at one end you 
-\vio lind a vacuuni; evaporation has set in ami a 
portion of tlie wliiti> has grnie. 

An egg .-I trifli; older will have moi'i' \-acnnin and 
you e-ni see the j'oke shift about with the movement 
of the hand, 'i'liis may lie classeil as a cool;ing egg, 
fresli after a fasliion, only it should be b 'oken care- 
fidly if \-ou wisli'to separate the yolk from the white. 
Then one goes down the list of eggs whiire the yolk 
is ri (lark- siiot stuck' to tlie .shell or where the whole 
egg is opaipie as leather. 

This is the variety taiiners liii.\' fol' tiieir business 
,-it a few cents a. dozen. In a coid storage warehouse; 
or in a reliable market every egg is candled and nep- 
aratA'd Into the various lots a housewife knows as 
western, eastern, northern, local or "strictly fresh 
laid." 

The priees on the row of ba.skiHs ran.cje from .-i 
differeiK-e of ."i to 2.") cents. The "pmldy fresh laid" 
imiy I'-avc been in cold storag-e five months, the 
others no longer, only there were conditions in their 
early care which prevented their keeping so well.

If properly done, the hole or traces 
of the scar will always remain and the Identity of the 
fowl can scarcely be lost.

Roosts For Growing Chicks 

"i'ouns fowls .should bo compelled to roost on the 
floor until full grown, for if allowed to sit on poles 
or n.irrow roosts at night they are almost sure to 
develo]! ct'ool^ed breast bones, which greatly depre- 
ciates their value as table birds. 

After the chicks have left their mother they may 
bo readily taught to resort regularly to a coop m' 
other shelter in which to spend the night. If a clean 
bed of chaff is provided for them to rest u,pon, 
they grow fat and heavy without becoming deformed.

Marking Hens 

It Is usually mere guess work to tell the age of a 
hen by her app'saranco after she has' passed the pullet 
etnge. To the good poultryman It Is Important that 
the age of every fowl on his premises be known. Hens 
jiast the ago of profit can thus be culled out and their 
lilaces taken by younger .stock. Li gbanrts with num- 
bers may 'je used wlien the chicki n.s arrive at ma- 
turity and, if records ar(> kept, tlie identity of each 
bird can alwivys be established. Another method which 
should ho followed by every poultryman in to punch a 
hole In one of the four web.s of the feet, each web le- 
presontlng a cerLaln year. Special punches lor this 
puri)0,'30 uiay bo purcitaaod from any^ poultry .supply 
house, ur n small sized 2,';athcr belt punch can bo used

"■.Tldle this class of fowl is unlike-h' to Iioi'Onie poll- 
ular with tlin average Caiiatllaii fanner, and under 
ordinary farm conditions can hardly bi' e.-ilied profit- 
able, thoy possess some (|uallties lliat commend tliem 
to men who deliglit In having a variety in tlieir jionl- 
try yards. The flesh of tlii> young guinea is daintier 
and more delicious than ipuill or ))rairle (diiclcen, but 
old birds are not specially lu'b/.ed for the (piallty of 
thc-ir flesli. Tliey are a little difficult to raise on ac- 
count of the lien's lialilt of biding iter nest away. I'su- 
ally she leaves the first nest about tiie time setting 
slioidd begin and starts another, Tt Is best Io hatch 
the eggs under hens. Oni-e liatclieil they are raised 
almust iis easily as chickens; are ratiier less difficult 
I 1 handii' than tiirkexs, l>,'ing liardli'i' and niori' vig- 
orous, 'i'liey like a wide range and prefer roosting in 
a tree or on a barn. Some larni'-rs idijeet to tlioir 
"noise." Otlna's express a likiia; lor them on aeeouiit 
of Ilielr nitlier noisv dis]iosil iims. 'I'liev are "com- 
pany." Ijllie geese, guineas are inclined to give an 
alarm if the poultr\ .\ard is imdested, — i"'armer's Ad- 
vocate.

in addition to tbese. Iiopien-s coiititlniiig grit, anil 
charcoal should be '.vitin;! easv rcacli all tlie time. 
Pure water in clean vessi-ls sikhiIiI be aiwa.\s before 
the fowls, Uust batlus aid In keojilng the hen.s thrifty 
and free from vermin. 

Meat, either in the form of ground green bone or 
as beef meal, Ks an Important feeding material bei'ause 
of Its high protein content. Half iui ounce of. ground 
green bone per d.ay to each fowl. Is a fair allowance. 
If iieef meal is used It Is better, ivopper ^etl, the h^ns 
being allowed free access to it at all times, etfting as 
much as they desire. 

The idea of the profit per hen seems to be th^ .one 
generally considered and not, as it should'' be,, the 
amoimt per hour of labor. . For Instance, a person 
may give his entire time to caving. for 100 /owlp and 
may clear $2 per bird on th^iri. That would be a 
very good profit per 'hen, but'mlghty small •compen- 
sation for his time: whereas .If one couid care for a 
thousand birds and clear bu^iio ce^ts eadli, he would 
make a better showing in tliaSsrid'. . 

Vegetables are the wlnlep^iibstUutc ' for summer 
green food. A cabbage huriai'ip by the roots within 
easy reach, a mangel spllt,.^Pialif; then Imijnled on 
spikes, so- that the hens, ma^ldk; the flesh fp6tn the 
outer'hfilf In- a. 'Cleanly majfiifM_iwItW adaed^sifcculenee 
in the form ot chopped ofjiotisTtind uncooked' pothtofe^ 
with chaff, preferably cWver, jCor" scratoli'materlal and 
roughage, all help to minimlsfe' tlic grain ' bill and 
keep the fowls comfortable, vigorous and', productive.

The Horse's Mouth 

«r^E^ I^CUSSION of the siibjeci of the lior.se's 
HfC^Ss has ..been prompted by oliservingi 

tflKiK? the thoughtlessness and carelessness of 
otherwise • good horsemen .uid lovers of 
horseflesh with .regtird to the horse'.s 
mouth. If a hoi'sc has a sure mouth ho 
manltestfe it In some way unnleasant to 
his driver or rider hut it is ■rarel.v. that 
an examination of that organ Is made. In 
<irder to iletermlne the nature and extent pf the 
trouble. .Such .in examination is not dlfflcult tomalto 
liy one .-It all .aceiisiomed to Uie handling of horses, 
and ,'an be made as foPjiws: Take the horse into a 
place ni which the light is good. To examine the 
near side of the mouth, pass, the left hand Into the 
otf side of it, grasp the tongue gently, and mill it a 
little to one side— It is not necessary to inill it out 
id' the mouth in order to expose the branch of the 
lower j;iw, or liar, as it is sometimes called. The 
thundi of the right hand should be pl.-iceil in thi> roof 
of the mouth so .-is to separate the .iaw.s, wlnui ilii^ 
part tb.'U the miratlipieee- of the bit 'pri-sses on can 
lie easily scrutinized, 'l.'lio other side" i-an be exam- 
ined ill the same manner liy using tlie hands in tbi^ 
opposite v.av'. 

The soreness, iiow.'X'er. is not always con- 
fined to the liars of tli.^ lower .law, the result of tlie 
111'— essure of the bit, f.u' it is not infreipK.'iitly found 
that the lining membrane of the eheel: is excoriated 
by llio bit forcibly pressing tin,. che(d;s a.g.-iinsi tin" 
anterior grinders. This form of Injui-.v- is seldom 
found in a horse' that n-adiiy liends bi.s liead upon 
his neck or 'tgeus his nose in," as it Is often ex- 
pressed, unless it ls from^£i>iB use of tight pullybri- 
doon bearing reins, which •is;,'almost certain to cause 
it, particularly if a' horse ^ores on It. In the ma- 
jority of instances jt is whpi'e .A Jointed or snaffle 
bit i.s used, when a horse "faiths hold," that the lin- 
ing of the cheek is Injured^" it can be readily Under- 
stood, where a pointed bit, is used- on a. horse 'that .; 
docs not get his nose in, that when force Is dxerted 
upon the rein.s, It presses the chocks directly against 
the teetli, and we can at once realize the great 11a'- 
biilty to injury of the soft and sensitive ehooks when 
pressed betwt,''en two hard bodies, such as an iron 
bit and uiiyioldiug tectii, wliicb freiiuem ly l]a\-e sliarp 
projecting hooks and angles at the Vi-i-y poiiii at 
wliich pressure Is brought to bear. Horses driven 
with tl;-rht over-checks are iiai'ticulari.v suii.iect to 
this form of Injury to the inotilh, as can be under- 
stood from the explaiiiitlon alread.v given. In horses 
tliat cannot lie made to get their noses in, in riding 
or driving, and which show evidence of soreness of 
the mouth in the lining of tlie cheeks, tlii> Iront 
grinders s.hould lie kept as smooth as possllile. it is 
inipos.^ible lor a horse to lia\'r' ,-i i)leas,-int l-eslJOllsi■^'e 
mouth when Ibe presiiuro eoiia's upon the cheeks. 
Xa.lure evidently intended the yielding lower jaw 
to bear the pressure of tiie bit, vvltb tiie soft and 
(•iastie tongue to aid in avoiiling- in.iury Io the sensi- 
tU-e slrui-ture whlc b co\-ei-s the Liranehes of that jaw. 
Alany horses which do not Ii.nd their beads 
— upon their necks, wli — en used wit a snaflle bit can 
be made to get their noses in with a curb, -wliich is 
consequently, when ralionally used, the more htimtuie 
and also the more effectual in prompting style and 
ac — tion. Occasionally, however, one finds that a 
horse goes better Ih a snaffle than in any otiier kind 
of bit unless Jt is one with, a stnooth and slightly 
curved, unjolnted mouthpiece. ' 

In addition to those already referred^ to there 
are many other ill-results from sore mouths,, arid 
among the more serious df these arc tlic. reatless arid 
irritable habits horses develop when being ridden, 
plunging and balking. ' A great deal depends upon 
the sensitiveness of the Individual as to the manner 
in which he shows his rcstivcness and Irritability 
when with a sore mouth again facing the ibIt."A. 
horse ot a good, nilld tempcranient may do nothing 
but slunv a hesitation in going Into the bit, and if 
In double harness hang back for .'i time, or ho 'will 
not go wdth his mate. Others wdll go ;ddeways, cross 
their jaws, press on one side of the lilt, or tOHH 
their heads in an Irritable manner that makes It 
almost Impossible to guide them, lllgh-.-jlrimg, ner- 
vous, determined horses may show ti^cir irritability 



III the iiKU'c d;ing-erous iiuinner of rushing, plunging 
or rearing. Urlvers of horses are somotlnie.s very 
much astonished to flnd a previously well-mannered 
horso go olt With a rush, retir or idunge, but It is., 
remarkable how seldom they think of looking to 
the mouth to find out the cause for the unex- 
pected display ^of ill-manners, when In the majority 
oC Instances It is to be found there. . Even when the 
Hps arc tinged with blood from the Injured lining 
membrane it is seldom, that an examination .is 
made to determine the e.vtcnt of the Injury. Fre- 
quently when an Injury to the mouth I.s pointed out 
to the owner it is thought lightly of, the ixtrenie 
sensitiveness of that organ not being realised. 

Pinches, alira.sions and cracks about the commis- 
sures of tlie lips usually attract .attention because 
tliey are easily observed, but they really, as a rule, 
do not cause nearly tlie amount of irritation and 
pain th,-it an iiiti'i-iial in.lnry to the reoiith doi>s, and 
tliey are easil.-. pn-ve-nti- I by tln^ u.ie of a circular 
leatlier cheek iiiece on th( lilt. Some horses tliat 
slKJW. a disiiiclination to g,. into tbe^ Ijit for the lirsl 
mile or two, after a mile !)i gln to pull, 'i'iiis is usual- 
ly tiie result of a sore n.ouih, and veterinarhins fre- 
quently liave to remove snail portions of bone which 
have been detached li'oii ili.> jaw by the e:ctreiiie 
pressure of the oi:, Jiao "sidclim'rs" are caused by 
a chipped jaw or else an extensive excoiiatioii of the 
soft tissues on one side of tlie mouth where the bit 
exerts its iiressnre, h. the oealing up of such in- 
juries the tissue with which nai are repairs the 
breach seldom seems t,,. attain the ability to stand 
the pressure of the bit \o the .stfmo extent tliat one 
not so severely injured < o-'S. The fact that such per- 
manent ill-ofCects are apt to follow injuries to the 
mouth from the bit shoald cause the exorcise of due 
care when there is aiie (nideiice of sm-eness. Cer- 
tainly l-iigh-coura.ged, ambitious horses are pi'edls- 
liosed to Injuries (d' tt;.; moulli, liut tliey I'tm be

Handling the Farm Separator 

The hand power cream separator Is the most ro- 
\llable and best method o( skimming milk at the farm. 
Some of the mdvantages over the other ;nelliods tiro: 
(1) Less loss of fat in the skim milk, V-) a better 
and more uniform quality of cream, and (3) the skim 
milk is in the best poi^sihle condition for feeding 
young stock. All tho separators on the market will 
iio efficient .skimming If in'oiierly handled. 

It Js important that tho separator' run smoolhly. 



Any trciiibliiig or sliaking of the separator whlU' 
skimming' wdll cause a loss of butter fat In the sklin 
milk. Duly special separator oil should he used, and 
it is well 111 make a run about once in three weeks, 
usiii.g lierot^eiie oil on all the bearings. 

In skimming, tliree tilings must lie observed: (1) ' 
The speed of the separator must be maintained ac- 
cording to till" directions simt with it. The only re- 
liable way to do this is to count tho number of revo-^ 
lutlons of the crank liy tlic watch. A low speed means-^- 
loss of fat in the skim milk. (:;) the flow of milk Ihfo' 
the separator should be uniform. (.'!) The tempera-,-,, 
ture of tho milk should not be under 90 degrees, and 
for that reason the best time to separate the milk is'' 
Immediately after milking. A low temperature Is. 
also' liable to' cause loss of. fat In 'the. skim milk. Tl'io 
faster the milk passes through. tho separator, the' 'loss, 
com'plefe-is the separation, and a ■thlnneR'^.cr^ifaisilB 
given. One of the questions often: asked b'yt.pat'irofis..' 
is: Why does my test vary so? ■' When oneXlinows 
that the speed of the machine, the flow of the milk, 
and the temperature of the milk all affect the test ot 
tho cream. It .Is not .difficult to. understand '.why'* It 
may vary considerably, A variation In the ttest docs ' 
not necessarily mean any loss to the' ijatrori. Every 
separa.t(>i has some devicia for changing the test oC ' 
the cre-a .'. 'n most c'a.ses the adju^triient 'is ' at the 
cream outlet, rt so, hy turning the cream .'screw In, 
the cream will be richer, and by turning it 'out, the 
crcm v'lll be thinner. 

All the parts of tho separator wlilch come ip-cori- 
tact with the milk or cream should ho washed. Iri 
hdio warm vviiter, to which has been add^d.a s^all 
quantity of sal soda or other cleansing powider, and 
then thoroughly .scalded with boiling water eacfi t'lme 
the Si>parator Is used. 

In some cases the separators are placed in the cow 
stables, 'fliis may be a convenient arran.gement, but. 
it is not by any means a jiropcr idace I'or separating; 
niilli, unless a sjiecial room, well ventilated and light- 
ed, is partitioned off to exclude the stable odors and 
dust, Thks room should have a smooth cement floor, 
which can be easily cleaned.— ^tom iBiilletln. No,. 15, 
Dairy Commlsioner's Branch, Ottawa... ; ■ . . •" i^v;. 

Quality of Heifer's Milk ' ■ 

In ;uiswer to tlie rpiestiiMi of a heifer's iniik testing- 
as high the first .\-ear as it will after she is ftdly de- 
veloped, Wallace's i''armei- says that the iiercenlagQ 
of butter fat given Iiy a c-j-v varies .somewhat wdth, 
the ijcriod of lactation and ol ten varies unaccountably ' 
I'l-om day to day. This variation, however, is not 
vnr.N- great, and it may be stated as a general rule that 
the iiercenlage of butter fat in milk Is fixed by the 
iu'ceding of the animal; or, to put it another way, is 
an idiosyncracy iicculiar to the animal itself. 

'So if a lieifei' gi'i'es a certain per cent, of butter 
fat the flr.st year she may be expected to give ap- 
proximately the same during her entire lifetime, if 
properly fed, with tlie variations above inenMoned. If 
she starts out tro give rich milk she may be expected 
to continue- to give rich milk; while if she .starts out 
\vlth. mllk low In butter fat, she can never bo expect- 
ed to give milk. that Istrlch. There will he a variation ' 
in any ca8e,.'sometimes. an.lncreape-.,and sometimes a 
decrease but the percentage of-'fat Is- determined by' 
the character of the 'ariimal arid not by the character 
of the feed she is given. 

Cream Foaming In the Churn 

Generally thts trouble ls caused by a too full chum, 
too -cold,- too hot,' or too thin cream, and-is more, pre- 
valent la ithe late fall when many cows areVs'tripplng 
and which would not occur In the summer tiriie under 
similar conditions. 

It saves time and butter to draw oft as much of - 
the cream as possible and continue, the churning Avlth , 
wdiat remains, say half a churn -full.' Then churn .'^ 
wdiat is drawn off later. The lesson to be learned ia 
to iirovide a large enough churn to handle eycry pos- 
silile batch of cream within reason, then-to resist tho 
tomptatioii to make one churning of, what'', should 
really be two. This is the cliier error, the too ' full 
churn. 'I'oo thin, loo cold, or too old cream can easily 
be rei.'lified, a little higher temperature, and more *e- 
(luent cliuriiins' of more frequent deliveries of creain. -- 

Succulent food I.s also a factor in the winter' time - 
productive of a more churnaBle cream. - . v.-

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The Sources of Honey

■" IliTE clover bono.v is the great staple. 
In quality, it is genernlly considered to 
excel all others. Alsike clover exceeds 
wiiite in yield, and sweet clover Is now 
considered an important honey plant. ..' 

l.iasswood also yields a wdiite or - 
ver.v iiale- colored honey of a. flavor ; 
wliiidi is highly esteeiiiedj and in many ■ 
cases classed as w hite clover honey. In 
rapidlt.v of yield no other jjlant surjiassc'S It, so that in 
some 'seasons, with a good rangi? of basswood trees 
one may do fairly well with ten days of harvest, even 
if no surplus Is obtained from any other source, liuck- 
wheat provides tlie chlefsupply of dark honej-. In ' 
some localities it lis quite reliable, regukirly yielding 
a ricli harvest, while In others, it is capricious, failing . 
entirely in some seasons.- The dally yield from buck- 
wheat Is. only during the. morning,- and as It-ls not - 
usually sown until July, It Is purely an autumn honey 
plant. ^" 

Fruit tree bloom and dandelions orfe of more irii- 
portance than is generally supposed, , as they yield 
both pollen and lionoy, though It Is a rare'thlng to 
obtain siu'iihis from them, but they come early iri the 
se.'ison, and keep up brood-rearing In the hive, so 
lii.-'.t tlieri' will be lots of young bees ready for the 
while honey harvest, l-'or the samo reason the maple's 
and dilVerent varieties of wdllows are valuable. In 
the autumn, asters and goldcnrods are the chief 
.\ieiders of nectar, tliougli In some localities It is said 
th,' golde-nrods are unreliable, and prob,-:ldy the same 
thin.g may be said as to most other i>laiits under cer- 
tain .'i imospheric eondilions. 

I'ollen, Ihe fertilizing dust of flowers, is gathered 
in large (luantities by the bees, and although gener- 
all.\- little \-alu"d b.\' the bee-keeper, is undisiieiisable 
to the tiees. In the s|iriiig if ail pollen has been re- 
ino\-eir from the hi\-e, no brood will be fou;id until a 
sn|ipl.\- of pollen has lieep ohlained from the early 
flowers, altbougli neighboring colonies m.ay ha-\'a 
started brood rearing in l'>bruary or ?,Iarch. The 
nurse bees must li;i\'e jiollen from which to prepare 
the foori that is fed to the young liees. When carry- 
ing pollen from flowers to the hive, bees pack it In 
the pollen baskets on their hind legs. Then it Is 
stored in cells .at the outer part of tiie sjiace occupied 
liy the cluster of bees. The color of pollen varies ac- 
cording to tho flowers from wdiich it is taken, as 
yellow from dandelion, and brown from wdilte clover. 
It has been known for many years that when natural 
pollen was not obtainable; a fair eubatllute eouliS !)« 
found' for it in finely ground ' meal inade from many 
kinds of grain, of which' rye , or bats arc tlio ones 
most In use. . . ' 

Besides' honey' and pollen, bees gather propllis or 
bpe-glue, carrying it' In' their pollen baskets. As Its 
name iridlcates, bee-gluo is of a sticky nature, and la.'-/ 
used' by. tho bees tO' gltie tip' all cracks and comers,-i'-' 
though 'sometimes it is varnl.shed over a plain sur- 
face and even' over the cappings of honey comb. It la ' 
never packed in colls, however, but Is applied at onca 
to the place' wanted. There is some doubt 'as to just 
where the bees' obtain this substance, the general 
opinion being, that It is gathered fi'om the gummy 
ahtl- resinous buds of various trees, althongh It Is 
certain that other mat«»rlal Is utlUzeU^aa well. 
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NTIIy recently there was a cur- 
ious dearth of trustworth}' 
books about the continent 
of vSouth America, but grad- 
ually this deficiency is being 
met by works of travel and re- 
search -vyritten from a practical 
standpoint, says the London 
Standard. One instance of tins 
is the big and finely illustrated viihnue on 
"The Andes and the Amazon," written by Mr. 
Reginald Enock, a young engineer who has 
travelled widely in Peru, and has gone far from 
the beaten tracks. The people of Pern believe 
that their country is certain to make groat 
commercial strides through the construction 
of the Panama canal. The through traffic 
from Europe and the eastern seaboard of the 
United States which will then be brought 
about will make Peru, with its fifteen hun- 
dred miles of coast and its splendid harbors, 
a great factor in the destinies of South Amer- 
ica. At present the country is poor, though it 
already yields many staple articles to com- 
merce, notabh- cotton, copper, wool, sugar, and 
indiarubi)er. Its mineral wealth is known If) 
be great. There is no lack of gold, silver, 
co[)pcr and lead; and, what is e(iually import- 
ant if mining is lo proceed on an extensi\e 
scale and on modern lines, the coalfields are 
one of the country's most valuable assets. 
What is wanted at the moment is capital and 
energy to exploit such potential wealth, and 
railways to open up the land and to provide 
transit to the coast. This book describes evecy 
aspect of Peru, and, notably, its magnificent 
ri\-ci-s and mountains. There arc many high 
jjeaks in the .\ndcs wliich have never )'et been 
ascended. snow-ca])pcd, majestic mountains, 
some of which are higher than ]\Iont Plane. 
The two existing slirtrt railways which crcjss 
the .Andes climb respectively fifteen and four- 
teen thousand feet, but the projected new rail- 
way will take advantage of a pass in the 
mountains which will reduce the altitude by no 
less than nine thousand feet. There is a great 
deal which is of interest to the traveller, the 
archaeologist, the mining expert, and the col- 
onist in this finely illustrated and admirably 
written vokunc. 

W'c have not for a long time come across 



a more attractive book of travel of the lighter 
kind than IMrs. Carimshaw's lively account of 
a sentimental pilgrimage to the suimy islands 
of the Pacific. The book is called "In the 
Strange South Seas," and it is written with 
unfailing vivacity and abounds in quick wilted 
observation and pleasant humor. Tahiti, 
Samoa, and other beautiful spots in the Pa- 
cific are described in these pages — always and 
everywhere from a woman's point of view — 
and in the closing pages we obtain glimpses 
of the Avild scenery of New Zealand and the 
manner of Hfe in a jNIaori village. The de- 
lights of living in a region of perpetual sum- 
mer, remote from the strain and worry and 
out of the "clash and roar" of twentieth cen- 
tury civilization, are admirably depicted. It 
is i)(.)ssil)ie for any one with a little capital to 
become ir.onarch of all lie sur\-eys. "A plan- 
ter with a kiir amount (,)f ca[iital can realize 
the dream almost any day, for every big 
group in the Pacific has many small un- 
occupied islands which can be rented for* a 
song, and if the new comer is made of stuff 
that can stand being totally deprived of thea- 
tres, clubs, music halls, daily posts and papers, 
and a good many other charms or burdens of 
city life, he has only to pick and choose, se- 
cure a good title to his island, decide what he 
means to grow on it, get his house built, and 
settle down at once." That sounds an attrac- 
tive programme, hut a good many awkward 
questions, no dor.ht, lurk in ambush. It is 
enough to say that ]\frs. C^rimshaw has a 
great deal that is alluring to tell about the 
scenery and climate of these little havens of 
rest in the Pacific, as well as of the manners 
and customs of the people. Sometimes her 
lively pen makes a slip, as when she scolds 
Coleridge for some lines he never wrote. It 
was Mathew Arnold who talked the "beautiful 
nonsense" which she cites. There are many 
illustrations in this pleasant, vivacious, uncon- 
ventional book of travel. 

Colonel Biddulph is responsible for a racy 
account of "The Pirates of Malabar" at a per- 
iod when lawlessness was not the exception 
but almost the rule, at sea. He has a good 
word to say, all the same, for the reckless, 
dare-devil fellows who fitted out a sloop and 
went cruising on the high seas in search of 



booty and adventure in the i)rave days of old. 
He even claims that Major I)onnet and Cap- 
tain Kidd, and other reckless dogs of that 
type, were the forerunners of the men whom 
Hawke, Nelson and Dundonald led to victorj'. 
The pirates who infested the waters of India 
arid imperilled sober trading ships returning 
from the East were a veritable menace to l>ri- 
tish trade, especially in the earlier years of 
the eighteenth century, and even snbsecpiently. 
The book does not pretend to be a history of 
j')irac\' in such (pianers so nmch as a record 
of exciting adventures gathered from the ar- 
chives of the East hulia com]iany. 'I'he clos- 
ing pages of the book describe ii. a realistic 
fashion the exjieriences oi an Englishwoman 
in India two hundred years ago. It is not 
fiction we get in the.se pages, but fact, and 
that kind of it which is quite as enthralling as 
any romance. 

"Egypt and Western Asia in the Light of 
Recent Discoveries" is a title which explains 
itself. It belongs to a finely illustrated vol- 
ume written liy two exjierts of the i'.ritish 
Museum descriptive of the most important re- 
sults of modern research in that ])art of the 
world. There is truth in the assertion that 
at no period have excavations Ijccu pursued 
with more energy and activity both in i'",g>'pt 
and Western Asia than dm-ing the few years 
which ku'ive claj)sed since Professor IMaspero 
wrote his scholarly and authoritative "liis- 
toire Ancieane des Peuples de I'Orient Clas- 
sique," and this book chronicles the result of 
such spade work. Theories that held the field 
even twenty years ago have had to be modified 
in the light of the new knowledge which arch- 
aeology is continually bringing to light. The 
recent excavations at Susa — the vSushan of the 
Old Testament — have led to the disciA-erv of 
a totally unsuspected e[)Och of .ancient ci\'ili/a- 
tion. Memorials of the oldest historical 
Kings of Egypt have enabled scholars to re- 
constitute from material as yet unpublished 
the inter-relations of the early dj'nastics of 
Babylon, whilst iriiportant discoveries have 
also been made which throw unsuspected sig- 
nificance on isolated points in the later his- 
torical periods. Twelve 3-ears ago it seemerl as 
if all traces of prehistoric Eg>iJt had vanish- 
ed, but in 1907 clues to the interpretation of 
ages so immeasurably remote have been ob- 



tained along the desert margin- of the -valley 
of . the. Nile.v. This book' gives / a fascinating 
description-, in- clear and . lucid terms, of the 
whole course of these wonderful excjavations, 

and the value of the record is enhanced by. re- 
productions of actual photographs of recovered 
tablets, tombs, and sculptured stones. 

Italy, to au}' one at all touched by tiie poe- 
try of association, or responsive to the sijirit 
of romiuice, is one of the most attractive 
countries in the world. "Tuscan Feasts and 
Tuscan Friends" captures for English readers 
much of the beatity of niral life in that delect- 
able and picturesque part of. the Peninsula. 
It is written by a lady who was fortunate 
enough to jiossess a villa not far from Flor- 
ence, and in her compaiiy v.e arp taken to 
fairs and festivals which throw into relief all 
that i.s most typical in the life of the peasantry. 
W'e see, in short, Italian prf)vincial society 
ag.'iiiist the bacic.ground of Italian scenery, 
and as we read, tlic Tuscan hills and the so- 
cial customs and traditions which linger in 
the villages around them come into view and 
make their own appeal in favor of the quiet 
life, unspoilt by modern change, unvexed by 
the rush and noise of cities. 

The sentimental mood is u])i)crmost also, 
tliou.gh in a nujre labored and affected man- 
ner, in Mr. Aliltoun's ;iccount of the "Castles 
and Chateau.x of C)id Tourainc.'' 'Jliere is a 
good deal of information in the volume, and 
the subject, of course, to all who know the ro- 
mantic charm of the district of the 'Loire, is 
fascinating. But the book ' is indifferently 
written, and the best thing about it is not the 
text, but the drawings by Miss Brance !Mc- 
J.Ianus. These illustrations catch, with un- 
common success, the dreamy beaut}' of great 
historic houses like Clienonceaux, the Chateau 
de IWois, the Chateau d'Azay-lc-Rideau, and 
other ])laces which have ])layed their part in 
the far-off centuries in the nudsing of France. 
A\'e do not desire to be churlish in regard to 
the accompanying text; it contains many in- 
teresting facts, but it is written without a 
touch of distinction and with small imagina- 
tion, and these are the qualities which, next to 
knowledge, arc imperative in any surviey of 
Iniildings that demand, and, indeed, might 
well Icindle them.' 

It is an excellent idea lo dcN'Ote a scries of 
books to the countries of South America, and 
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an admirable sta;rt i^^maide with it uricier - the 
capable editorial ' coniti'ol of Major ' Miariiii", 
Hum.e, with Mr!' Scott Elliot's monograph' .'on 
Chile. He writes with exceptional knowledg^e, 

and describes the history aiul development of 
the country, its government and administra- 
liim, its natural features and products, its 
connnerce ami present political and social con- 
ditions. 'J'hc book is filled with facts and 
statistics of the utmost value, and the pic- 
lure — we are not prepared to say it is too 
highly colored. — is certainly attractive. "The 
country is peaceful, self-respecting, ami pat- 
riotic; it is far ahearl of most South American 
republics, and to a passing traveler it is just 
as safe as any country in Europe. Itvis' very 
difficult to describe the charm whidt Chile 
exercises over leisurely travelers and most 
residents. There is the ineffable delight- of 
being, obviously and in practice, one of -the 
upper classes. There is a liberty and fi^eedom 
to which in aged nations one is quite unaccus- 
tomed. The sunshine and the invigorating air 
no (ioubl account for much, but certainly the 
Chilian j)eoi)le themselves are largely respon- 
sil)le for the indefinite attraction which every 
'ine experiences in the I'"n,gl;ind of the Pacific." 

At first sight it seems a superfluous, and 
even a hopeless, task to write a book with any 
claim to freshness on "Flprence and the Cities 
of Northern Tuscany" ; but, for all that, Mr. 
Edward Hutton has succeeded, and largely 
I)y virtue of a certain distinction of style linked 
to an individual point of view, lie has gath- 
ered into this short volume the spoils of a 
good deal of reading, but he has never allowed 
the critical note, wdicther in regard to 
churches or art treasures, to grow tedious, 
much less op])ressive. We wander with him 
through the great .galleries of Florence, and 
lin.ger m the (jnaint nooks of Fiesole, Vallom- 
brosa. Prato, Pistoja, Lucca, Livorna, Pisa, 
and Carrara, and feel the delight wdiich comes 
to strangers in historic places who have at 
their elbow an intelligent, sympathetic, but 
never intrusive or too loquacious a guide. The 
pictures — some of them charming sketches in 
color and others reproductions of photographs 
— heighten the appeal of an attractive and well 
written boolc, filled with the kind of informa- 
tion, exceedingly well set forth, which the man 
to wdiorn time is important desires to possess. 



Modern Literary Tendency 



a '1^^ reported falling off, within the 

last few years, of the sales of books, 
and especially of fiction, has sug- 
'l)JltM^ gested as an explanation the theory 
if^/n^i that the actual happenings of the 
world during the past three or four 
years have been so dramatic, and have borne 
a personal relation to so many people, that the 
emphasis of interest has been transferred from 
books to life; and that peoidc have become so 
absorbed in wdiat is going on from day to day 
that, temporarily, they arc not reading as 
many books as formerly." 

The New York Outlook, therefore, asked 
several writers to express their views on this 
.subject, in reply to a question thus formulat- 
ed : "Is it not possible that in periods of such 
intense activity the daily story of fact may 
take the jdace, to a certain extent, of the ser- 
ial stor}" of imaginaticjn ? Is it not |)ossibie 
that there may be, at times, a ri\-a!ry in this 
sense between literature and life?" 

The writer who kept most tn the point was 
-Mr. j. T. Trowbridge. He dues not adiuit the 
falling off in the reading of current fiction. 
It is always "out" at the library, while the 
standard works are "in." But he makes a 
most interesting defence of the case for the 
newspaper. He says: — , 

The Consolation of the Newspaper 
"I confess that it gives me a sympathetic 
pleasure to see some spectacled dame apjiear 
at her sitting-room window, as I pass in the 
afternoon, unfold her evening j)apcr just ])ick- 
ed up from the doorstep, and settle down se- 
renely to the consolation it unfailin.gly affords. 
What a relief to her lonely hours is the coming 
of this constant .gossipy visitor! It is a yet 
more touching spectacle to chance upon a 
bright young .girl reading aloud, to her rapt 
and placid .grandfather, the colunms which 
■even with the he!]) of lenses he finds it i);iinfu! 
to peruse. How pleasantly spent the hour for 
both! If only these columns w(!re filled with 
things always worth telling and aPvays v.-cll 
told, and ^vere not so largely taken up with 
everyday accidents, suicides, shootin,gs, di- 
vorces, criminal trials, not only profitless to 
fill the mind, particularly the mind of that 
fair young girl, but too frequently related in 
an execrable newspaper style of mingled slang 
and fustian, which the vulgar admire, but 
which makes the judicious grieve! 

■We Look for Life 
"It is life we are ever looking for and are 
curious about, whether in fact or fiction, in the 
most ancient history or in the happenings of 
today. The world was never so interesting as 
it is in this era of electric communication, o\ 
scientific discovery and industrial enterprise, 
of amazing human activity in so many hitherto 
unimagincd fields. The records of the past 
are indeed priceless, but what is occurring in 
this most wondrous age, here and now, cort- 
cerns us more than what befell the Romans or 



Greeks or Heljrews thousands of years ago; a 
knowledge of the past having value for us 
chiefly in accounting for and interpreting the 
present. 

"It naturally follows that — as the Outlook 
suggests — the reading public is turning more 
and more to the history of the day's doings. 
This tendency has been met half-way by a 
class of periodicals that are to the newspaper 
what the arch is to the colonade ; they com- 
plete anil crfwn the whole. The experience of 
an elderly frietul of mine will illustrate my 
meaning. He does not spend ver}' much tiiue 
over the dail}' paper, but loolcs it through for 
matters of immediate importance, trusting to 
the aforesaid periodicals to round out the in- 
formation he requires. 

"I notice on his table such weeklies as the 
Outlook, the Independent, the Nation, the 
Spectator of London, and such monthlies as 
the Worlil's Work, the Review of Reviews, 
Popul.ar v^cience, and Current Literature, and 
he tells r.ie that he relies on these to give com- 
pactness and proportion to what the daily 
press ])resents in the rough, lo sift out what 
is trivial, and to sujiply whatever of import- 
ance he may elsewhere have missed. They, 
moreover, develop an endless variety of sub- 
jects of world-wide interest which it is hardly 
within the province of the daily paper to treat. 
He reads no magazine through, not even the 
best- — for life is short — but, with quick, experi- 
enced eye, he scans the ])ages and the pictures 
for such matters as concern liiin most; reco.g- 
nizing the fact that not e\'i!rything in the most 
judicious!)' edited monthly or weekly has 
value alil-:e for all readers. 

How to Keep Well Informed 

"He who for a similar purpose chooses two 
or three such periodicals as tlujse named (two 
or three are belter than one, for variety of 
topics and c')m])aiMson of points of view) can 
depend ujion their kei'[)iiig Inm' well informed 
as to wh.'it is hapi)ening in all quarters of the 
known glnbe — in Russi.a, India, Korea, at 
Paris and the Vatican, at St. Petcrsl,)urg and 
Tlic Hague ; \vh;\t pro.grcss is making in world 
jirojects, social and religiotis movements, in 
politics, science, literature, adventure; and he 
will be guided as to the direction in wdiich he 
can best seek further enlightepment on any 
special subject. Some such method of keeping 
abreast with contemporary events may be 
safely com rnencled, not, ' however, to the p«!g- 
lect of the reading.of good books, new or old, 
but as supplementary to it." 

"The truth seems to be that the very liest 
uteralure is simply a transcript of human life, 
U'lietlier sluDwn in its highest or its lowest 
forms," wrote Mr. T. AV. Iligginson. "As we 
f-ri-w oM cnou.gh to clioose our patlis, eacli 
finds Inmsell alreafly inclosed in a network of 
events and influence one-tenth public and 
nine-tenths private in its origin. By niiddlfe 
life, or much sooner, everyone who has come 
much in contact with the world knows secrets 



of human life which , would convulse the whole 

circle aroiuid him, if correctly told. The sim- 
ple facts would easily eclipse all the no\ e!s, if 
the very complications of the talc difl not for- 
bid its telling."

DOWN TO DEATH 

If the severity of a panic caii be measured 
by the number of suicides followdng in its 
wake, the present Wall Street collapse must 
lie accounted as one of the most grievous in 
the history of finance. Hardly a day i)asses 
without afldin.g at least one to the long list 
of panic victims driven to self-destruction. In 
many, if not most, instances, these seekers of 
oblivion are bankers . who have used or have 
permitted others to use depositors' funds for 
speculative purposes. The self-inflicted pun- 
ishment of death, so common, not to say so 
general in such cases, does not seem to ileter 
criminal bank officials from following each 
other in the same monotonous round of dere- 
liction, betraAal of trust and embezzlement, 
ending in ruin, disgrace, and the grave. The 
lheor\' that iieavy pen.alties tend to prevent 
the conmiissic/u of crimes srcnis to bo in\-;did- 
aled I'ly the dreadful succession of sel f-nmrdei's 
occurring durin.g periods of financial disturb- 
ance. — Philadelpliia Telegraph.

Men at these seasons contrast the ideal and 
the real; the possible and the actual; men as 
I hey are and men as they might be. Tliey seek 
ti) discover liow far the spiritual tide lias risen, 
or wlietlier it is cbbin.g to the sea. They yearn 
to l-cnnw wliether it is easier for men to live 
and lo realise themselves, or wdicther life has 
added Imrdcns. Who shall tell us . these 
thiqgs? By what measure shall they be mea- 
sured ? 

The New Spirit Abroad 

No one can doubt that there is a quicken- 
ing spirit abroad among the peoples of the 

world wdiich cannot leave thin.gs unchanged, 
.and tins inqilies that there has been growth, 
and tliat the .growth has been in the self-con- 
sciousness of the mass of the |)-:'ople. 'I'iie 
.great problems that lie iii the lap of history 
are those wliicli concern the many rather than 
the few. And therefore no Christmas has ever 
come when tlie right leadership of the people 
and of public opinion was of more importance 
than it is at this Christmas of 1907. 

Christmas is not generally devoted to the 
study of economics, but' here we "propose to 
summarise some of the arresting conclusions 
to which Professor Alfred Marshall has conic 
with regard to tlie problems of the hour. 'J'his 
distinguished ccomjuiisl, wlio is I'rofcssor of 
Political Economy al Canibrid.uo uni\-ersity, \k 
cjue of the most enlightened oliservers of so- 
cial ])henomena. A new edition of his "I-'rin- 
ciplcs of I'.cononiics" has just luii'.n published 
(Macmillan & Co., 12s. 6d. net), and a careful 
i;tudy of this extraordinarily interesting vol- 
ume will give to those who care for the well- 
being of society some real answers to tlie 
probing questions wliich the turn of the year 
suggests. 

If Men 'Were . Perfectly Virtuous ' ' . ■ 

It is certain that Professor Marshall is no 
pessimist. "In every age," he. says, "poets and 
social reformers have tried to stimulate the 

people of their own time to k nobler life by 
enclianliii.g stories of the virtues of the heroes 
of old. lUit neither tlie records of history nor 
the contemporary oiiserwilion of backward 
races, when carefully studied, grve any support 
to the doctrine tliat man is on the whole 
harder and harsher than he was, or that he 
was ever more wdlling than he is now to sacri- 
fice his own happiness for the benefit of 
others in cases where custom and law have 
left him free to choose his own course." 
_ . "In a world in which all men were perfectly 



\'irtuous,'' he points out, "competition Avould 
be out of place; but so also would be private 
properly and every form .of private right. Men 
would think only of their duties; and no one 
would desire to have a larger share of the 
comforts and luxuries of life than his neigh- 
bors. Strong producers could easily bear- a 
touch of hardship; so they would wish that 
their weaker neighbors, wdiilc producing less, 
should consume more. Happy in this thought, 
the}- would work for the .general good with all 
the energy, the inventiveness, and the ea.gor 
initiative that li'elonged to them ; and maia- 
kind would be victorious in contests with na- 
ture at ever)' turn. vSuch is llie Golden Age 
lo which poets and dreamers may look for- 
ward. But ill tlic responsible conduct of af- 
fairs it is worse than folly to ignore the im- 
perfections which still cling to human nature. 

"No doubt," adds the Professor, "men even 
now are capable of much more unselfish ser- 
vice than they generally render; and the su- 
lireme aim of the economist is to discover how 
this latent social asset can be developed most 
cpiiclcly and turned to account most wise!}'. 
P>nt he must not decry competition in .general, 
without an.'dysis ; he is bound to retain a neu- 
tral attitude towards any particular manifes- 
tation of it until he is sure that, human nature 
being what it is, the restraint of competition 
would not be more anti-social in its working 
than the competition itselL" 

A Study of Man' 

In pointing out that economics is not only 
a study of wealth but a sttidy of man. Profes- 
sor Marshall says that "man's character has 
been moulded by his cverA'day work and the 
material resources which he thcreb}' jirocures 
m':>re than by any other influence, unless it be; 
that of his religious ideals, and the two great- 
forming agencies in tlie world's history have 
been the religious and tlic economic. . . . ., 
Pcligious nioli\-es are more intense than econ- 
omic ; but tlieir direct action s(ddom extends 
over so large a jiart of life. P'or the business 
by .which a, person earns his livelihood gener- 
ally ftiis his thought during by far the greater 
part of those hours in wdiich his mind is at its 
best; during them his character is being form- 
ed by the way in wdiich he uses his faculties 
in his work, liy the tliouglits and the feelings 
wliich it su.g.gests, and by his relations to his 
associates in worl:, his eni])loyers, or his em- 
ployes. And very often the influence exerted 
on a person's character by the amount of his 
income is liardly less, if it is less, than that 
exerted by the way in whicli it is earned. 

How Poverty Deadens Higher Faculties 

Professor Marshall is keenly alive to the- 
evil conditions in wdiich too many people live, 
and he is -optimist enough to ask: "May we 
not outgrow the belief that poverty is neces- 
sary ?" Here are some of his statements which 
present social, conditions and their effects: 

"The conditions which surround extreme

poverty," lie says, "especially in densely 
crowded places, tend to, deaden theihigher fac- 
ulties. Those wh6yhave;been 'called tlie' Resi- 
duum of our large town's liavie little opportun- 
ity for friendship; they know nothing of the 
decencies and tlic quiet and very little even ol 
the unity of family life; and religion often 
fails to rcacli thcin. 

"And in addition to tlic Residuum,'' he 
continues, "there are \'ast numbers of pcoide 
both ill town and country wlio arc brought up 
with insufficient food, clothing, and house 
•.room, whose education is broken off earl)' in 
'..order that thej' may go to Avork for exhausting 
< toil with imperfectly nourished bodies, and 
have therefore no ciiance of developing their 
higlier mental faculties." 

''Their life is not necessarily unhealthy or 
unhapp}'. Rejoicing in their affections to- 
wards God and man, ;ind perliaps c\en jxis- 
sessing some natural rcfinemcnL of feeling, 
they iii;iy lead lives that are far less iiicnni|3lete 
than those of many wlio have more material 
Avealth. But for all that their poverty is a 
great and almost unmixed evil to them. Even 
when they are well, their weariness often 
amounts to pain, while their pleasures are 
few; and when sickness conies the suffering 
caused by poverty increases tenfold. .And 
though a contented spirit may go f;ir towards 
reconciling them to these evils, there are 
otliers to ^vllich it ought not to reconcile them. 
e)\'er\vorked and underlaught , wcarv ami care- 
worn, without p(i\verand without leisure, ihey 
liave no chance of making the best of their 
menial faculties. 

"Although, then, some of the evils which 
commonly go with poverty are not its neces- 
sary conseciuences ; yet, broadly s]oeakiug, 'the 
dcslrucliiiii of the poor is their [KU'crty,' and 
the study of the causes of povert}' is the study 
of the causes of the degradation of a large 
])art of iiiankiud." 

Some will rub their eyes to find the follow- 
ing fine i)assage in a book of political econ- 
omy: — "Slavery was regarded by Aristotle as 
an ordinance of nature, and so probably was it 
by the slaves themselves in olden time. The 
dignity of- man was proclaimed by the Chris- 
tian religion; it has been asserted with in- 
creasing vehemence during the last hundred 
years: hul it is only through the s])read of 
education during (piite recent times that \\'e 
are beginning at last to feel the full import of 
"the phrase. 

".\'ow at last \ve are setting oursehes ser- 
ioiisly to inquire whether it is necessary that 
: there should be any so-called 'lower classes' 
at all; that is, whether there need be large 
■ numbers of people doomed from their birth to 
hard work in order to provide for others the 
recjuisites of a refined and cultured life, while 
tiiey themselves are prevented by their pov- 
ery and toil from having any share or part in 
that life. 

"The hope that po\'eriy and ignorance mav 
gradually be extinguished derives indeed much 
support from the steady progress of the 
working classes during the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The steam engine has relieved them 
of much exhausting and degrading toil ; 
\vages have risen ; edueaticjn lias been im- 
proved and become more general 

A great part of the artisans have ceased to 
belong tn the 'lower classes' in the sense in 
which the term was originall_\- used: and 
some of them already \\';h\ a more refined 
and noble life than did the majority of the 
upper classes c\'en a century ag<). 

"This progress has done more than any- 
\hing else to give practical interest to the 
question whether it is really impossible that 
ail should start in the world with a fair 
chance of leading a cultured life, free from the 
])ains of poverty and the stagnating influences 
of excessive mechanical toil; and this question 
is I)eing pressed to the front by the growing 
earnestness of the age. 

"The (|u<.'stion cannot be fully answered b_\- 
economic science: for the answer depends 
partly on the mor.al ;nid pediiical caprdiiliiies 
of human nature; and on these matters the 
economist has no speci;il means of informa- 
tion; he must do as others do. rmd guess as 
best he can. Ihit the answer depends in a 
great measure upon facts and inferences 
which are within the province of economics; 
and that it is which gives to economic studies 
their chief and tlieir highest interest." 

In these statements of the problems wliich 
lie before the .social reformer \vc have nn 
shirking of facts. The evils are admitted. 
I'.ut ue lia\ e ;dso ideals and hoj)es. .-md enough 
of stimulus to make ii> believe tli:it black as 
Clii-istiiia.-. Mjoj. may be for many there lies 
in the heart of things balm for all ills so soon 
as we will with our hearts and both hands to 
use it. 

(Iiie cannot retrain from .adding that 
wiierc the work of the economist ends the 
work of the pulpit begins. Trofessor Marshall 
says that "it is not the part of econo;iiics to 
appear to take a side in ethical controversy." 
But (lid ever the pulpit have a finer text from 
which to preach than that which Professor 
.Marshall himself provides in these words? — 
"True hap|)ines;- is not t(j be had without self- 
respect, ami that self-respect is [n he bad only 
on the eoiirliti.in of emlea\(jriiig so to li\-e as to 
promote the progress of the human race." 

\\'e hope to deal with other aspects of I'ro- 
fesscjr Marshall's stinmlating hook another 
time. But ever)' social reformer and lover of 
his country should possess it for personal 
study.— Public Opinion.

THe Late Queen's Rei 




By Sidney Low 




EVIEWIXG Mr. Low's book, 
"The J listor)^ of IJngland during 
the Jvcign of Queen Victoria," the 
l.vontlon Standard says : 

Mr. Sidney Low's contribution 
to vviiat is now recognized as the 
standard History of England cov- 
ers the whole period of the late 
Queen's reign, nor is there, we 
lielievc, any living iniblicist who 
could have dealt more successfully with the 
coinidicated and. in some respects, embarrass- 
ing theme. As we glance down the summary 
of his chapters we see that comparatively few 
are the subjects which can be classed among 
choses jugees. The questions which he must 
deal with are still under debate. Very soon 
alter the accession oi A'ictoria men had to ask 
themselves wliere began and ended the prerog- 
ati\e of a Constitutional I\Ionarch, and before 
she had sat a decade upon the throne the coun- 
try was torn with controx-ersy over Free Trade 
and rroteclioii. 'j'lie men known as Ch;irtisis 
were advocating violent schemes of ^ocial and 
political upheaval, not ultogellier different 
Iroin those favored by the i)resenL Radical-So- 
cialist Administration. Ireland was already 
, an overpowering preoccupation, In 1854 the 
etcrh;i.l ICastern question was raised in its most 
.icute form, and in 1857 statesmen Avere con- 
fronted with the governance of India. Ten 
years later the controlling authority over pub- 
lic affairs had been placed in the hands of the 
middle class. At first they wwc not keen to 
assert their predominance, and their slow 
awakening affords an instructive parallel to 
the similar quiescence of the proletariat en- 
franchised in 1885. The great Conservative 
Revival under Disraeli was followed bv a vet 
more signal colla])se. and when the I'amous 
leader ])assed away there were not wanting 
shrewd judges wluj said — as they were sa\dng 
two years ago— that the cause which he em- 
bodied had been finally extinguished. When 
we come to the rise of the Unionist party and 
its almost undisputed mastery over the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, we are brought within the range 
of current politics. 

It was not an easy task for a writer whose 
energies for a (|uarlcr of a century have largely 
been devoted to the service of one parly in the 
state to divest himself of all prepussessioiis and 
assume the mind of an impartial narrator. 
Mr. Sidney Low, however, has accomplished 
tiris moral feat, and We search in vain through 



his pages for a sign of his.-jper&dnal opiiiions 
and individual preferences. If we would ap-' 
preciatc thc-quality of this self-detachment we 
have but to turn to the frankly partisan char- 
acter of Mr. Herbert l\-uirs and Mr. Justin 
AlcCarlhy's treatment of the same epoch. It 
is no disparagement of their \'alual)le and in- 
teresting books to say that they set them- 
selves to preach their own doctrines, just as 
Lord Macaulay and Sir George Trevelyan 
have made their records subordinate to their 
theories. Mr. Sidney Low has sunk himself in 
his subject, and will be repaid by the trust 
and i-onfidence of his readers. .\s a chronicle 
of events, the (.)nly defeat in this work is one 
which he has himself i)oinled out — his sum- 
mary liecomes briefer as he draws nearer to 
the present day. This, however, is a fault 
v.d'.ich will, no doubt, be remedied in a later 
edition, when it should be more practicable to 
write without passion of matters which are 
still agitating men's minds. 

'JMiis severe self-repression is slightly re- 
laxed when the author addresses himself to 
military themes. His accoimt of the fvussian 
war is gi\-en with ])lain elocpience, and, with- 
out ;in\- professional airs of condescension, he 
ex|daiiis, what man\' peri]de seem to forget, 
that the Crimea was not the only scene of con- 
flict. Hut the best part of the book is, beyond 
doubt, the glowing visions of the Indian Mu- 
tiny. In less than forty pages (he would have 
liked to write 400) he presents a vivid and 
moving story of the most heroic epoch in 
which living Englishmen have taken part. 

There is a certain group of superior ])cr- 
S011S Avho like to ])our contempt on the Early 
A'ictoi-ians. But Mr. ],ow nnxkes it clear that 
nearl)' all the men (.)f the reign who count in 
the world of letters bad done their best work 
before 1^(15. Those who siir\-ived. like Teii- 
nys(jii. Carlyle, or Buskin, and carried on their 
distinguished labors with unfailing ])Ower, ac- 
complished nothing Ijelter tlian they had al- 
ready produced. It is sufficient to say that be- 
fore the date fixed by j\fr. Low, Englishmen 
had been given "In Memoriam," "The !""rench 
Revolution," and ".Modern Painters.'' Mr. 
Meredith had published "Richard b"e\erel." 
and Mr. Swinburne ".\lalanla in Calydon." 
'Phe intellectual glory of the latter half of the 
])eriod lies on the scientific side. Harwin's 
"Origin of S|)ccies" appeared in 1859, and 
from that date, almost without a break, Eng- 
lishmen have claimed the primacy in research 



ahd specidation.- -Brilliant as has been the i 
work of France and Gei-many, it does not cbm- ' 
pare either in volume or originality with the 
achievements of a race which is sometimes ac- 
cused of stupidity. We advise no ])urcha,ser 
of .Mr. Low's bof)k to omit bis skiUecl estimate 
of the persons who have been most conspicu- 
ous in the mental- development of the present 
generation. 

In the nifrrative of intricate political niait- 
oeuvres Mr. Low displays no little cleverness 
in disentangling the essential from the ir- 
relevant matter. There are passages, e.g., on 
Cdadstone's resignation, where we seem to be 
getting rather less than the truth, as also in 
the case of Lord liosebery's snbsecpient retire- 
ment from the Liberal leadership. Ilere, how- 
c\-er, the author hase\idemlv subniitted to llie 
restraim imposed b}' his seni])le as to intro- 
ducii'g disputable statements about li\-iiig ])er- 
sons into a work intended to assume a per- 
manent character. Fie will be judged, in the 
present edition, by his management of the first 
forty years of the reign. By that test he is 
amply vindicated. \Ve are not aware of any 
ho()k from which the same amount of trust- 
\vortliy information and justified comment 
inay be gleamed with ecpial facility. The t;Mi- 
gled threads have been rearranged by an or- 
derly mind, while the methodical style of tlic 
expo.sition, such as a imiversity lecturer might 
eagerly emulate, is absolutely free from the 
vices of the chair. The book reads as thougli 
the writing, had given no trouble to the author, 
so fluent is the style, .so lucid the argument. 
In fact, however, it represents a vast amount 
of hard work and harder thinking. Mr. Lov.- 
was I'ortunate to obtain the assistance and 
collabonitioii of an accomplislied historical 
sehiilar in 'Slv. Llovd Sanders, who is known 
for bis close and detailed ac(|uaintanee with 
the develoi)inent of linglish parties. For the 
benefit of students who wish to obtain a more 
minute understanding than can be gained from 
this volume of any sjx-cial episode in the reign 
an admirable descrii)tive analysis of the best 
available authorities and documents has been 
appended. We are also given an ingeniously 
arranged map showing the ;j;rowth of the Brit- 
ish emnire between 1837 and igoi. 

Mr. Low has, we say without hesitation, 
portluced a history of the Victorian reign 
which is indispensable to every public or i)ri- 
vate library, and which is not likely to be su- 
perseded except by a revised edition of itself. 



PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE CANALS 

OF MARS 

The Century .Magazine for December is 
an historical document of the first order, for 
it contains a wonderful series 01 photographs 
of Mars taken on the Andes in July last by 
Mr. E. C, Slipher, who was photographer to 
the expedition organized by Proi. Todd and 
Dr. Percival Lowell, the director ol the Lowell 
( )bser\-atory, and an article by I'rof. Lowell on 
the meaning o! those photograjjlis. 

The pliotograi)bs when developed "iiro\c<l 
little less than astounding. Xol onh- \vere 
canals and oases evidently there, but these 
showed with a delicacy of delineation which 
spoke for the steadiness of the air through 
which they had been taken." 

"The importance of these little round discs, 
doubt-killing bullets from the pbanet of war, 
is that the\- reveal to laymen and astronomers 
alike that markings exist on .Mars which can- 
not be exidained on any other supi)osition 
than that life able [u fashion them is/.present 
there at this very loment.'' says Prof. [x)wcll. 
"Lor to an ;icute e,ye they are manifestly 
str;iight lines. Now. straight lines are not 
naural iircjducls on any such scale as to be 
visible from one body to another across forty 
millions of miles of intervening space. Under- 
taken with a view to their educational value 
in setting scepticism at rest, these photo- 
graphs ha\'e ])rovcd the death of even more 
doubt than the opei\'it(.)rs thought, possible. 

"( hie thing he who scans these circles 
must understand, or he will miss the full mea- 
sure f)f the wonder the)- contain, llis br;un 
must be open to them; not his e)-e alone. l'"or 
what is before him is no meaningless articula- 
tion of black and white, but the portrait in its 
entity of another world, imprinted there by 
tliat world itself. Sharp set again si the black 
of space this circlet of light displays to him 
an earth, coniparable in grandeur and self- 
containment with that em which he dwells. 
Small to the sight, in the brain it takes on its 
true dimensions, and to the minrl's eye be- 
comes the globe it really is, which, could he 
find himself t rruisported thither, would seem 
the essential siun and centre of the imivetse, 
as now to most men our own world comprises 
all the\- know. 

"The iraincd obsetN-er will find in the 
markings in chiaroscuro representations of the 
reall\- colored topography of that other world. 
Clisicning snows around the poles are the 
white spots that catch' his eye at top and bdt- 
tdm; blue-green areas of vegetation as large 
as Europe, the dark ones he sec below; vast 
rose-ochre stretches of vSaharan desert, the 
light regions that compose its greater portion. 
;\ntl then, at last, trained to looking, he will 
distinguish the 'hreruis that interlace them 
and bind them all into a communicated whole. 

"These little lines arc the 'canals' which 
for their strange dii'cctness and yet stranger 
articulation were for long denied existence, and 
even now find a world slow to credit tlic story.

BRAKEMAN OR MURDERER 

Dr. Ilmuingdon. rector of (".race church, 
in New ^'ork. has liil ii])on a sirikim.; way to 
imi)ress the imagination with the extent of 
unpunished crime in the United States, lie 
says he has heard it said that in this country it 
is safer to be a murderer than a brakeman. 

The grotesqueness of placing murder on an 
equality with useful labor as an oecuiiation, 
and of estimating calmly their relative satety. 
at once arrests the attention. 'N'et the matter 
is not so grotesfpie as at first ai)i)ears. I'rom 
a volume entitled ".Social Brogress. an Inter- 
national Year Book," the following statistics 
are galhei'ed : 

During the year ti;o.|, out of 106,734 train- 
men employed on the railroads of the United 
States, 3,632 were killed. During /the same 
year, according to the .same trustworthy book 
of reference, 8,482 murders and homicides were 
committed in this country, t'or which crimes 
1 16 persons were executed. In other words, 
one brakeman in about thirty met his death 
in that year, and one murderer in about sev- 
enty-three. The brakeman's occupation, there- 
fore, is about twice as dangerous as the mur- 
derer's. — Chicago Journal. 



,'-^}'nlhetic cam])lior, the production of which 
has been a prcjblem among chemists for many 
years, seems to be at last a comn^crcial pro- 
duct, but the high price of turpentine oil may 
prevent it from coming quickly into use. At 
least four processes have been devised for 
making this product from jiinene. which forms 
se\'enty per cent, of luri)entine oil. B\' (diemi- 
cal treatment and oxidation, tlie pinene is 
given the chemical structure and chemical 
properties of the natural camphor, but with 
different reaction in iiolarized light and some- 
Avhat less fragrance, .'\bout ninety per cent, 
of the wejrld's camphor is used for making 
celluloid, I'or which the synthetic material is 
claimed to be perfectly suitable. 



Rayleigh no doubt meant to hint something 
of this kind as gently as he . could when he 
quoted the -man who, on being asked what a 
scientific lecture was about, replied that the 
lecturer did not say. The manner is often as 
deplorable as the matter. The lecturer mur- 
murs to his desk, or he hums and ha's and 
stammers and repeats himself. Then men of 
science wonder wliy the public do not take 
more interest, and why the advantages of a 
:5cientific edtication are not apparent to the 
itnah in the street. 

"Men who really knov>)^?;aXthi,^^^ 
out, top and bottom, for\vaf<^^^! ah^^backwards, 
can explain that thing; and when a man can- 
not explain and link his subject with general 
conceptions, he' ought to understand that his 
own ideas are in ne'ed of clarifying." 



WHERE SCIENTISTS FUMBLE AND 

POTTER, I 

"W hen a man is really master of his sub- 
ject be can usually explain it in non-technical 
language. When the work is master of him, 
he cannot gel awa_\- from the laboratory." 

In these terms ".X. N'. /." exidaiiis, in the 
Times, the futility of man\- scientific lectures, 
lie writes apropos of an incident at the Royal 
Society dinner on Nov. 30, when Lord Dune- 
din asked why, when he gives a billiard ball 
left-hand side it goes to the left, but when he 
gives left-hand side to his curling-stone it goes 
to the right. "Lord Duncdin," writes ".X. Y. 
Z.," is a lawyer, and that is wh\' he is sns- 
])ected (if plas'ing off a sort oi L'o_\ al joke upon 
ihc Loyal S<iciet\-. I'"e)r it must be evident to 
a leg;d mind that the two things are not in 
]).ari imileria. The ball does not go to the left 
until it strikes some elastic body, either an- 
other ball or the cushion. The curling stone 
does not strike any such body. 

"When Lord Dunedin foozles a left-side 
shot and misses the object ball altogether his 
ball travels to the right. If he strikes an- 
other stone with a left-hand twist on his own, 
his sioiie will come off at-a sharper angle than 
if there had been no twist. Brof. Tail might 
ha\ e ]>ut him tfj some confusion by explaining 
the matter so far, and somebody might have 
enlivened the jiroccedings on Saturday in the 
same way, without ])hmging beafl ')\-er ears - 
into the nnithemalical explanatifju of twist in 
general — whether in a billiard l);dl, a g(.)lf ball, 
a curling stone; or a shell. But the well- 
meant effort to infuse a little fun into the pro- 
ceedings i)roved a failure. 

".\ow these things arc a parable. Men of 
science complain that the public do not take 
sufficient interest in heir work. The public 
may with more reason complain that they do 
not take more pains to make their work in- 
teresting. There are few things more dis- 
agrcealdc to a journalist not igmn-ant of science 
than to listen to the majorit)' of scientific lec- 
tures. There arc perha])s as many men as 
could be counted on the finger;, of one hand to 
whom it is really a pleasure to listen. As for 
the rest, it is distressing to observe what a 
mess they make of really good material, how- 
little they understand how to 'make their 
points, how they fumble and potter over the 
non-essential, how little they know about apt 
illustration, or about bringing what they have 
to say into any sort of vital connection with 
general knowledge and general interests; 
how. in short, the)" tumble their laboratory 
notes before the unfortunate audience and call 
them a lecture. 

"The audience must iiresume that they 
know a great deal, but the audience have to 
know nearly as much in order to understand 
what they are driving at; and if it were not 
that many people lack the courage to confess 
that they do not understand, it is hard to sec 
where the audiences would come from.- Lord

"Irene Wycherley," the new play produced by 
Miss Lena Ashwell. who has never had a play 
on the stage before, treats murder and suicide, 
adultery and drunkenness and brute cruelty 
in a way that is psychologically and artistic- 
ally satisl'ying. Also he proves himself an 
adept in technique and a master of dialogue." 
What Mr. Paderewski Enjoys Playing 
"Two very favorite pieces of mine," writes 
.Mr. I'aderewski in a musical symposium in the 
Christmas Strand, "are Chopin's Ballade in A 
flat and the Fantasie in F nnnor." Herr Emil 
vSauer tells us that the piece he enjoys playing 
most is Chopin's B flat minor Sonata with the 
Funeral March. Mr. Leopold Godowsky finds 
it no easy matter to answer the question as to

Kreisler has "lU) hesitation in saying that my 
lavorite pieces, and those that I enjo)' playing 
more than any others arc the Concertos of 
ISeetlioven and fSrahms." Mr. Mark Ham- 
boiirg has two favorite pieces — the Fantasia of 
Schumann, Op. 17, and the B flat minor Son- 
ata of Chopin with the b'uneral March. I^Ir. 
Jan liambonrg's selection is the Chaconnc of 
Bach, Wilhelmj's playing, of which fired his 
boyish zeal ; and Mr.' Boris Hambourg's favor- 
ite piece is Tschaikowsky's "Variations sur un 
T'heme Rococo."

To the Eng- 
lish mother I would say; Teach your 
children to speak French and to ap- 
preciate all that ifc most worthy of 
admiration In the French character;

the English.

"It Is tho spirit of such women that 
puts a soul into a nation. Now, some 
of you ladies may perhaps think in 
your modesty, that your influence 
does not count, that no special duty 
falls on you. I tell you that the in- 
fluence of each of you does count in 
making the character of the nation, 
and that the only doubt that makes 
me hesitate about the future of Can- 
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adu Is my doubt as to v.'hotlu'r you, 
the women of Canada, have tho im- 
agination to realiiiu the greatness of 
your destiny, and tho spirit to acliiovo 
it. 

The Duty of Women 

"May 1 say this to you without giv- 
ing offence, that unless cacli one of 
you takes an Interest both in the his- 
tory of your country, and in the fu- 
ture of your coimtry, unle.-is you have 
one hand holding on to tlie trailitioiis 
of tlie past, and both eyes lixcd upon 
the stars, you are not doing your du- 
ty to either your country br your 
King. 

"What can you do to help your 
country? \\'hy, if you women of 
Montreal would A\\\\. tho denrs of 
your houses against the men who cor- 
rupt tho sources ul' domi'stie, civic, 
and national life, in tlio saiiio way 
that you exclude from your drawdn.g 
rooms the man who cheats at cards, 
If you would refuse the approval of 
your smile to tho man who hits lie- 
low the belt in 'sport, business or pol- 
itics, then the 'star of Montreal would 
shino with a brilliancy which would 
make its radiance felt not over Can- 
ada, but over tho United States. 

"."Vro you, the women of Montreal, 
using your Influence to safeguard 
your beautiful city from being swal- 
lowed up by the slums which have 
overtaken the cities of tho United 
Kingdom and the United States? 

"Are you, the women of Montreal, 
using your Influence to secure for the 
children of your city the opportuni- 
ties of growing up Into good and use- 
ful citizens? 

"Aro you, the women of Montreal, 
using your influence to secure that 
the increasing stream of women \vlio 
enter Canada through your gate.i 
shall be switched onto the roils lead- 
ing to happiness instead of to misery? 

"Remember, every woman who en- 
ters Canada will make an impress on 
the national character, and it is im- 
portant that she should bo made into 
a good Canadian citizen as quickly as 
possible. How do you meet these wo- 
men on their arrival in Montreal? 
These women w-ho come with hearts 
filled Willi hope, \vitli the desire to 
love you and lie loved by you? Do 
you meet tliern with the hand of wel- 
come, with a woi'd of greeting and a 
motherly warning .-is to the dangers 
they should avoid? 

A National Suggestion 
'I should like before I close my re- 
marks to point out to you one way In 
which you can, every one of you, help 
to remove a blot which at present 
dlsfgures tho fair fiice oC Canada and 



l)y so doing rondor a service to Can- 
ada and to \-oiir King, I wonder if 
you hidies have, jver realized tlio em- 
otions that pass through tlio mind of 
tlie immigrant to Canada as tlie ve.^- 
sel on wliioh ho l.-j a passenger steams 
up tlie stately ,St. Lawrence to ilon- 
treal. 

"Remember that the first impres- 
sion received by the immigrant to 
the United Slates conveyed to him 
by Uartliolde's colossal Statue of Lib- 
erty placed by the bounty of France 
at tho entrance to the harbor of Ntiw 
York: 'Co don royal et magnilhiue, 
quo lit la viello Franco a la jeuue 
Anieriiiue.' Tlie message conveyed to 
hlni by tho ever-burning liglit of lib- 
erty tills Ills heart witii lioijo and gen- 
erous I'motloiiH. 

"Contrast this oxperionee with that 
of the immigrant to Montreal. When 
lio passes Quel.'(!c, ^vitll mind and 
heart aglow wilii expect.ation, he 
looks up to tho plains of Abraham, 
where the fate of America was de- 
elded, where the foundation of the 
Empire Of Greater Britain and also 
of the Independence of the United 
States!, was laid. He sees no inspir- 
ing monument ottering a welcome 
and suggesting hope but only a build- 
ing associated with all that is dark- 
est In tho life of Canada, a big, black, 
frowning gaol, and that gaol stands 
upon the very ground where \\olfe 
gav..' up Ills life. There is no more 
sacred spot of eart'.v on the whole of 
this American continent. 

"Ladles, It Is part of your work not 
to rest until that polluting gaol has 
been removed fri;:ii tlu; sacred spot 
on which it stands, to soino other 
more apiiropriati- sitnalioii. 

Canada's Opportunity 
Xext year, as you aro aware, is 
the ,'iOOth anniveraar.v of the birthday 
of Canada, Charnplaln having found- 
ed Quebec in 1608. It has been sug- 
gested by a committee appointed by 
Mr. Oarneau, tho mayor of Quebec, 
consisting of Chief Justice Sir C. 
Langeller, Mr. Taclie and Col. Wood, i 
that the Charnplaln Tercentenary 
should be celebrated by tho conse- 
cTatlon of the fauious battlefields of 
Quebec. This sugge-stion has received 
tlio warm approval of M. Gouin, the 
Premier of the Province of Quebec, 
and of Sir Wilfrid Lautler. 

','Tho battlefield of St. Foy, where tho 
I^rencti In 17G0, alter a desperate and 
bloody battle defeated the British 
and whence tlie.v would liavo recap- 
tured Quebec if the British fleet had 
not suddenly appeared, adjoins the 
Plains of Abraham. 
"It is proposed to Include the more , 



important parts of tho two > lidttle- 
liolds in a National Park, to 'be called 
'King Edward's Park.' Thus ' battles 
in wlilch the conteudlnB race.<i wero 
alternately victorious, luid in both of 
whicli the victor and tho vanquished 
wore entitled to equal honour, will lie 
littlngly commemorated. 

"Tho propos.il to celebrate the 30th 
birthd.ay of C.mada by the eon.^:eera,- 
tlon of file batllelields has met with 
universal approval. U is hoped that 
aiipropri.-itions from llio i''ederal and 
Provincial legi.slatures will be obtain- 
ed to enable the liOOtli anniversary of 
Uic liirllulay of Canada to lu; cele- 
lirated in a maiinei- wortliy of (he oc- 
casion, but in addition to tlu: I'arlia- 
nicntary grants that may be forth- 
coming a large additional sum will be 
required to put the ballU-lields into 
a condition which will ,~atlsry the his- 
toric sentiment of all concerned. 

":\fonoy has to bo founil for the re- 
moval of the gaol and tlic rille fac- 
tory and other liulldings which deface 
and desecrato tho battlellelds, for the 
purchase of certain lands, for the 
building o1 a museum for historical 
relics, for tho con.struction of an av- 
enue round tho battlefields, overlook- 
ing on one side the St. Lawrence, and 
on the other the valley of tha River 
St. Charles. This driveway would bo 
about seven miles In length and for 
hi.storlcal interest and natural beauty 
would probably bo the finest driveway 
in the world. 

"The Angel of Peace" 
'I also liopo that it ma\- lie possilile 
to erect on the poiiii of liuebO',- llrst 
visilile to a steanuM- coming up tliO 
St. Lawrence a colossal statue of the 
Angel of Peace, with arms outstretch- 
ed, offering to clasp to her heart 
every now arrival from Europe. 

"Ladies, 1 believe it only re(|uires 
dotermlnod and syslianatic organi/.a- 
tlou lo secure the $l,0OO,(i()i), or wliat- 
every sum nia>' be recjuireil, for tho 
coniplele re,a'i::alloii of these schemes 
which, wdien realized, will make Que- 
bec Che Jlecc.a of America. 

"Do you not think tiial the women 
of f;anada, In reS|)onse lo an apiieal 
made to tlieni, would bo only too 
glad to find tho sum required? 

"When I visited tho Stales last year 
nothing made a doeiier impression on 
mo than 'my visit to iMount Vernon, 
the home of George Washington. Ev- 
ery care had been taken to preserve 
Mount Vernon and Its 'surroundings 
in tho same state of dignlfled and or- 
derly airopllcity aa they were during 
the U/e-tlme of Qeorgo Washington. 

"It Is impossible for any thoughtful 
person to pay a visit to Mount Ver- 



non without the mind and heart- be- 
ing afteotod by the contemplatloti. of 
the great and noble qualities thbtidis* 
tingulshcd that remarkable nian.'t-5?h9 
Influonco which issues from MolJht 
Vernon Is a force which makes 'for 
jiatriotlsKi and manly righteousness. 
It would be diificult to overstate the 
vnluo of this liilluoiico, or the debt 
which tho American people owo to 
those who had the heart and energy 
lo save the home of Washington fr.uii 
destruction. It was the patriotic iiu- 
piilsc! and the eourtige of a single wo- 
man, Ann Pamela Cunninghani of 
South Cnrolinn, that saved tho homo 
of Wtisbington ;is a permanent shrine 
of palrloti.sm for the American peo- 
ple. Outraged by the rofuoal of Con- 
gress to vote the sum required for 
tho nationalization of Mount Vernon 
at thd time when it' was offered iot 
sale, Ann Fatnela Cunningham- ap- 
iioaled single-handed to' the" women oF 
America land Obtained through" them 
tho money that was required— ^thous- 
ands of school-children considering It 
a privilege to be allowed to contrib- 
uto live cents. 

A Message From the King 

"I do not think I am making a mis- 
take In believing that tlio women of 
Canada lia\e a patriotism and a 
courage otjual to that of tho women 
of America.

The Literarv Man's Bible 



'What I 'should like to do is to give 
back tho Bible to thoughtful men who, 
ov.'ing to a variety of circumstances, 
;iro not able lo appreciate or have 
ceiised to appreciate, its unparalleled 
value." 

And tho writer of those lines, Mr. 
W. L. Courtney, tho editor of the 
Fortnightly Review, seems to do so 
in "The Literary Man's Bible," which 
Messrs. Chapman & Hall have just 
published (10s 6d. net). The book Is 
one of the greatest interest. It is an 
. unusual thing to sed a distinguished 
literary critic enthused with the 
beauty of the Hebrew Scriptures ex- 
hibiting these beauties "to tlie man of 
literary tastes and sympathies, who 
desires to know some reasons why he 
should respect and admire the sacred 
H.)oI;s of Israel." Ho knocks olf the 
clasp ;ind gilt edge.-? of the conven- 
tional Hible, and shows the gold that 
lies within. 

It is to 1.10 regretted that the piil)- 
llshors liave soniowiia'; lli^vartcd .Mr. 
Courtney's Ide.-ii by Idndlng his boolc 
in .a conventional cloth of tiiut Ihe- 
logical dullness Ijeloved by tho clergy. 
It would have .given additional ac- 
tuality to Mr. Courtney's .att(mipt to 
■.-<et out the raw material (if Hebrew 
literature If it had been bound ii 
rough limp shecpslvin or stained vcl 
luin. For it is when the reader start 
from the Bible as ,a human mauu 
script that itii ama;iing s])leiuioin' and 
overwhelming spiritual might flush 
out — irresistible because no power 
and no splendour have yet exceeded 
it. 

The 'Result of a Conversation 
Mr. Courtney tells us that "ilu! book 
origin.atcd in a conversation as lo the 
literary merits of the Bible. It was 
maintained that, whatever (jriglnal 
literary merits the Bible may hav(! 
possessed, thoy had been obscured by 
a long 'series of ecclesiastical com- 
ments, due to the fact that the Bible 
was mainly, If not exclusively, em- 
ployed for .'instruction in rlghteou.s^ 
ness.' To those, on the other hand, 
to whom the Bible had been familiar 
from chlldlioQdi the idea of regarding 
it as other than a manual for pious 
uses seemed -strange and a trifle Ir- 
reverent. The question was whether 
a hoolc that had come so close to our 
business and bosoms could jiossllily 
be relieved from Its didactic impllea- 
lions, and rea-ardcd as a collection of 
texts illustrating tho cliaracteristlc 
lendonclos of Jewish writers and ex- 
liiblliiig certain high standards of lit- 
erature, 

'"riie answer to 'some of those who 
engaged In this conversatinn was 
frankly in the negative — because it is 
one of tlie melancholy effects of al- 
lowing anj' documents to bo entirely 
manipulatod by priests that nil orig- 
inal features aro obliterated in one 
dead level of uniform doctrinal appli- 
cability" (an excellent reason fur 
binding this book in red ! ). '"I'lie case," 
continues Mr. Courtney, "stands as it 
does very largely with Hchool liooks 
bnsed on the work of German and 
Roman writers. Everything is viewiMl 
and misprised aB 'lessons.' . . Gen- 
erally, the Bible suffers because it is 
a 'goodr.book,'. . not to bo touched by 
profane or Irroverent flngera.'

New Canadian Cities In the Makin; 



The English reader who is interest- 
ed in tho notable twentieth century 
topic of the development of Canada 
should ajqiroacli his -subject with the 
aid of a map, .and. as tills is a land of 
niagnltieent distances, a large scale 
map should be chosen. Itefercncc to 
tills will show that, beginning with the 
mouth of the Calf and Kivor St. Law- 
rence, and ending with the head wat- 
ers of Ijako Superior, there is an un- 
broken linn of water communication 
from the Atlantic into something Iil;o 
the middle of Canada — midway be- 
tween east and west, that i.3. Tlie 
head of Lake Superior is not quite 
halfway across the continent, as a 
matter of fact, but In Canada a few 
hundred miles more or less is not a 
matter of much account. Itfls roughly 
a fact that navigable water extend 
nearly halfway across Canada from 
tho Atlantic. 

It goes without saying that water 
transport Is cbfaper than land trans- 
port, and as a two thousand ton ves- 
sel can steam from the Inland head 
of Lake .Superior to Europe, one's 
first thought Is that during tho open 
season of tho yea.!- there would bo 
illrect water communication between 
ICurope and Fort William iind Port 
Arlliur, the two sister ports which 
stand at tho head of Lake .Su])orior. 
In praetico this is not quite so. Ocean 
navigation and tho navigation of In- 
land waters aro so different as to re- 
quire different men and ships. The 
most prolUable kind of modern cargo 
ship is a vessel capable of Carrying 
not less than five or six thousand 
tons. ]';von the biggest kind of cargo 
Kteam.'dilp can easily make Its way 
In and out of Montreal, but such a ves- 
sel could not attempt the lake passage 
to Port William. 

Uecnuso of these things Montreal 
has developed wonderful facilities as ft 
Canadian port. Its elevators lan suck 
a lake steamer dry of its burden of 
prtialrle-gnown wheat and pour the 
samC) into an ocean-going steamer for 
Europe in an Incredibly short space of 
time and at very little cost.. Accord- 
ingly, this la the method adopted, and 
it will be seen at once that thia con- 
tributes largely to the Importanco of 
Montreal as Canada's olestrlng house. 

But, as liaa been ahown, if Montreal 
is tho head- of aea-going tttiffic . In 
Canada, It Is not the be&d of 
water-borne tr.afflc generally. For 
ili.it wo must travel many 
hundreds of miles Inland, to Fort 
A\ illlani .and l"'ort Arthur, at the head 
of Lake Superior and v>-lthin -127 miles 
by rail of Winnipeg, the golden gate 
of the ({Olden west. 'J'wenty j'eiirs ago 
.sir Wiliiani Van Home, of C.-m.-iditin 



William, tho gt^teway and clearing 
house at the head of Inland water 

transport. 

When this prophecy was made Fort 
William was a tiny, trco-grown, lake- 
side village, and Winnipeg, was not 
very much more than tiie old Hud- 
son's rsay company prairie post, ^'ow, 
althougli, I'ort ■Willi.am and Prnd .Ar- 
thur .are actually in Ontario one feels 
upon ;irri\-iil within their liiiiits t/iat 
one lias re.ally entered iqiou tlie 
Canadian west. Her^', at. the 
liead of Inland navlgatlmi. K.-ist meets 
West, and one realises that tli.; futni'e 
of tlieso towns is gi.gantie. 

Hero, like <a river of life, tlie wheat 
of the AVest, destined for the feeding 
of liundreds of thousands in the East 
and in i^nrope, pours unroasingly 
tlirou.gli giant elevators into lake 
steamers or for storage. The ship- 
ment of grain from Fort William and 
Port Arthur in 1905 was tiilrty-two 
million bushels. The shipment of 
grain from Fort William alone In 1900 
was over fifty-one million bushels. 
The storago capacity of the ^ratn 
elevators In Fort William and Port 
Arthur Is 20 million bushels. At Fort
